Brian Gilkinson, 33°, that the Honorary Inspectors-General are invited to attend the 
General Session on the invitation of the Sovereign Grand Commander, without voice or 
vote. CARRIED. 

ON MOTION duly made by III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° and seconded by III. Bro. 

Brian Gilkinson, 33°, that the Minutes of the Annual Session held in Halifax September 
the 8 th to the 13 th , 2014, are hereby adopted as circulated in the proceedings. 

CARRIED. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Harold E. Crosby, 33° and Matthew 
F. Todd, 33“that the order of the agenda may be varied under the direction of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. CARRIED. 

SGC: Just for your information, I believe that we have around 480 registered for this 
Session, which is nice to know. I would ask that those who are making reports, if you 
would please use the lecterns and again, just state your name so when these 
recordings are transcribed afterwards, we will know who is speaking. 
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SGC: The following Brethren will be retiring to Past-Active rank effective Friday, 
September 18 th at midnight. Going to Past-Active rank, as age-related by our Statutes, 
is III Bro. Marvin Munro, 33°, Active Member from the Valley of Kamloops. III. Bro. 

Marvin Salmi, 33°, Active Member from Thunder Bay has requested that he be granted 
the designation as Past-Active, as well. I don’t know whether one or either of you 
wanted to make a comment at this point. I had asked you ahead of time, but if there’s 
something you would like to say please feel free now to say it. 

III. Bro. Munro: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, ten years ago I 
thought this day would never come and now it approaches. I must say I have certainly 
enjoyed my time at Supreme Council as an Active Member and as Deputy, and I do 
love the Scottish Rite, as well as all of you do, I know. So thank you very much for the 
honour bestowed upon me. Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you, Marvin. I know that indeed your love for Scottish Rite and all the 
work you’ve done, particularly as Deputy, was appreciated, as well. Thank you. 

Salmi: I just want to thank all the Brethren for the opportunity to fulfill the role 
as Deputy, and I want to thank everybody for the concern they have shown during my 
little trials and tribulations.

SGC: I am now going to call on Past Sovereign Grand Commander, III Bro. Harold 
Crosby, 33°, to lead us through the Nomination Committee Reports. 

PSGC Crosby: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, this is the Report of 
the Committee on Membership Nominations, to whom is referred nominations of the 
following Brethren for election as Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General and hereby 
approves these nominations for election in the usual manner at the 2015 Annual 
Session: 

From British Columbia and the Yukon Territory, replacing Marvin Munro, Karl Edmund 
Springer, 33°, from the Valley of Vernon; from Ontario, William Anthony Davis, 33°, 
Valley of Thunder Bay, replacing Marvin Salmi; Jeffrey Ralph Dickson, Valley of Guelph, 
replacing Ken Rutherford; and John Edward Harrison, Valley of Barrie, replacing Terry 
McLean, who moves into the ranks of ad-vitam. 
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III. Bro. Vic Lepp, 33°, Deputy for Ontario, submitted the nomination for Jeffrey Dickson 
to fill the vacancy created by the untimely death of III. Bro. Kenneth Rutherford on 
August 22 nd . Article 7(c) of the Statutes requires that nominations for active membership 
be filed with the Grand Secretary-General on or before the 1 st day of August. The 
nomination of Jeffrey Ralph Dixon was received on September 5 th and therefore does 
not meet the filing requirements as set out in the Statutes. Since the nomination does 
not meet the filing requirements of the Statutes, it can only be included in the ballot if 
the Executive Session gives its unanimous consent to do so as provided by Article 7(e).

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Harold E. Crosby, 33° and Matthew 
F. Todd, 33“that the report on Advancement, Membership and Officer Nominations be 
received and the vote cast at the Executive Session on Thursday morning. CARRIED 

SGC: I am now required by the Statutes to ask three times if there are any further 
nominations for the officer nominations. So, for the first time are there any further 
nominations? Are there any further nominations? For the third and last time, are there 
any further nominations for the officer nominations? There not being any, then I would 
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declare those names in the Report to be elected for the next triennium. Thank you, III. 
Bro. Crosby. 

SGC: Before we adjourn the Executive Session there is the matter of the John Ross 
Matheson Awards, we agreed last year that we would change the process by which we 
would confirm that. At the time of the Preliminary Reports, the Report from the Special 
Awards Committee was not available and in fact I was given information as to the two 
Brethren the Committee was asking we confirm as nominations for the John Ross 
Matheson Awards. Those individuals, if we confirm this, then some time during the next 
year, the Sovereign Grand Commander would take responsibility to have those 
awarded in person to those individuals, in all likelihood in their home Valleys, obviously 
at a time that’s convenient for the Sovereign Grand Commander and the recipient. So 
those two individuals that are being recommended for the John Ross Matheson Awards 
are III. Bro. James Hutchinson, 33°, from the Valley of Peterborough, and III. Bro. Brian 
Shannon, 33°, from the Valley of Barrie. 

ON MOTION duly made by III. Loren Kline, 33° and seconded by III. Bro. Allard 
Loopstra, 33°, move to confirm those two as being recipients for the John Ross 
Matheson Award. 

SGC: Thank you. III. Bro. Kline and III. Bro. Allard Loopstra. Any question about that? 

In the past, it’s just been the Sovereign Grand Commander who just gave his blessing 
and they were awarded, so we agreed last year that we would make it an award of the 
Supreme Council and it would come here for your consideration. 

Now, I believe that III. Bro. Shannon is registered to attend so he won’t know anything 
about this, but it is not our intention to award it to him here. I will announce that he has 
been selected, if we pass this motion, but there will not be an award. 

There will be a presentation of a John Ross Matheson Award on Friday morning in the 
Session, but that is to III. Bro. Gordon Curl, who was named last year. He had asked 
that it be presented here rather than in his own Valley, and that is why we are 
accommodating him. But it will not be at the dinner. We will do it in the Supreme 
Council Session, just so that you know that. 

So with all those explanations, there is a motion on the floor to accept these two 
nominations. All in favour? Opposed, if any? CARRIED. Thank you. 

SGC: Now the only other business I wanted to bring to your attention in Executive 
Session is at the end of August and early September both the Southern Jurisdiction and 
the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction met in their Biennial Sessions and they both took 
action to suspend relations with the Supreme Council for France, I believe that is what it 
is technically called. My understanding is that they did because the Supreme Council of 
France is not recognized now by the Grande Loge Nationale Francaise, which is the 
regular Grand Lodge which England recognizes as being the recognized Grand Lodge 
for France. 

I spoke with the Sovereign Grand Commander of England, as well, and got all the 
background from their point of view. France has been given until December 31 st of 2015 
to resolve that difference. 
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Right now it’s been suspended, it has been for over a year, with England. Scotland has 
taken the same action, and Ireland as well as I understand it. 

I am bringing it to your attention because I am asking you as to whether we should take 
any action to suspend relations with France at this time, as well. The possibility of this 
happening was discussed by letter with the Sovereign Grand Commander of France 
and as a consequence of those conversations with the Northern and Southern 
Jurisdictions and through us, through correspondence, the Sovereign Grand 
Commander of France decided that he would not make an appearance at any one of 
those Supreme Councils this year, all of which he had initially been invited to attend. 

I’m not sure if you want to take action on this, but I thought I should bring it to your 
attention and if we do wish to do so, we perhaps should be talking about it now or no 
later than tomorrow, if we know what we want to do. I just wonder if anybody has any 
questions or reaction to what has happened or why it has happened. 

III. Bro. Lewis: Sovereign Grand Commander, did III. Bro. Lawer give any direction? 

SGC: What he initially told me a number of months ago when we first started to discuss 
this - and at that time we were only speaking about the actions taken by England - was 
that we are all independent Supreme Councils and we should not do anything just 
simply because somebody else has done it, we need to look at it ourselves. 

When I talked to him last weekend and I informed him what Northern and Southern 
Jurisdictions had done, he thought that maybe we should took some action, as well. We 
are not a big player in this, by any means, but the fact that both our Southern 
neighbours now have seen fit to try to put a little pressure on and England as well, I 
personally think that perhaps and I’m sure it’s just symbolic on our part, that we express 
our desire for them to attempt to resolve those things and, until they do, we would 
suspend relations, as well. Not cutting it off completely, just a suspension until they get 
themselves to a point where they are recognized by the Regular Grand Lodge of 
France. 

PSGC Todd: Sovereign Grand Commander, the observation made by many Supreme 
Councils is that there is not going to be a quick fix to this in Europe and I really feel that 
we should take action. 

III. Bro. Loopstra: Sovereign Grand Commander, I agree with Matt, because if we don’t 
then we are obligated, obviously, to invite him to future Sessions and I’m not sure that 
we should be listening to all the arguments over and over again like we have in the past. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Sovereign Grand Commander, could you explain again why they 
are not being recognized? 

SGC: Well, as I understand it - and I spent a little over half an hour with the Sovereign 
Grand Commander of England trying to get a better fix on it - you have to realize there 
are at least five Grand Lodges in France and, some say, at least three Scottish Rite 
Supreme Councils. The Supreme Council that we recognize was formally recognized I 
believe in 1960. There were lots of problems before that. 
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They only took their members from GLNF, which is the regular Grand Lodge. Now, the 
regular Grand Lodge, GLNF, had difficulties about two years ago. During all that turmoil, 
there were a lot of stances taken by different individuals and, as I understand it, the 
Sovereign Grand Commander was an outspoken critic. 

There was a period there that a number of Lodges that were in GLNF broke off and 
formed another Grand Lodge. The Supreme Council of France then, as I understand it, 
starting accepting members into Scottish Rite from that break-off Grand Lodge that was 
not recognized. 

Finally, the Grand Lodge of France, GLNF, got a new Grand Master and they satisfied 
the requirements imposed upon them from United Grand Lodge of England in terms of 
being considered Regular, and they were declared Regular, and the new Grand Master 
indicated that, given the actions of the Supreme Council that we have recognized, that 
there were now members in that who were from Regular Lodges and that he would not 
recognize that Supreme Council as being in harmony with GLNF. 

As I understand it, the Sovereign Grand Commander of France and the Grand 
Secretary and several other of the senior members no longer belong to a Craft Lodge in 
France and I believe they are members in English Lodges so they are still Master 
Masons in good standing, but there is a lot of strife there, as I understand it, and it 
appears that it is not going to be resolved with the current leadership of the Supreme 
Council of France. 

It’s a mess and what is caught in the middle of this - and I asked this of England - is 
what is happening to the Scottish Rite Freemasons? They are just caught in the middle 
of this. They belong to Supreme Councils that aren’t recognized and there are all these 
different groups and it’s a real shame the way that it has happened. I don’t know, Matt, 
have you got any additional information than that? 

III. Bro. Todd: No, you have pretty well covered it and, as I said earlier, from my 
observation and talking to other Sovereign Grand Commanders, as well, it is not going 
to be fixed in the short term. I think my recommendation to this Supreme Council would 
be to suspend relationship with the Supreme Council of France. 

SGC: Any other questions? Then I’m going to take what III. Bro. Matt Todd said as a 
motion. Is there a seconder? 

ON MOTION duly made by III. Bro. Matthew Todd, 33° and seconded by III. Bro. Allard 
Loopstra, 33°, for an open-ended suspension of relations with the Supreme Council of 
France. 

SGC: Brethren, again, just more formally, any further questions on that? An open- 
ended suspension is what we are doing now. We are not putting any kind of provisos 
on it. I will call for the vote of that. All in favour of suspending relations with the 
Supreme Council of France? Opposed, if any? That’s carried. 

III. Bro. Todd: With due notification. 
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SGC: Yes, we will make sure that we relay in writing what action was taken and will get 
it incorporated into the Fraternal Relations Report, because there is no mention of it in 
the Fraternal Relations Report. 

SGC: Anything else anybody wants to bring up before we close this Executive Session? 
Okay, let’s do that and we will reopen, then, in regular Supreme Council. 

SGC: Brethren, if we could continue on, I’m going to now just name those Active 
Members who are not in attendance and who are seeking to be excused. 

The following Active Members of Supreme Council have been excused from attendance 
at this Session of Supreme Council, moved and seconded by III. Bros. Brian W.

SGC: So, Brethren, we are going to review the reports. I may vary it a little bit just 
depending on time and the ones that we don’t do today, obviously we will get at 
tomorrow, as well. 

SGC: I would refer you to page 57 in your Preliminary Reports, which is the Report of 
the Special Committees, and that was to be presented by III. Bro. Skip Whiteley. The 
Report that is in your Preliminary Reports, page 57, is really the Report that was given 
to me by the Committee last year when I had asked them to consider making changes 
or suggesting changes in how we looked after the awarding of the John Ross Matheson 
Awards. We, as a Supreme Council, took action on that last year. 

Now, some of the things we decided to do as a Supreme Council are not what were 
recommended by the Committee, so I think it’s only fair to point that out. The 
Committee still recommended that the Award be presented at these Sessions. In the 
past, that’s what we did. The person being awarded the John Ross Matheson Award 
had to pay to come and his accommodation and everything else. 

Last year, when we went through the discussion of this, we felt that it may be more 
meaningful for the individual to have a number of people there that were involved in his 
nomination process and also perhaps have family and friends involved, which would 
make it really quite difficult at these annual Sessions and the costs that are involved. 

So we decided that we would really ask those people that we were designating what 
was best for them. Last year, in the fall, I went out to Victoria, I was doing an official 
visit, and we did it in front of, I think, well over a hundred Scottish Rite Freemasons, I 
awarded the John Ross Matheson Award to Terry Ackerman. 

The one that we are going to do this year is a result of a nomination from last year and 
that individual, Gordon Curl, is here and will receive it on Friday morning, not at the 
banquet. It was his choice to do it here. I had offered to go to Guelph and I think when 
I was going to be in that region he was ill at that time, so he did not want it to take place. 
So I just wanted you to have that information. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander called for the report from the Special Committee on 
Special Awards. 

The Report from the Committee on Special Awards was presented by Chairman, III. 

Bro. Sydney (Skip) R. Whiteley, 33° 

Report of the Special Committee On 

SPECIAL AWARDS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

As your Chairman of the Special Awards Committee, I have received several inquiries 
related to the guidelines relative to nomination of brethren for the prestigious John Ross 
Matheson Award. 
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At the 140 th Annual Supreme Council Session held in Halifax, our Sovereign Grand 
Commander requested our Committee examine the qualifications and guidelines related 
to the nomination process for the John Ross Matheson Award, and, further, to present 
him with an analysis of our deliberations for evaluation. 

The following proposed amendments relative to the John Ross Matheson Award were 
presented on behalf of The Special Committee on Special Awards, to our Supreme 
Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada for 
contemplation, counsel, and consideration. As a Committee we trust we will profit from 
further mediation in the assessment of the criteria governing the prestigious John Ross 
Matheson Award. 

1. As nominations for the award are being received from Scottish Rite Valleys within 
our jurisdiction, the nominee should be a Scottish Rite Mason in good standing 
within his Lodge and community. This should be mandatory and exclusive to 
Scottish Rite Masons. 

2. In most cases, the nominee should not be an Active or Past Active member, 
current or Past Sovereign Grand Commander. It should be recognized that these 
brethren have already received significant recognition from their peers. There 
will, however, be exceptions from time to time, in which the application will have 
to be assessed on its own merit, notwithstanding the precedence and status of 
an individual. 

3. The Committee members are unanimous in their recommendation to establish 
March 31 st as the closing date to receive nominations for the award. This action 
would be two fold. It would permit the Committee to speed up the decision 
process, provide the Sovereign Grand Commander with their recommendations, 
receive approval, and advise the proposed recipient accordingly. It would allow 
the recipient to have ample time to make appropriate arrangements for travel and 
accommodation for the Annual Supreme Council Session. 

4. The Committee is of the opinion that we should continue our practice to extend 
an invitation to the recipient and his lady, to be in attendance at our Annual 
Sessions. The awarding of the prestigious John Ross Matheson Award to its 
most distinguished recipients by the Sovereign Grand Commander is a 
prominent highlight for our Supreme Council, the recipient and his lady, coupled 
with the honour bestowed on his Valley. 

5. Recipients for this Award reside in many communities within our jurisdiction, 
hence, they are expected to absorb the burden of travel and accommodation 
costs to the location of our sessions, thus incurring a substantial financial 
obligation. The Committee recommends consideration be given to having our 
Supreme Council assume all or part of the costs related to travel and 
accommodation expenditures or at least registration and accommodation 
expenses. 

6. Should a recipient not be able to attend our Annual Sessions, arrangements 
should be tailored for the presentation of the Award to be made by the Sovereign

Grand Commander, or his designate, at a time and location convenient to both 
parties. 

The primary focus of the Committee is to review and evaluate each of the applications 
we receive for the John Ross Matheson Award. In this Scottish Rite year, we have 
received one (1) application only, coupled with the eight (8) applications we have 
received in previous years. Recommendations of the Committee will be presented to 
our Sovereign Grand Commander for approval. However, in the final analysis the 
Committee on Recommendation have the responsibility for such deliberations. 

I would be remiss if I did not take this opportunity to convey my sincere gratitude and 
appreciation to the dedicated personnel in our Supreme Council Office in this Scottish 
Rite year. In addition, we welcome the assistance provided by the Lodge of Perfection 
Secretaries, and the Presiding Officers within our jurisdiction. As a Committee, we profit 
from their dedication and commitment. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my genuine appreciation to each member of the Special 
Committee on Special Awards team for their personal contribution, assistance, and 
counsel, to ensure that we achieved our objectives in the 2014 - 2015 Scottish Rite 
year.

Grand Secretary-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33“of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege to present this annual report. 

Annual Sessions 

The Annual Session in Halifax, with 428 in attendance was very successful. 
Congratulations are due to III. Bro. Lloyd Meunier, 33°, his co-chair III. Bro. Kent Clarke, 
33°, and their host committee for the extensive preparations necessary to support a 
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successful session and facilitate the conduct of the business of Supreme Council. All in 
attendance enjoyed themselves. The major area of needed improvement, the length of 
the Thursday and Friday evening banquets, has been addressed. That criticism was the 
common point of concern expressed in the post-session survey distributed to those 
attending the session. This criticism in no way reflects on the host committee or its 
efforts to support what was, overall, an excellent session. 

Preparation for the Annual Session occurring in Windsor is now complete. General 
Chairman III. Bro. John Revell, 32°, assembled a large host committee that has worked 
for some time to prepare a first class event. The committee’s willingness, under his 
leadership, to meet with representatives of Supreme Council on many occasions has 
been appreciated. Caesars Windsor will provide excellent accommodations, meeting 
venues and entertainment to those in attendance. 

Future Sessions 

The Valley of St. John’s has been busily engaged in planning and preparing for the 

2016 Annual Session to be held in that city. General Chairman III. Bro. Owen 
Devereaux, 32°, and his committee are predicting a very warm Newfoundland welcome 
to all who attend and favourable comments have been received from those wishing to 
attend that session and experience that warmth. 

Additional confirmed session sites are: 

2017 Montreal, Quebec 

2018 London, Ontario 

A meeting of Future Session chairmen and ladies programme chairs will take place on 
Saturday at the close of this Annual Session. This is a good time for these brethren and 
ladies to get a better picture of what needs to be done to prepare for a session, what 
works well and perhaps what pitfalls to avoid. 

Grand Representatives 

The Grand Representative system of Supreme Council is presently under review. A 
process to identify those who wish to serve in this capacity is on-going and, 
unfortunately, due to recent deaths there are vacancies that need to be filled. 

Scottish Rite Membership in Canada in 2014-2015 

Membership in the Scottish Rite now stands at approximately 15,300 according to the 
most recent figures available. This continues a trend of declining membership, however, 
that trend is primarily accounted for by deaths, demits and suspensions that outnumber 
new memberships. It is important to note that well organized and well attended Master 
Masons nights have proven successful in attracting new applicants for the degrees. 
Continuing to pursue initiatives that attract new members and thereafter provide them 
with an experience that prompts their retention as active members will create a solid 
foundation in our Valleys for future achievement as a demographic balance between 
deaths and applications is reached. 
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Supreme Council Office Updates 

Reformatting of ritual books continues as the Ritual Committee revises the degrees and 
makes its finished product available. The lectures of all degrees are now available on 
our website at www.scottishritecanada.ca . All HIG’s and Valley Secretaries who have 
registered can access the degrees on the website under the Ritual Tab. The general 
membership can obtain the rituals through their Valley Secretaries. 

A streamlined process for the submission and consideration of applications to amend 
Valley by-laws has been established. This is part of a general effort to examine office 
processes, improve them where appropriate and to incorporate them into an office 
manual for the instruction and guidance of current and future employees. 

The office undertook the administration of registration for this annual session, in an 
effort to expedite communication and process between the Supreme Council office and 
the Valley of Windsor and between the office and those registering for the session. 

A programme to provide education and training opportunities for staff is in its infancy. It 
commenced in January and, hopefully, will be monitored for its utility as part of an 
overall performance review process in the future. 

The office staff have been diligently working to process and record all donations flowing 
through it to the capital accounts of either the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation or to 
those of the Learning Centres of the donor’s choice. Regular reports have been 
provided detailing the progress of the Valleys in meeting their assigned targets and in 
tracking the overall amount of all donations. 

III. Bro. Jacques Ruelland, 33°, has been engaged to complete the translation of our 
Statutes and Regulations into the French language. This will build on the appreciated 
efforts of III. Bro. Pierre Phaneuf, 33°. 

Conferences Attended 

Report of the Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 
February, 2015 Vancouver, B.C. 

The theme of the conference was “Building a Stronger Tomorrow”. The Grand 
Secretaries’ Conference featured Mark Rustin as its keynote speaker. The Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Maine spoke on the “Bonds of Fellowship and Spirit” 
conveying a message that we need to continually challenge ourselves with new 
opportunities for education and spiritual growth and indicating how it is an essential 
aspect of Freemasonry that we do so. 

A canvas of Grand Secretaries was made to determine the effectiveness of various 
Grand Representative Programmes. The consensus held that they should be scrapped 
if not managed with commitment. 

Richard Elman, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Indiana, spoke on the subject of 
criminal background checks on applicants. There are a number of private companies in 
the U.S. that can be engaged to report on searches of court documents for information 
on those convicted of criminal and quasi-criminal offences. The importance of doing 
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such checks is increasing as the internet has created a number of applicants that 
petition based on what they learn about Freemasonry from internet sources rather than 
from a personal connection with Masons known to them. The need for caution is 
paramount where no lodge member can vouch for the applicant. It points out the need 
for some initiatives to delay accepting petitions until the prospective member has 
interacted with the brethren in social settings. Of importance to the Scottish Rite is the 
caution that any one check is a snapshot in time and that character investigations and 
such checks need to be renewed periodically as a person applies for further 
membership within the Masonic family. This concern has also been expressed by the 
immediate Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of Canada in the 
Province of Ontario. 

Michael Skaff, Vice-President of Technology for the Grand Lodge of California, spoke 
on two topics; “Information Data and Security” and “Social Media”. Regarding the first, 
he stressed that the question regarding cyber security is not if one will be victimized by 
hackers but when; that security is a pressing need that sophisticated companies are 
challenged to maintain. The stakes are high. Tim Cook, the CEO of Apple, has 
remarked, “If we don’t do everything we can to protect privacy, we risk more than 
money. We risk our way of life.” Bro. Skaff stated that we need: stronger standards and 
policies governing data systems and their use, reduction in the number of passwords 
and log in sites through which people can gain access to data, and greater 
understanding of the integration between systems and how to protect them. 

His talk regarding social media echoed that of earlier presentations at the conference. 
Social media can be a useful tool but it has within it inherent dangers if not used wisely, 
given the permanence with which ill thought out comments remain to embarrass those 
who post them and those who perpetuate them. The harm such comments inflict on 
organizations associated with these people can be significant. 

A canvas on inter-jurisdictional requests for information was conducted with the 
observation that the internet and social media make it much easier to circumvent normal 
Grand Lodge channels and approval processes. It was stressed that some things, like 
the inter-jurisdictional requests for money need to go through the respective Grand 
Lodges as do most lodge to lodge communications. Of particular concern was the 
request for identifying information regarding people that may or may not have been 
Masons in a jurisdiction. The need to prevent disclosure of information that could 
facilitate identity theft is critically important for the individuals/families involved and for 
the Masonic bodies that respond to such requests. 

Russ Charvonia, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of California, presented on the topic 
of Civility noting that it is a phenomenon harder to find in society. He pointed out that 
Freemasonry is well placed to respond and improve this situation given its history of 
fostering civil dialogue and building civil societies. The problem of incivility, at least in 
the U.S., has become so bad that since February of 2014 seventeen Grand Lodges 
have participated in a Masonic Civility Task Force, meeting once a month to develop 
programmes to address the issue of incivility. This task force has teamed with the 
National Civility Centre to assist it in pursuing its initiatives. Perhaps one measure of the 
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prevalence of incivility as opposed to civility is the fact that as of February 2015, 
Wikipedia had a definition for incivility but not civility. 

Other topics of limited relevance to our Scottish Rite included presentations on the 
George Washington Memorial, the Masonic Service Association and the World 
Conference of Grand Lodges scheduled for November in San Francisco. 

A more thorough treatment of the Conference can be found on our website in the 
general membership area. 

Report of the Thirty-third All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 
March 2015, Winnipeg, Manitoba 

This conference convened the last week in March with all Grand and District Grand 
Lodges present with the exception of the Grand Lodge of P.E.I. 

Your Grand Secretary-General was afforded the opportunity, with our Sovereign Grand 
Commander, to inform those present of a motion submitted to the Grand Lodge in 
Ontario to amend the Constitution of that Grand Lodge so that a new Scottish Rite jewel 
would be recognized and its wearing be permitted in craft lodges within that province. 
This proposed amendment was before the brethren for consideration at the Annual 
Communication of Grand Lodge in July and was approved. The new jewel has been 
ordered from our supplier and we hope to receive them prior to the Session in Windsor. 

Reports on the Conference of Grand Masters of North America and the Conference of 
Grand Secretaries of North America were presented by M.W. Bro. Phillip Durrell and 
M.W. Bro. Jerry Kopp respectively. 

All Grand Lodges present, including the District Grand Lodge, made presentations of 
information requested in Jurisdictional Questionnaires. This innovation resulted in the 
reports dealing with common issues identified in the questionnaires creating an 
increased focus on issues of mutual concern. 

Other reports included one on the Western Canada Conference and one detailing the 
findings of Commission on Information for Recognition. 

III. Bro. John Green, as Deputy of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of 
Ontario, presented on the Development of Masonic Leaders. He reviewed the work 
product of eminent scholars retained by Grand Lodge to examine this issue and make 
recommendations. 

III. Bro. George Moore, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of B.C. and Y and also the 
Grand Secretary/Registrar of the Valley of Vancouver spoke on “The Element”, that 
group of otherwise fine Masons of some seniority that often carry a chip on their 
shoulder when it comes to any suggestions to make changes in the way lodges conduct 
their business. 

Both of these presentations were thought provoking and interesting. 

Another initiative introduced at this year’s conference was three break-out sessions for 
Grand Masters, Deputy Grand Masters and for Grand Secretaries and Observers. 
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These groups were given topics to discuss and formulate thoughts to present to the 
whole group as follows: 

• The Grand Masters focused on programmes, real or proposed, to address 
declining membership. 

• The Deputy Grand Masters focused on responding to rapid changes affecting the 
craft. 

• The Grand Secretaries were to identify positive changes that improve office 
performance. 

This was an excellent conference, structured to focus all attendees on issues of mutual 
concern and identifying the ways in which these issues are or can be addressed. The 
full report on this conference can be accessed on our website. 

The Ad Hoc Communications Committee 

This year saw the completion of the process of identifying willing and talented brethren 
to act as Valley liaisons to the Communications Committee. The focus of the Committee 
this year has been on promoting the 50th anniversary of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation and in particular, on garnering support for its fundraising initiative to raise 
$1M for the capital accounts of the Foundation and the Learning Centres. Attempts 
have been made, with mixed results, to publicize the initiative in local media. In addition, 
presentations have been made in craft lodges and in other venues on request. Use of 
the Foundation video produced by Mindpress Inc. last year has had a positive impact, 
not only in donations but also on the willingness of Master Masons to consider applying 
to the Rite when it has been presented at Master Masons nights. This points out the 
interrelated nature of the three initiatives of Leadership, Membership and 
Communications announced by our Sovereign Grand Commander at the Winnipeg 
Session in 2012. It is hoped that the Communications Committee, after the campaign 
concludes, will focus on the task of getting news stories from the Valleys to the 
communications media of the Scottish Rite and assist in the interchange of ideas 
between Valleys for addressing common issues. 

Closing Remarks 

Thank you to the Deputies who have adapted well to the reporting format introduced 
last year. Your efforts in communicating with the Valleys on matters of mutual concern 
is appreciated as is the timely provision of the information necessary to the work of the 
Rite. 

I have been blessed to have served our Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Richard 
A.H. Brown, 33°, whose leadership style allowed for a free and frank discussion on any 
number of issues. The Lieutenant Grand Commander, III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, 
through his experience as Chief Operating Officer, Grand Secretary-General and in his 
present capacity has been a steady source of support and wise council and I thank him 
for another year of fruitful collaboration. 

In closing I wish to thank the staff of the Supreme Council Office for their support of my 
efforts over the last year. Few people realize the demands and work load that occupy 
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their time on a continual basis as the Scottish Rite year runs from one Annual Session 
to the next, let alone in a year when the work associated with the SRCF Anniversary 
added to it significantly. 

The general membership knows there is an Annual Session of Supreme Council. The 
Valley secretaries have a wider picture regarding the business they must conduct with 
the SCO. Those that attend the office on a regular basis see a dedicated team working 
in a fast paced environment to achieve great results for a variety of interested brethren, 
often under difficult circumstances, for the benefit of the Rite. 

This year the term “difficult circumstances” is especially poignant given the sudden 
passing of our Chief Operating Officer and friend to all who knew him, III. Bro. Ken 
Rutherford, 33°. Ken died on the cusp of this Annual Session and in harness, as he 
fulfilled his duties in the office on a Saturday. His passing was a great loss to this 
Scottish Rite and to a number of other Masonic bodies which he served at high levels 
and with characteristic diligence. More importantly, his loss has left a bruise on the heart 
of everyone privileged to have known him. A special thanks this year is expressed to 
Leslie Drake and Lucy Berthoud. They carried on the work of preparing for a successful 
session although upset and under stress. They did what Ken would have wanted and 
they did it well and faithfully. I thank you Ken, for your support and friendship over the 
years. May God bless you and those you have left behind, now and always.

SGC: III. Bro. Gilkinson, I want to commend you on all the work that you have been 
doing these past three years. You can see by the thoroughness of his reports that he 
goes out of his way to keep us informed and with a lot of detail, and takes his 
responsibilities very, very seriously. I thank you for all your support during this last 
Triennium. 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: I wanted just to make a comment about Grand Representatives that were just 
mentioned. It is the prerogative of the Sovereign Grand Commander to appoint Grand 
Representatives. I have not done so in my tenure up until more recently. 

There have been a number of deaths in the last three years, there have been a number 
of Grand Representatives who have indicated either verbally or by writing that they wish 
to be relieved of those responsibilities, and the Lieutenant Grand Commander and I 
have met and discussed it on several occasions. 
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I have agreed and have done appointments of, I think, about five or six Grand 
Representatives and we are waiting on confirmation from those other Supreme Councils 
and that will take place. 

The rest of the openings - and there are quite a few -1 have suggested to III. Bro. 
McLean that he could take on that responsibility when he becomes Sovereign Grand 
Commander, and that’s what we have done. So I have not made any appointments 
without consulting with him and he will have the opportunity to fill those other ones as 
time goes on. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander called for the Grand Treasurer-General’s Report. 

The Report of the Grand Treasurer General was given by III. Bro. Tom Lewis, 33°. 

Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31,2015, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session. Copies of these financial statements, which were approved 
following a meeting with our auditors, can be found in the “Preliminary Reports.” The 
Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and 
expenses during the year pursuant to Article 28 (c) of the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31,2015, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2015, your Supreme Council experienced an 

excess of expenses over revenue before unrealized gain (loss) on investments in 

the amount of $ 20,600 as compared to an excess of expenses over revenue in the 
amount of $ 5,303 for fiscal 2014. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be 
found in the “Preliminary Reports” present the results of operations for the year ended 
May 31,2015 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2014. 

The Draft Budget found in the “Preliminary Reports” outlines in detail the results of 
operations for the year ended May 31,2015 compared to the 2015 budget approved at 
last year’s annual session of Supreme Council. 

In many areas, the operations for the year compared favourably to budget. (See the 
Draft Budget for fiscal 2016 with comparison to the 2015 budget to actuals in the 
“Preliminary Reports”). 
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General Comments 

Declining membership and its effect on the annual per-capita assessment to Supreme 
Council continues to be a concern to your Grand Treasurer-General. Dues (per capita 
assessments) and fees continue to decline (2015 - $ 189,090 vs. 2014 - $ 197,625). 

Administration expenses and office up-grades were addressed in fiscal 2014 and 
accordingly administrative expenses have been reduced by $ 30,775. (2015 - $ 188,708 
vs. 2014-$219,483) 

Your Grand Secretary-General would like to congratulate the Valley of Halifax on their 
successful hosting of the Supreme Council Session in Halifax. Not only was it a success 
as a session, but financially was extremely well done in that the Session resulted in an 
excess of revenue over expenses of $ 637 before the Travel Allowance of $ 28,512 for 
an overall Session Cost of $ 27,875. 

As indicated elsewhere in the “Preliminary Reports”, the recent volatile markets with 
respect to oil prices and various geopolitical concerns has adversely effected the 
portfolios which indicate an overall decline of $ 23,982. This coupled with the fact that it 
was necessary to withdraw $ 110,000 from our general investments to fund operational 
costs. 

The Investment income and realized (net) capital gains indicate a decrease for the year 
of $ 8,218. (2015 - $ 92,862 vs. 2014 - $ 101,080) 

Given the improving market conditions, as well as new efficiencies in the Office of the 
Grand Secretary-General, at this time your Grand Treasurer-General does not propose 
to adjust the per-capita assessment at this time, however given that there have been no 
per-capita increases since 2009, it may be deemed necessary to propose an increase 
next year. 

Financial Instruments 

As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1,2008, the 
organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two 
new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and 
Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting 
standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both 
quantitative and qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to 
evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized loss on 
investments in the amount of $ 43,245 which resulted in an overall excess of expenses 
over revenue of $ 63,845 (i.e. $ 43,245 + $ 20,600). 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and 
given the low investment rate returns on fixed securities, producing investment income 
is a challenge to say the least. The value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at 
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May 31,2015 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair 
value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for 
accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $ 1,651,008 as compared to 
$ 1,714,853 as at May 31,2014. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 66,130 for the year ended May 31,2015 as 
compared to $ 82,010 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments 
during the year amounted to $ 26,732 as compared to net realized gain on the sale of 
investments in the prior year of $19,070. Your Trustees and Investment Advisors 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, 
whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 50% / 50% split of 
fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be 
found in the audited financial statements and in the report of the Trustees. 

Note: Giving consideration to cash requirements during the past fiscal year, it was 
necessary, as indicated above to transfer from the General Investment Portfolio 
amounts aggregating $ 110,000 to fund ongoing operations of Supreme Council. 

In accordance with Art. 28 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 
2015 to May 31,2016. This proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of 
Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail in due 
course and submitted for your approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined 
in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, 
Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the 
investment portfolios and their performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the 
financial affairs of Supreme Council and other staffing and office matters. As indicated 
above, we have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to 
review their report and the year- end audited financial statements. A special thanks to 
our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance 
and interest during the year. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, (2005) this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial 
statements received the initial seed money of $15,000 together with the contributions 
from the candidates and investment income over the past few years. The investment 
portfolio for this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 147,622 plus cash equivalents of $ 
2,997 for a total of $ 150,619 as at May 31,2015. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by $ 8,800.00, i.e. 44 
x $ 200. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of 
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Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of $ 
200 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This amount 
will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

The $ 8,800 from this year’s class has yet to be transferred to the Special Candidates’ 
Fund maintained by R.B.C. Dominion Securities and duly deployed. 

Again, it is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually 
Supreme Council would perhaps withdraw eighty-five (85%) percent of the income 
earned by the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The 
capital would remain intact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the fifteen 
(15%) of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made 
by the fees paid by the new Honorary Inspector-Generals and hopefully by capital 
appreciation on the investments being held. This recommendation, now implemented 
will provide an annual renewable source of capital in the future. 

General Comments 

I would again laud the efforts of our Sovereign Grand Commander and Lieutenant 
Grand Commander on their ongoing efforts to introduce meaningful programs to 
address membership decline, leadership requirements and communication skills 
within Scottish Rite. This effort has also included new promotional material for 
distribution to potential candidates. Further initiatives are to be undertaken in fiscal 2016 
with a membership video being prepared, a special assembly of the Supreme Council 
Deputies in Hamilton this November and other educational endeavors. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General continues to be ever watchful of the financial health of 
Supreme Council, but is equally cognizant of the ever increasing costs being 
experienced at the Valley level. At this time, and as indicated above I would propose no 
adjustment be made to the per-capita assessment to the Valleys for the ensuing year. 

The hosting of the Annual Sessions of Supreme Council continues to be challenging to 
say the least, especially the financial matters pertaining thereto. This is evident from the 
wide swings in results from session to session and the declining attendees at some of 
the sessions. 

However, I would again like to congratulate the Valley of Halifax on not only their 
successful Session, but the equally successful financial results. 

A Special Congratulations. 

Conclusion 

In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme 
Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council 
brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme 
Council keep expenditures to budget.

Such full enguiries shall include an internal 

assessment by the committee if the character of the applicant is known to its 

members, or in the event that the character is not known to the committee, it 

shall contact such members as it deems appropriate, which shall include at 

least one of the sponsors and at least one other member in good standing. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, any three members of the Constituent Body, 

provided no such member has also signed the Application as a sponsor, may, 

subject to the approval of the Presiding Officer of that Body, constitute 

themselves to be the Character Committee for a particular applicant if they 

have signed the Application as such and state thereon that they have made 

such an internal assessment and other enguiries as necessary so as to be 

satisfied as to the character of the Applicant.

SGC: Brethren, you have heard the motion to receive this Report, with the 
understanding that we will go back through each proposed amendment to determine 
whether you are in favour of that or not. Are there any questions of III. Bro. Whitmore in 
terms of the Report? 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Robert S. Whitmore, 33° and 
Matthew F. Todd, 33°forthe adoption of this report. CARRIED 

SGC: III. Bro. Whitmore, I am guessing we might not get through all these in the next 
fifteen minutes or so and I’m wondering if we could maybe just cherry pick a little bit 
here and see if we can deal with a couple of them and see how our time goes. And 
may I suggest perhaps the first one would be the one I would sort of characterize as the 
entitlement amendments. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: The entitlement amendments begin with amendment number two in 
the Report, and so that would be to delete Article 12 and Regulations 8.5.1 through to 
8.5.4., and then renumber the subsequent Regulations. So that amendment is being 
put forward. 

Again, without repeating what I’ve already said, the end result is that nominations for 
Honorary Inspectors General would be based on merit. The process of having the 
Committee and then going through the approval process would remain the same, but 
candidates of merit would not be eliminated simply as a result of the arbitrary 
application of a computation or a mathematical formula. 

SGC: Is there someone prepared to move amendments to Article 12 and the 
Regulations? 
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ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Marvin Munro, 33° and Allard 
Loopstra, 33°for the amendments to Article 12 and the Regulations of this report. 
CARRIED 

III. Bro. Whitmore: The next one would be Article 13, the amendment that says 
proposed is to simply change the word ‘computation’ to the word ‘assessment’. I can 
say, Sovereign Grand Commander, that I think had the previous amendment not been 
approved, this amendment may have still been considered and it still, of course, can be 
considered. 

I am not sure, given the fact that there will be no arbitrary assessment as to number, 
whether it’s a computation or assessment, whether we need it at all, but certainly that is 
the amendment that is being proposed. So the new section would read as is indicated 
in the materials in the proceedings. 

SGC: Thank you. Is there a motion to accept the amendment to Article 13? 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Kenneth McComb, 33° and Gordon 
Greasley, 33 ° for the amendments to Article 13. 

SGC: Any discussion? 

III. Bro. Munro: Sovereign Grand Commander, why does it still say then, after 
computation is changed to assessment of the number of Honorary Inspectors General 
to which such province or territory is entitled? If there is no entitlement, why does it say 
entitlement in this section? 

III. Bro. Whitmore: That is why I was indicating that given the approval of the previous 
amendment, this may not be required. 

SGC: So I’m wondering, are you suggesting perhaps the Article just be eliminated or do 
we need to address the At Large... 

III. Bro. Whitmore: The amendment as presented, that’s what it was. 

SGC: Yes, III. Bro. Taylor 

III. Bro. Taylor: Given that, is there any need to have At Large members at all? 

III. Bro. Whitmore: That’s the next amendment. 

SGC: So now we’re dealing with... 

III. Bro. Whitmore: That’s Article 14. 

III. Bro. Taylor: You’re still going to create them, the question is if there is no 
entitlement any longer is there any requirement to have Honorary Inspectors-General At 
Large? Was the At Large to create a category where they were not included in the 
assessment? 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Sovereign Grand Commander, the term ‘At Large’ is actually the 
next amendment, that’s the amendment for Article 14. 
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III. Bro. Taylor: At the end of Article 13, it does say, ‘shall be deemed an Honorary 
Inspector-General At Large. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Right. 

III. Bro. Taylor: I’m asking is that even a term that is any longer required, if I 
understand the ultimate argument. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: The amendment to Article 14 would not eliminate the term 
Honorary Inspectors-General At Large. I’m not exactly sure what it means, but once 
you take out the requirement. After last night’s dinner we’re all At Large. 

III. Bro. Greasley: I wonder then if the core issue for both Article 13 and 14 is not, 
then, if members who move outside of their original home province or who are created 
by Supreme Council as Honorary Inspectors General, are they subsequently eligible to 
be promoted to Active Members based on their current residence, or is that the reason 
you would have an At Large category, so that they would not then subsequently 
represent a province as an Active Member? 

SGC: I don’t know, Brethren, if you’re getting as confused as I am by this, but it would 
seem to me from what is being said on the table right now that perhaps, I don’t think we 
can accomplish it now unless, I guess, there was unanimous consent, that there seems 
to be some thought that perhaps we should be eliminating Article 13 and 14 as a 
consequence of what we have done to Article 12. I’m just wondering, III. Bro. Whitmore, 
what is your considered opinion of that would be, if that’s something maybe we should 
be looking at instead of what is proposed here. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: I know that when I prepared this Report, I considered that, but then 
I also considered the fact that the previous amendment may not have passed. In which 
case these are two other independent amendments that may or may not have passed. 
Given the fact that the amendment eliminating the entitlement formula has passed, in 
my opinion I don’t think Articles 13 or 14 are particularly relevant anymore. But it may be 
something that should be looked at and that these two amendments be deferred. 

SGC: Brethren, given the time today and the fact that we are not going to complete this 
Report today, may I suggest that we think about that overnight and then perhaps when 
we next address it we could consider an amendment, with unanimous approval, to 
eliminate Articles 13 and 14? Would that be acceptable? So we can all sort of think 
about what is being said here? Having said that, with respect to the application process 
and the... 

III. Bro. McComb: Sorry, Sovereign Grand Commander, do we have a motion on the 
floor? 

SGC: Yes, I do. 

III. Bro. McComb: Or you will have to get somebody to table one. 

SGC: Okay. Thank you very much. 
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ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Loren Kline, 33° and James 
Sutherland, 33° to table to the motion with respect to the amendments to Article 13 and 
Article 14. CARRIED 

SGC: Then could I ask you, III. Bro. Whitmore to address the Character Committee and 
the petition amendments? 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Yes. The next amendment is to delete the current Article 75(e) and 
substitute a new Article 75(e), and to amend - well, that’s the first part. The second 
part, then, is to amend the form. 

SGC: Thank you. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Again, the wording of the new 75(e) is set out in the materials 
before you. 

SGC: Is there a motion, then, to adopt the changes to Article 75(e) as presented? 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Allard Loopstra, 33° and Tom Lewis, 
33°to amending Article 75(e). CARRIED 

SGC: Now, form 6, which is the petition which puts that into effect, is there a motion to 
amend the form? 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Allard Loopstra, 33° and Ken 
McComb, 33°to amending Form 6. CARRIED 

SGC: Again, this gives the options to the Valleys and a form that reflects that, and III. 
Bro. Ches, I think you were one of the ones that pointed out - where is Ches today? 
There he is. I think you were one of the ones that pointed that out to us last year and 
got us thinking about this. Now, I’d like to deal with the Membership Jewel, please. 

III. Bro. Kline: Why don’t we go back and pick up where the first amendment about 
extinguishing the lights... 

SGC: I’m going to hold that until tomorrow when we finish the rest of the Report. I think 
it might take a bit of time, that’s why I’m suggesting we hold off on that. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: The motion that has been received, I think Brian has copies to be 
distributed. 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: I do. I will pass them out. 

SGC: So as I understand it, III. Bro. Whitmore, what we first need to do is unanimously 
agree to consider this matter. Is that correct? 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Yes. That’s under article 47.1 (b). It says that if provided with the 
unanimous consent of the Active Members present, the amendment may be proposed 
in writing at the Annual Session. 

SGC: So Brethren, is there a motion to allow this amendment to be debated at this 
Supreme Council? 
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ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Duncan Skinner, 33° and Gareth 
Taylor, 33°to allow the amendment to Regulation 1.1 (a) to be considered at this 
Annual Session. CARRIED 

SGC: So, Brethren, this is simply now to allow us to consider this, we need your 
unanimous consent. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Sovereign Grand Commander, then the next step would be to refer 
it to the Committee on Jurisprudence, again to review it, to see whether the Committee 
feels that it is deemed Regular. Since we did have it ahead of time, that consideration 
has already taken place so the Committee finds the proposed amendment to be regular. 

SGC: Thank you. So III. Bro. Gilkinson, would you like to speak to this? 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: This is just an amendment to put the description of the Jewel in the 
Regulations, if we’re going to use it, and if it’s a Scottish Rite Membership Jewel it was 
determined that it should be in the Regulations. It is labelled as 1.1 (a) simply because 
of the way the Regulations themselves are numbered. The first Jewel that is described 
is 1.1, so you start off with (a) if you’re going to add something to that section, and it 
seemed that was the appropriate place to put it. 

Now, the symbol of the Scottish Rite Jewel is exactly as it was described in the motion 
to amend the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario. 

The dimensions really were not open to debate because that amendment to that 
Constitution probably would not have occurred if it was not exactly the same size as the 
York Rite Companion Jewel. 

So there is really not a heck of a lot we can do to debate the content or the description 
of it. You really need to determine whether or not if we’re going to have members 
wearing this Jewel. Do we want the description in our Regulations? And I think that’s 
essentially the decision that we need to make here, particularly if we are going to start 
selling it later this week. So it’s really a housekeeping matter. 

SGC: Is there a motion? 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson, 33° and Gareth 
Taylor, 33°to make the amendment to Regulation 1.1 (a). CARRIED 

SGC: Brethren, just briefly, as you remember, this came about as a result of - and I’ll 
address it in my Allocution - but as a result of a Scottish Rite member, I think it was in 
the Valley of Ottawa when I was visiting one day, saying, ‘Why can’t we wear a 
Membership Jewel in Grand Lodge?’ And my reaction was, ‘Well, I didn’t even know 
anything about it, or anything’, and so we started - this is well over a year ago - and 
spoke to the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario and said would they be 
open to approving a Jewel. And of course, we were told right away, ‘Well, you know, 
we’re not going to just give you carte blanche, you better produce exactly what it is you 
want us to approve’. 

So we went through that process and we went through the process of proposing a 
motion at their Grand Lodge, which was passed in Toronto in July of this year. So it is 
something that the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario will allow Scottish 
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Rite members to wear in their Craft Lodges if they so desire. It is not sanctioned in any 
other province in the country. It may very well be by default in some Grand Jurisdictions 
that no one will really mind if a Scottish Rite member is wearing this Jewel if they so 
desire, and in other provinces it may take amendments to their Constitution, their 
Regulations. And that would be up to members of those particular Grand Lodges to 
follow suit, to seek that permission if indeed that is what they wanted to do in their 
particular jurisdiction. 

This allows members to wear this in Scottish Rite meetings, as well, is really what we’re 
doing here, if they so desire. It’s nothing that is mandated or would be required or 
expected, it would just be available. So that’s the idea. 

Anybody have any questions about this before we take the vote on the amendment to 
the Constitution and Regulations? 

And with that, they will be available for sale, I think, on Friday afternoon after lunch, so 
stay tuned. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Sovereign Grand Commander that approval had to be unanimous. 
SGC: And it was, I believe. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: It was. 

SGC: Yes, thank you. So Brethren, I am going to just suspend any more action on the 
Jurisprudence Committee Report at this point, realizing we have the two issues. We 
have the amendment which would allow Deputies the right to grant dispensations for the 
extinguishing of lights, to make it available and open to families, and the other being 
with respect to Members At Large whether indeed we need anything in our Constitution 
anymore or not. 

I want to give III. Bro. Gilkinson a minute or two here to perhaps give us any information 
we require in terms of the rehearsal and the dinner this evening. Would you like to do 
that, Brian? 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: Yes, thank you Sovereign Grand Commander. The rehearsal is 
directly across the hall in Augustus I, starting at shortly after four. I believe that Steve 
Warren will be over there and he will probably want you to take seats that you normally 
would occupy. And Bob Brethour, are you prepared to tell people where they are going 
to be for the real thing over there, as well? Good, good. So I don’t know whether there 
is going to be a procession, there often isn’t, but if you can get over there and at least 
take your instructions on where you’re going to walk to, from Robert, we’d appreciate 
that. 

With respect to the dinner tonight, it’s in Augustus III. Your program will say August III 
and IV, but because of numbers they have restricted us to Augustus III, which should be 
plenty big enough for the dinner tonight. Again, show up at six and there will be a 
complimentary ticket, we’ll greet you at the door. Try and mix and mingle with our 
guests and make them feel as comfortable as possible, and then eat as if it was a 
Maundy Thursday supper, because we need to get back out into the get acquainted by 
eight o’clock. 
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That’s one of the criticisms we received on earlier surveys from the Session, HIGs 
showing up or candidates showing up and they are looking for friendly faces and we’re 
the only ones with them, so we need to get over there and talk to them as quickly as 
possible. Does that cover everything, Sovereign Grand Commander? 

SGC: I think so. I believe - does anyone know what colour tags the candidates have? 
Is it yellow? 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: Yes. 

SGC: Yellow, okay. So if your candidates have got their tag on, you see the colour 
yellow, you’ll know that they are candidates. And I like that idea so I can walk up to 
somebody and right away say, ‘I see you’re a candidate, and welcome’, or whatever, 
rather than trying to figure that out any other way. So yellow tags will be candidates this 
year. 

So Brethren, tomorrow morning we will reconvene at 8:30 for our Executive Session 
and then sharply by nine we will go into Regular Session. 

III. Bro. McLean: Is that here? 

SGC: That’s back in this room, yes. That’s tomorrow morning, right? Yes, and then we 
get as much done as we can. There is a candidates’ meeting and we will do as much 
as we can as we get ready for the Vesper Service and the Degree tomorrow afternoon. 
III. Bro. McLean, it looks like you want to say something. 

III. Bro. McLean: I just wondered, if it’s slow did you want to start at nine? 

SGC: Well, we do have the Executive Session. We’ve got to consider that. 

III. Bro. McLean: Oh, that’s correct. 

SGC: Right. And I think, then, if we can conclude that tomorrow, then we won’t need 
an Executive Session on Friday morning. 

III. Bro. McLean: Right. 

SGC: Okay. Anyone else, anything before we adjourn for the rest of the day here? 
Good, then we are ready to go. Thank you.

Report of the Committee On 

FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in 
discharge of the duty imposed upon it by Art 40(c) of the Statute of this Supreme 
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Council to keep informed with respect to fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils 
and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander 
with respect to the conduct thereof and to report thereon to this Supreme Council at 
each Annual Session. 

In discharge of this duty the Committee is pleased to report as follows: 

XIX World Conference of Supreme Councils 

These Conferences are normally held at five year intervals. The last Conference was 
held in Toronto in 2010. This year’s Conference was hosted by the Supreme Council for 
Portugal in Lisbon in early May. 

Forty Supreme Councils were in attendance including the two Councils from the United 
States. The Canadian representatives were Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. 
Richard A.H. Brown, 33°, and III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, Lieutenant Grand 
Commander, accompanied by his wife, Bonnie. 

At the Official Opening, the Address of Welcome was delivered by Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Richard A.H. Brown, 33°, representing Past Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Matthew F. Todd, 33°, President of the XVIII World Conference, followed 
by a welcome from the Sovereign Grand Commander of Portugal, III. Bro. Agostuiho J. 
Garcio, 33°. 

The Accreditation Committee reported favourably on the credentials of all delegates and 
the Conference adopted the recommendation of the Place and Date Committee that 
future Conferences be held in Paraguay in 2020, Romania in 2025 and Italy in 2030. 

III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, reported that the Conference itself consisted mainly with 
reading of papers on Freemasonry. III. Bro. McLean, who had served as Secretary of 
the XVIII Conference, commented that such Conferences should rather focus on being 
a gathering together to discuss the pressing issues that face the Scottish Rite 
community, how to improve them and how to measure that improvement. 

Of the papers which were submitted to the Conference, he was particularly impressed 
with the submissions of the Supreme Councils of the Czech Republic and Latvia. 

III. Bro. Ronald A. Seale, 33°, Facebooked the Southern Jurisdiction membership with 
the question “What would you tell delegates to the XIX World Conference if you were 
given the opportunity to be present?” The responses were, firstly. “Share the light with 
the youth of this nation,” and secondly, “Thank you for the wonderful gift you have given 
us.” 

Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 

The Annual Conference was held this year in Vancouver, BC, February 15-18, 2015. 
The Supreme Council of Canada was represented by III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, 33°, 
Sovereign Grand Commander and III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°, Grand Secretary 
General. 

The theme of the Grand Masters Conference was “Building a Stronger Tomorrow.” III. 
Bro. Gilkinson, who, as always, submitted a very thorough report, commented that a few 
of the presentations were common to both conferences. 
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A poll was conducted to determine the Grand Lodges using the Grand Representative 
Programme. It is fair to say that the programme was not well supported by the Grand 
Lodges although there was a comment that while it may not serve a useful purpose 
domestically, it was a good tool for communicating with overseas Grand Lodges. 

The matter of requiring criminal background checks on applicants adopted by several 
American Grand Lodges, who use the services of private search companies for such 
purposes, was again canvassed this year. III. Bro. Gilkinson, 33°, a former Crown 
Attorney in Ontario, commented that Canada has no laws permitting this kind of private 
company search of court records to verify the criminal status of an individual. 

Other topics presented included Information and Data Security, Social Media: Boon or 
Bane, Inter-Jurisdictional Communication and an overview of the upcoming World 
Conference of Grand Lodges scheduled to be held in San Francisco November 18-20, 
2015. 

The Annual Presentation this year by the Masonic Service Association delivered by its 
Executive Secretary was particularly instructive. The MSA responds to requests from 
Grand Lodges whose jurisdiction is in need of assistance - including Grand Lodges 
outside the United States. 

Many will be familiar with the MSA’s Short Talk Bulletins. Work is presently underway to 
consolidate past issues into some five volumes each of approximately 750 pages. The 
MSA continues to operate The Masonic Information Center. Its main goal at formation 
was to rebut the inaccurate information about Freemasonry being spread by the Baptist 
Church in some areas of the States. It continues to publish pamphlets to assist Masons 
in speaking about Freemasonry to public groups. 

The MSA’s third program is its annual organization of over 100,000 hours of volunteer 
visitations of Masons to 150 Veterans Administration hospitals. This service is funded 
entirely by the voluntary contributions of individual lodges, the Grand Lodges, the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and the Southern Jurisdiction of the Scottish Rite. 

All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 

The 33rd Annual Conference was held in Winnipeg March 27 - 28, 2015. Sovereign 
Grand Commander, III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, 33°, was in attendance but registered 
as Past Grand Master and current Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
Saskatchewan. 

III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°, Grand Secretary-General attended as an observer and 
once again submitted a most comprehensive report. 

The theme of the Conference was “Whither Are We Directing our Course?” All Grand 
and District Grand Lodges, with the exception of the Grand Lodge of Prince Edward 
Island were represented. 

The Report of the Commission on Information for Recognition to the Conference of 
Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries in North America was given by III. Bro. Terry 
Shand, 33°, Past Grand Master and Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Canada in 
the Province of Ontario. 
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III. Bro. Shand reported that Brazil has two Grand Lodge systems recognized as regular, 
the Grand Orient and the Individual State Grand Lodges. A third has commenced, 
naming itself the Independent State Grand Orient. It is not recognized by either of the 
two regular Grand Lodges and the Commission has no evidence that this new Grand 
Lodge meets the standards for recognition. 

The United Grand Lodges of Serbia requested to make a presentation seeking 
recognition to the Conference in Vancouver but at the last minute advised they would 
not be attending the Conference. 

There are two Grand Lodges in Paraguay which bear exactly the same name leaving 
the surname of the Grand Master as the only method of distinguishing between them. 
The Commission has made no recommendation for recognition. 

Australia 

Correspondence was received last year, but too late to be included in this Committee’s 
Report to Supreme Council, from the Grand Secretary General advising the officers of 
the Supreme Council for Australia for the term ending in June 2015. 

It was also of interest to your Committee that V. III. Bro. D. De Candia, 33°, Grand 
Secretary General H. E., reported that the Supreme Council has proposed the Grand 
Chancellor, M. III. Bro. Cyril Hondris, 33°, be the Grand Representation for all Supreme 
Councils in Amity. 

While it is true that in a number of jurisdictions the Grand Chancellor is the officer 
charged with responsibility for the oversight of foreign relations and correspondence 
with respect, thereto, is exchanged with him. Your Committee is unaware of any other 
Supreme Council where the Grand Chancellor replaces all Grand Representatives. 

As Your Committee reported to the Annual Sessions of this Supreme Council in 2010 
and 2011, when the subject of the viability and desirability of continuing the practice of 
the exchange of Grand Representatives was canvassed, on the initiative of this 
Supreme Council, on the occasion of the XVIII World Conference of Supreme Councils 
in Toronto held in May 2010, no support whatsoever was given to the suggestion that 
the exchanging of Grand Representatives be terminated. It is to be noted that the very 
distinguished M. P. Bro. Jack Ball, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand Commander, was the 
Australian delegate to the Conference. The subject is of particular interest to your 
Chairman who is currently Grand Representative of this Supreme Council near the 
Supreme Council for Australia. 

On a very sad note word has been received that both M. P. Bro. Jack Ball and his wife, 
Eilie, are seriously ill. We have them in our prayers and hope that both of them will soon 
make complete recoveries. 

Austria 

Congratulations are extended to Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. Peter Grunauer, 
33°, and the other officers elected for 2014 - 2015. 
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Chile 

Appreciation is expressed to the Supreme Council for Chile for favouring us with a copy 
of its publication “Citerior”. 

Cuba 

Correspondence was received from the Supreme Council for Cuba advising that in 2011 
the Grand Lodge Board of Trustees of the Masonic Home for the Elderly had resolved 
to transfer operation thereof to the Supreme Council. 

Apparently the facilities were in an extremely bad state of disrepair. Indeed, for the 
previous ten years the municipal authorities had been pressing for repairs to be 
effected. Much reconstruction has been accomplished but funds have now been 
exhausted and financial assistance is being solicited. 

England and Wales 

Best wishes are extended to M. P. Bro. A.J. Englefield, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander and the other officers appointed to serve from January 1,2015. 

M. III. Bro. T.J. Lewis, 33°, Grand Treasurer General H. E. resigned on December 31, 
2014. M. III. Bro. G.D.A. Elgood, 33°, Grand Captain General was appointed as his 
replacement. M. III. Bro. R.E. Furber, 33°, Grand Secretary General H. E. was 
appointed Grand Captain General and V. III. Bro. Dr. G.R.E. Shilson 33°, was elected to 
Supreme Council and appointed Grand Secretary General H. E. 

France 

Congratulations are extended to III. Bro. Jean Luc Fauque, 33°, and the other officers 
appointed to serve the Supreme Council for France from June 20, 2014. Regretfully III. 
Bro. Fauque and his wife, Catherine, will not be in attendance at this Supreme Council’s 
Annual Session in Windsor, Ontario.

This Supreme Council is in fact the Supreme Council for Greece recognized by the 
Supreme Council of Canada. 

Your Committee notes that last autumn a circular letter was received from one of the 
other Supreme Councils inviting attendance on November 15, 2014 at the 5th 
Panhellenic Amphictyony. 

Your Committee takes this opportunity to caution Secretaries of Lodges of Perfection to 
always check the credentials submitted by applicants or visitors with the office of the 
Grand Secretary-General in Hamilton before proceeding to ensure that the credentials 
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have indeed been issued by a Supreme Council with which this Supreme Council is in 
amity. 

Guatemala 

Your Committee expresses its condolences to the officers and members of the Central 
American Supreme Council for the Republic of Guatemala on the death of III. Bro. 
Carlos Humberto Sandoval Paiz, 33°, Active Member. 

India 

Your Committee has been advised that due to ill health M. III. Bro. Guy Chatterton, 33°, 
had resigned from the membership of the Supreme Council. V. III. Bro. Bharat Venkat 
Epur, 33°, Grand Director of Ceremonies, was elected to the Supreme Council and 
appointed Grand Chancellor in his place. 

The Grand Secretary H. E. Joseph J. D’Silva, 33°, also advised that due to the growth 
of the Ancient and Accepted Rite in India, the Chapters under the Supreme Council 
have been organized into Districts under the supervision of Sovereign Grand 
Inspectors-General.

SGC: Thank you so much, III. Bro. Thornton for doing that. I know that when I spoke to 
III. Bro. Lawer on the weekend that he really wishes he could be here. You could tell it’s 
really a labour of love on his part to assemble all this information once a year and put it 
together for us. Have any of the Brethren got any questions of any aspect of the 
Fraternal Relations Report? 

SGC: Good morning, Brethren. So pleased to see so many of you got up or got your 
breakfast out of the way to join us. We have done our closed session business and we 
continued on with a couple of the smaller Reports on the Clarion and Communique, and 
you have got those in your preliminary reports. They were most informative and we 
just, as you were coming in, concluded looking at the Fraternal Relations Report, which 
again is a summary of what’s happening in the world of Scottish Rite Freemasonry and 
some of the places I went to represent you this past year. 

We have some outstanding business from yesterday. What I’m proposing we will do 
now is go back to the Jurisprudence Report and deal with the outstanding items there 
and them I’m going to ask III. Bro. McLean to be ready to do his State of the Rite 
Report, and then we’ll follow it up with the Ritual Report this morning, as well. 

So III. Bro. Whitmore, if you would like to remind us where we left off. I think perhaps I 
we start with respect to the entitlement situation that would be the one to deal with first 
of all. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. For the benefit of the 
Brethren who were not here yesterday, we dealt with some amendments to the Statutes 
and Regulations and one of the significant amendments, the effect of which is to 
eliminate or take out the quota or the entitlement calculation for the nomination of 
Honorary Inspectors General. 

That left two proposed amendments, Sovereign Grand Commander, one being an 
amendment to Article 13 and the other one an amendment to Article 14, which had 
been put forward on consideration of these amendments, given the fact that the main 
amendment dealing with the entitlement formula itself did pass. It would appear that the 
amendments to Article 13 and 14 as currently proposed may not be Regular and 
perhaps should be deferred and further thought given to those amendments in light of 
the passing of the previous amendment to do away with the formula. 

SGC: We did have a motion yesterday tabling the amendment to Article 13. It could 
remain on the table if that was your desire, as well. If everyone is fine with this or 
understands what III. Bro. Whitmore is proposing, that we would operate on the basis of 
the new provisions with respect to nominations for Honorary Inspectors-General and we 
would take a year to take a look at how we want to treat the area of an Honorary 
Inspectors-General At Large, realizing that part of that provision is to provide an 
opportunity for the Supreme Council to make nominations as well, as opposed to going 
through a Deputy in a particular geographic jurisdiction. If there are no questions 
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perhaps, III. Bro. Whitmore, you could propose your suggestion in the form of a motion 
and then we could deal with it formally. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Robert Whitmore, 33° and Michael 
Farr, 33° with respect to Articles 13 and 14 be referred to the Committee on 
Jurisprudence and Legislation for further consideration, with the direction that they 
report back at next year’s Session with any suggestions that might be. CARRIED. 

SGC: Thank you very much, and III. Bro. Whitmore, now would you take us back for 
discussion? I think it was item number one. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: That is correct. Item number one in the Report is a proposed 
amendment to Article 26(a)(4)(8) and the effect of that amendment is set out in the 
materials, but the end result is that we would be adding the words, ‘the extinguishing of 
the lights’ in subsection (8) so that overall it would provide the Deputy with the ability to 
give permission for the family members, etc., grant permission to have families and 
friends attend the extinguishing of the lights and relighting ceremonies. So the change 
is, then, to include the extinguishing of the lights; the relighting of the lights is already 
there. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Duncan Skinner, 33° and Gareth 
Taylor, 33° to the proposed amendment to Article 26(a)(4)(8)that the consideration for 
an open extinguishing of the lights ceremony be considered by this Supreme Council. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander asked III. Bro. Duncan Skinner to elaborate on the 
merits of the proposal before a discussion ensues. 

III. Bro. Skinner: All right. The Valley of Toronto held an open extinguishing ceremony 
a few years ago. We invited Bob Townsend, when he was Sovereign Grand 
Commander, to speak at that open ceremony. We had more than a hundred people at 
a sit-down dinner of roast beef and lamb. We proceeded from the feast into the Lodge 
Room and friends and family were told at the end of the ceremony everyone had to 
leave in silence. Everyone thoroughly enjoyed it, with the music and the table ceremony 
extinguishing of the lights. Everyone left in quietness. 

When we got home my wife Carol said, ‘I can see why you now love the Scottish Rite so 
much when these are the types of things that you do’. We held an open ceremony the 
subsequent year and I think we had more people attend that one. And then we were 
told we were in violation of Statutes and Regulations and we really couldn’t hold an 
open extinguishing of the lights ceremony. So we haven’t done it since. 

But our Most Wise Sovereigns were very keen to have this ceremony open because the 
families and friends who did attend had a wonderful time. We don’t believe there are 
any secrets being disclosed and we were happy to share the Scottish Rite Ritual that 
we could. We hold the Master Masons night and we have the second apartment of the 
16 th Degree, and we get more than a hundred Master Masons every time we hold a 
Master Masons night, and that’s approved, and there are many things that are open. I 
talked to Michael Farr this morning and I’m not sure if Michael has any words of wisdom 
for us on this, but my recollection is there were no secrets being disclosed.

SGC: Thank you, III. Bro. Skinner. Just a slight, I guess, point of information. If I recall, 

I think during my tenure as Sovereign Grand Commander I was asked to give a 
dispensation to do this and my reaction to it was that I did not have the authority to do 
that because there was nothing in the Statutes that addressed it, and that is why I think 
this is a way, if indeed it is going to be allowed, that at least the Constitution would give 
some direction, in this case to the Deputies, in terms of whether they could consider it or 
not. But that is my only contribution in terms of how I sort of got involved with it this last 
three years. I just really felt that I was not in a position to make a judgment when 
asked. Are there other Brethren who would like to speak to this? I think, III. Bro. Farr, 
you seemed to be put on the spot there. I didn’t know whether you wanted to make any 
comment. 

III. Bro. Farr: Yes, I was. 

SGC: Put on the spot. Could you go to the microphone just so everybody can hear 
you? 

III. Bro. Farr: I don’t remember anything really important about the discussion about 
this while walking back to our rooms this morning, except that I wanted to hear more 
about the discussion. On a point of information, I need clarification on the motion that’s 
on the floor. I heard Duncan say that the motion be put on the floor for consideration. 

So what? It would seem to me that it should be proposed as an amendment to Article 
25. 

SGC: I took from III. Bro. Skinner’s comments that is indeed what he was doing. He 
was saying, this is the proposed amendment in order that we can consider that. 

III. Bro. Farr: Okay. 

SGC: III. Bro. Matt Todd has indicated he would like to speak to this, as well, and if 
there are others, if you just want to stick your hand up or let it be known, we will make 
sure that you have an opportunity. 

III. Bro. Todd: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, this is kind of a 
personal comment. When I joined Scottish Rite over thirty years ago, I joined the Lodge 
and then the Chapter and the following winter I received a notice about Maundy 
Thursday. And I was a bit naive about the workings certainly of the Chapter and, 
indeed, Scottish Rite at the time. 

Being a devoted church person I certainly knew about the ceremony of Maundy 
Thursday, but when I went to that first Maundy Thursday service ceremony in my 
Scottish Rite Chapter, I was in total awe that the Scottish Rite indeed was carrying out a 
ceremony which, in such solemnity, and in my recollection - to this day I remember that 
night vividly. It was so quiet and the members of that Chapter carried out that ceremony 
with such dignity and we went to the banquet hall and there was hardly a word. We 
went through that ceremony without a word spoken. I have never missed a Maundy 
Thursday Service since that time and in fact every year I go to two. I go to my own 
Valley and I go to a Club ceremony. 
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I am not in favour of this amendment to the motion. I would like to see the Scottish Rite 
maintain the ceremony of extinguishing the lights for members. The Sunday relighting 
service has been open for a number of years to families. It is the hallelujah time of the 
resurrection and that is the time when we celebrate. So Sovereign Grand Commander, I 
oppose this motion. 

SGC: Thank you for your comments, III. Bro. Todd. III. Bro. Crosby, you indicated you 
wanted to say something? 

PSGC Crosby: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, I intend to vote 
against the change. A number of years ago we amended the Statutes to permit families 
to be invited to the Easter lighting of the lights, which is fine. Easter Day is a joyous 
time, it’s a time to celebrate. Maundy Thursday is the build-up to the events of Good 
Friday, it’s a very solemn time. I believe it should be restricted to members of the 
Scottish Rite where we take part in the Paschal Feast. I, therefore, am going to vote 
against the motion. 

SGC: Thank you, III. Bro. Crosby. III. Bro. Greasley, you want to speak? 

III. Bro. Greasley: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, I had 
approached this amendment with some concern. Maundy Thursday is my favourite 
time of the Scottish Rite year and I view it as being a central character of Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry. However, upon reflection last night and discussion with some Brethren, it 
is an essential character of the Scottish Rite Freemasonry and there is some value in 
sharing that with our close friends and our close family and with Master Masons. 

There are no secrets, as far as I’m concerned, that are being communicated. We have 
opened the door by suggesting that they can come to the relighting of the lights 
ceremony. In my opinion, the relighting of the lights ceremony lacks a certain meaning 
if you have not witnessed the extinguishing of the lights. There was some feeling at our 
table among the wives that they felt that this would be something that they could share 
with their members, that they could help understand their husband’s commitment to this 
great Order. 

I think the way the amendment has been constructed is, by placing it in the hands of the 
Deputy by dispensation, the Deputy can tailor his response to the local needs and 
customs and desires of each Valley, so that this perhaps provides us with some 
flexibility to respect the traditionalist viewpoint, while allowing Valleys who wish to try 
this, the flexibility to do so. 

I think in my position as a Deputy I might grant the dispensation, and if I observe it to be 
detracting from the nature of the ceremony in the Scottish Rite I might in the future not 
grant dispensation on the grounds that the experiment didn’t work. 

I think the way the amendment has been constructed gives us an opportunity to try this 
and to control this. So therefore, after some reflection, I think I am going to support the 
amendment. 

SGC: Thank you for your comments. Any further Brethren like to make a comment? If 
there are no... 
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III. Bro. Gilkinson: Sovereign Grand Commander I could make a comment. 

SGC: III. Bro. Gilkinson would like to make a comment. 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: I will just indicate that historically this very issue was brought before 
Supreme Council some time ago in 1894, if memory serves, and they found the 
suggestion - well, some things are tradition, some things have principles that might 
stand the test of time, so before we dismiss the collective wisdom of an earlier Supreme 
Council, hear me out. That Supreme Council found the practice of opening up that 
particular ceremony to non-Masons especially egregious, to quote it. Notwithstanding - 
and again I’m quoting - that there was nothing in the area of secrets to be 
communicated. The ceremonies of extinguishing and relighting the lights are both 
ceremonies of Supreme Council. They are contained within our ritual package, and 
those two ceremonies address themselves in particular to Worthy Knights, Sovereign 
Princes. They don’t address themselves to anyone else. In fact, the content of the 
information conveyed in those rituals is focused simply on our group and our members. 
So it is ritual and whether or not it communicates secrets, there is a need to realize one 
fundamental thing: those lists of dispensations are not in themselves amendments to 
the Statutes and Regulations. Dispensations are there as an exception under certain 
circumstances to a Regular position that those things are exceptions and should only be 
granted in carefully thought out circumstances. 

When I hear terms such as opening the door with the relighting of the lights, that is 
concerning. Because relighting the lights and the permission of family to be present at 
that ceremony does not mean that a dispensation should issue whenever there is a 
request for it. The default position is, this is part of a ritual package that focuses on us 
as members and if there was a reason for opening up to family on Easter Sunday, I 
think a very good reason is the distance some of us have to go on Easter Sunday to 
observe Christian worship. 

There is no such compelling reason along that line for opening up a ritual on Maundy 
Thursday, when it really is a time of quiet reflection, no discussion during the feast, and 
we listen to a number of lectures and content that Masons themselves can understand 
the symbolism of. So I am certainly opposed to the amendment of Section 28(4)(8), for 
those reasons. 

SGC: Thank you, III. Bro. Gilkinson. Again, I’m going to ask if anybody else cares to 
make a comment. Given the fact that there are obviously individuals who have 
expressed support and against this motion, and it will require a three-quarters majority 
vote to change the Statute, I’m going to ask III. Bro. Gilkinson to poll each of us 
individually on this so that we can keep count and we will know exactly if we have 
reached the three-quarter requirement or not. So with that, unless anyone else wishes 
to say anything, I’m going to call for the vote on the proposed amendment. 

The GSG conducted a voice poll of the Active members. The tally did not constitute 
75% of the vote, so the motion failed. 

SGC: Brethren, I had absolutely no idea of how the vote was going to go and that’s 
why I wanted to poll, because I thought we might be counting hands for a while. But 
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given the fact that only 13 supported the motion, the motion is lost and the amendment 
is lost and we will move on from there. III. Bro. Whitmore, thank you so much for guiding 
us through Jurisprudence once again. 

III. Bro. Whitmore: You’re very welcome. 

III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° was called upon, by the Sovereign Grand Commander to 
give the Report on the State of the Rite. 

Report of the Committee On 

THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 

In compliance with Article 40 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, 
your committee is pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters 
pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

This committee is composed of the Lieutenant Grand Commander as Chairman and the 
members of this committee are all 10 Provincial Deputies across Canada. 

This is the second year that the Deputies have used the new reporting guide template 
which allows them to comment/report on the general state of the rite in their Valleys 
under the following headings: 

Membership 
Communication 
Leadership 
Valley Fellowship 
Uniqueness of the Valley 

Valley Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

Financial Health 

Overall General Comments 

The goal of this approach is to explore a more uniform type of reporting that addresses 
more deeply the issues of substance reflecting the condition of the Valley(s) and 
priorities of Supreme Council. 

It is felt by focusing on the above specific headings and including some form of 
measurement, the Deputies along with Valley Leadership are able to focus on potential 
improvement solutions to the identified issues facing the Valley(s). The reporting can 
also be utilized to share Best Practices across the jurisdiction. 

Valley Driven Membership Opinion Survey 

To gauge and engage the Scottish Rite membership across Canada a membership 
opinion survey was delivered to 14,808 members via mail and email by Valley. The 
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deadline for the survey was July 2015. The overall return rate was approx. 22%. The 
Deputies and Valley leadership will be reviewing the results for improvement as 
required in 2015-16. 

Across Canada 

Appreciation and commendations are extended to the Deputies who have provided 
informative and comprehensive reports regarding the Valleys under their care and we 
recommend that the reports be carefully read to gain an appreciation of the ongoing 
efforts of the Valleys to promote Membership, Leadership, Communication and 
Fellowship in their respective Valleys. There are visible indications across Canada of 
pride in Scottish Rite membership, increased engagement of its members, good 
communications, and initiatives to attract and retain new and existing members. The 
Valleys’ efforts to promote the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and especially their 
fundraising activities in the 50th Anniversary Year is also worthy of note. 

Membership 

The Committee noted that the Deputies observed that the Valleys are all aware of 
declining membership numbers with only some gains in a few Valleys. 

An analysis of our membership numbers reveals the following: 

• From 2003 to 2014 the membership of Scottish Rite in Canada fell by 
approximately 6808 from 21,616 members to 14,808 members - a drop of 
approximately 32%. 

• The number of initiates reported for 2009 - 344, 2010 - 393, 2011 - 395, 2012 - 
348, 2013 - 361 and 2014 - 347. 

The growing popularity of Valleys to hold Master Mason information nights (including 
the presentation of excerpts from various degrees), to provide degree teams to assist 
with degree work in Craft Lodges, to provide educational programs to the members and 
to provide support to numerous projects within their respective communities all 
contribute to our efforts to attract Master Masons to our ranks. 

Supporting our Foundation especially in its 50 th Anniversary Year by organizing fund 
raising events not only benefits those organizations but also provides opportunities for 
members to work together on projects and present the Scottish Rite in a favourable light 
to their respective communities and the Master Masons residing in those areas. 

Valleys are encouraged to review their own membership statistics and establish both 
short term and long term goals to improve their membership numbers. 

Coming soon is a Scottish Rite Membership video! The objective of this new video is to 
be used as a recruiting as well as an informative tool for current and prospective 
members (Master Masons). 

Leadership 

Leadership training initiatives are occurring at Valley, Jurisdiction and Supreme Council 
levels. A number of the Deputies’ reports mention concerns about identifying, training 
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and retaining leaders within the bodies. Jurisdictional workshops, national educational 
training materials, mentoring programs and perhaps amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations may be necessary to address these very important areas. Supreme Council 
members are continuing their discussions and are gathering materials and utilizing 
Leadership tools on the website to address this initiative. 

Communication 

One can never over communicate! Valleys are encouraged to explore ways of 
improving communication with their members. A number of Valleys are providing 
information by means of newsletters, websites and revised notice formatting. The use of 
social media is being explored by several Valleys and is an added feature on 
scottishritecanada.ca 

A Valley Communication network has been created to develop a communication 
strategy link as well as modes of communications among Supreme Council and the 
individual Valleys. 

The development and distribution of brochures is also an important initiative in our 
efforts to provide Master Masons and our communities an insight into the mission of 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Articles pertaining to Scottish Rite are occasionally included 
in Lodge, Concordant Body and Grand Lodge publications. Valleys are encouraged to 
explore those opportunities. 

The Supreme Council Deputies and the Advisory Council continue to use conference 
calls as a means to exchange ideas and to provide updates to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 

Our new national website ( www.scottishritecanada.ca) continues to house key 
documents and resource information for the membership. New additions this year on 
the members section for HIG’s and Valley Secretary/Registrars are the Rituals and for 
the members Valley newsletters. We extend many thanks to III. Bro. Joseph 
Chamberlain, 33°, Valley of Toronto and Kenneth McComb, 33°, Valley of Calgary, our 
co-webmasters, for their commitment and expertise. 

The Clarion and Communique continue to fill important roles in the national 
communication strategy. 

The committee encourages Supreme Council and the Valleys to read the complete 
Deputies reports to share best practices under the headings of what’s unique in your 
Valley and how the Valleys are communicating and supporting the Craft Lodges. 

Recognition 

Your committee extends its sincere thanks to all who provided information in the 
preparation of this report and to: 

The Active, Past Active and Honorary Members of the Supreme Council for their 
continued support of the Scottish Rite through their attendance at numerous Valley and 
concordant body events and their active participation in degree work. The Valleys for 
their efforts to recognize longstanding members of their respective Valleys and their 
efforts to provide social events to involve the families of their members.

The Sovereign Grand Commander called for the Report on the Ritual Committee, 
presented by III. Bro. Loren W. Kline, 33°. 

Report of the Committee On 

RITUAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

The committee has reviewed the 15°, 16°, and 18° Rituals. 

15°- On page 34, Zerubbabel should be described as coming from “the house of 
Solomon” not the house of Judah. Judah was an administrative unit at the time and 
“house of Judah” would not have made sense. 

16° - In 1965, the ritual committee of the day added a new character, the Prince of 
Elam, who takes the first half of Zerubbabel’s oration about women and then 
Zerubbabel is left with a very short oration about Truth (which wins him the contest). 

The Apocrypha was consulted and the speech restored to conform more to what the 
Bible reports of the event. The rest of the changes are grammatical or very minor (e.g. 
removing “Dominion of” from the ritual book. 

18°- There were a large number of grammatical errors in the ritual. There was also a 
tendency to always abbreviate the 4 cardinal directions. This seemed unnecessary, and 
the full spellings restored. In one place the wrong number of knocks was given and 
were corrected. In one place it is 8 and 1 instead of the correct 6 and 1. In the 
instructions in how the word Hoschea is communicated the instructions had the addition 
of the word “downward” i.e. the word is spoken when the hands with interlaced fingers 
are moved downward. In the opening the MWS should say “Save we beseech...” not 
“We beseech...”. The token forms 2 crosses NOT a double cross (poor connotation). 
The Glossary was redone to conform to the Oxford Dictionary of the English Language. 
An optional piece on the possible original of the sign of the Good Shepard was offered 
for Valleys to consider. 
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Appreciation: 

I thank the members of the committee for their input on reviewing the ritual. On behalf of 
the Committee, I express my sincere thanks to the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. 
Brian Gilkinson, 33°, III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33°, as well as the Office for their support 
and assistance. In addition, the committee chair thanks for assistance in locating old 
copies of the rituals which the committee uses to try and determine what changes might 
have occurred in the rituals. III. Bro. Shandalla, 33°, has continued to provide much 
valuable feedback.

III. Bro. Kline: Ms. Drake has already assured me that the changes are in hand and will 
be made once they are official. 

SGC: Great. So again, I thank you for all your work. I had access to that obscure closet 
on one of my trips to the Scottish Rite Cathedral in Hamilton and it is quite a ways and 
quite a difficult thing to get to, but there are some interesting materials in there, for sure. 
Anyone have any questions of the Chairman of the Ritual Committee? You have heard 
the suggested changes. Yes, III. Bro. Farr. 

III. Bro. Farr: III. Bro. Kline, are those the same archives you are talking about as III. 
Bro. Vic Lepp was talking about earlier? 

III. Bro. Kline: No, I don’t think so. No, they are nothing to do with the library. I should 
point out just very quickly, if the Sovereign Grand Commander doesn’t mind, just also 
point out to the Brethren that one of the reasons why we like going through the very old 
Rituals is because they used to be individually typed on one of those antique machines 
nowadays we call typewriters, and so there was plenty of opportunity over the years for 
grammatical and typographical errors coming in, and as we have moved electronically 
they were scanned in and so sometimes those errors got in that way. So that’s why we 
like to read them word for word. 

SGC: Thank you so much for your work on that. I know it can be difficult. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Loren W. Kline, 33° and Michael 
Ward, 33“that the report be accepted. CARRIED 

SGC: Thank you so much and the work of your Committee, and again I ask the 
Brethren to take note and make sure their Valleys go on the website to see those 
changes and consider them when they are doing their work. Now, I’m not sure who from 
the Deputies Committee was going to report. III. Bro. Fitzsimmons, perhaps you could 
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let the Supreme Council know what you delved into - I guess it was yesterday morning, 
or what you would like to share with them, anyway. 

III. Bro. Fitzsimmons: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, I want all of 
you to know that if any of you have any disagreement with what I’m going to say, III. 

Bro. Loren Kline was the Chairman and I am only the lowly Secretary and therefore the 
messenger. Do not shoot the messenger. 

Brethren, it’s only my intention because - thank you for the heads-up, Sovereign Grand 
Commander, I’m happy I had my notes with me. So it is not my intention to delve into a 
lot of detail, but it’s important that you know that as the Deputies’ meeting is held an 
hour-and-a-half prior to the arrival of the Sovereign Grand Commander, the Lieutenant 
Grand Commander and our III. Bro. Secretary - they come in and they shoot us if they 
don’t like what we were talking about, so... 

The following is a condensed version of the “In Camera” Deputies’ Meeting. 

This is a meeting held annually before the beginning of Supreme Council. The purpose 
being that the Deputies meet amongst themselves regarding issues emanating from 
their various Valleys. Afterwards, these issues are discussed with the arrival of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander and Grand Secretary 
General. These meetings have proved beneficial to all concerned. 

1. First item discussed by the Deputies was the way in which the Lt. Grand 
Commander was selected. This was an item that the Deputies felt was surrounded 
by too much secrecy. Even though the Nominating Committee of Supreme Council 
plays a large part in the selection, the Deputies had questions about the procedure. 
For example: does the nominating committee accept names from outside the 
committee? 

2. Some of the Deputies of the larger Valleys had questions regarding how various 
reports from Valley Secretaries were treated. The point being that sometimes 
Deputies were left out of the loop between Supreme Council and the Valley 
Secretaries (reports, audits, etc.) 

3. There was a brief discussion on the Deputy’s Bursary Programme. It was felt by all 
that this programme gives the SRCF great publicity and should be kept and 
publicized to its fullest extent. 

4. Scottish Rite Clubs: some of the Deputies were not familiar with Scottish Rite 
Clubs. Historically, they have been more popular in Ontario and have proved very 
successful. This proved to be a very enlightening discussion. 

5. The present dispensation form needed to be more simplified. Great discussion 
ensured, i.e. III. Bro. Stephen Godfrey, Deputy from British Columbia was appointed 
to work with the G.S.G. to simplify this form. 

6. Great discussion ensued on how and when the various Valleys portray their 
degrees and when they hold their reunions. 
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7. Lively discussion on shortening the opening in the Lodge of Perfection. Even an 
alternative opening would suffice on evenings when there was much to do. This 
was referred to the ritual committee. 

8. The Deputies felt that the changes to the ritual by the Ritual Committee was not 
always communicated to the Deputies. The Deputies asked if the changes to the 
ritual be included in their annual report of the Ritual Committee 

9. Some of the forms sent out by Supreme Council cannot be edited. The Deputies 
would like to see a modernization of these forms, so they may be edited, or filled 
out and sent back on-line. 

10. The question was asked if Valley Secretaries could send certificates out in the mail 
instead of having them personally presented. This was of concern to Deputies of 
larger jurisdictions where geography is an issue. It was even discussed that HIGs 
could do this instead of the Deputy. 

11. Fifteen years ago a French Valley was started in Quebec. Retention was a problem. 
Now this Valley uses education, and a study of the meaning of the ritual to retain 
members. This has resulted in great retention and interest in the members because 
they are not forgotten after receiving their degree. 

12. The Deputies would like to see a simplification of the financial forms and financial 
requests from Supreme Council. Some of the smaller Valleys don’t have 
accountants, or brethren with accounting background to understand those forms. 
This has led to frustration and a feeling of helplessness because they don’t know 
what to do. 

13. One of the Deputies mentioned to me after the meeting (we ran out of time) that 
some of the Brethren had asked if Supreme Council would come up with a Scottish 
Rite Tie sanctioned by Supreme Council. 

These are in part the minutes of the annual Deputies’ Meeting. 

So in a nutshell, Sovereign Grand Commander, I think that’s about it. I don’t want to 

take any questions because I might get shot, but I know that if somebody doesn’t like it, 

III. Bro. Kline will come up here and take the beating. 

SGC: I felt, III. Bro. Fitzsimmons that I was actually in your meeting from all the detail. 

Do any members of the Supreme Council have any questions of III. Bro. Fitzsimmons? 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Bill Fitzsimmons, 33° and Stephen 

Godfrey, 33“that the report of the Deputies’ Workshop be accepted. CARRIED 

The Lieutenant Grand Commander and Grand Secretary General were excused to go to 

the Candidates’ Seminar. 

III. Bro. Duncan S. Skinner, 33“was called upon to give his report on Audit and Finance. 
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Report of the Standing Committee On 

AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 

As you know, the duties of this Committee are outlined in The Statutes & Regulations in 
Article 40 (a) (i) through (vii). 

Constituent Bodies - By-law Amendments 

During the year, as the Chairman of this Committee, I have reviewed the requests for 
by-law amendments and provided comments to the Grand Secretary-General and to the 
Chairman of Jurisprudence and Legislation. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of 
Trustees and Auditors 

The Committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and Auditors as printed in the 
Preliminary Reports at pages 2 through 24. These reports were found to be informative 
and complete. The Committee recommends their adoption. 

Audited Financial Statements 

The Committee reviewed the audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 
2015 in detail. The auditor, Grant Thornton, provided a clean audit opinion. 

For the year ended May 31,2015 Supreme Council incurred an operating deficit, or 
excess of expenses over revenue (before investment income and unrealized gain or 
loss) in the amount of $113,462 compared to a deficit of $106,383 in 2014. Realized 
investment income of $92,862 reduced the deficit to $20,600 compared with a deficit of 
$5,303 in 2014. After recognizing unrealized losses on the portfolio of $43,245 in 2015, 
there was a net loss of $63,845. In 2014, there was net income of $102,107 after 
unrealized gains of $107,410. Supreme Council's investment portfolio is stated at 
market and the changes in value are flowed through the statement of operations. 

The Audit and Finance Committee recommends that the audited financial statements for 
the year ended May 31,2015 be accepted as submitted by the Grand Treasurer- 
General. We wish to thank our auditors, Grant Thornton, for their assistance throughout 
this fiscal year. 

Budget 2015-2016 

The Committee has reviewed the budget prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for 
Supreme Council for the financial year 2015-2016. The cost of the Annual Sessions 
and declining attendance are concerns expressed by the Grand Treasurer-General, and 
the Audit & Finance Committee share his concerns. This year's Session in Windsor is 
hoped to be financially successful. 
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Almost 3 and a half months elapse after year end before Supreme Council meets in 
September to approve the budget. The Committee asked what authority exists to allow 
Supreme Council to pay bills from June 1 st to the Annual Sessions each year in the 
absence of an approved budget. The Committee members discussed whether a draft 
budget could be prepared in March and circulated to the Committee for our review 
before being given to Advisory Council in April. The Committee appreciates that 
expense estimates in February and March are not as good as actual year end results in 
May. But there may be value in looking at the budget before the financial year begins in 
June each year. 

The conclusion of the discussion amongst the Committee members was that the 
Sovereign Grand Commander has full authority to direct the activities of Supreme 
Council in the absence of an approved budget. To pass a motion permitting bills to be 
paid during the period from year end until the Annual Sessions seemed in a way to be 
administrative. But we thought we should bring it to the attention of the Sovereign 
Grand Commander. 

The Committee believes the budget to be reasonable for the current fiscal year and, 
therefore, recommends the adoption of the budget as presented by our Grand 
Treasurer-General. Sessions have been committed for St. John’s in 2016, Montreal in 
2017 and London in 2018. The Committee strongly recommends that plans for future 
Sessions beyond 2018 be carefully considered by the Advisory Council. 

The fourth point of the Mission Statement of our Supreme Council reads that the 
Scottish Rite is a financially sound organization which leads by example. 

I have already made observations about Supreme Council’s finances in the previous 
sections. Now I will address the Committee’s reviews of the Valleys’ financial returns. 

Financial Statements of Constituent Bodies: 

• It is the duty of this Committee to examine and report on the financial statements of the 
constituent bodies. 

Results: 

• Not all Valleys submitted their financial statements and the Valley’s auditors' 
reports. This concerns the Committee since these documents are supposed to 
be presented to the members at the AGM of the constituent body or the Valley. 

• Some of the reviews by the Committee are incomplete due to lack of information 
and we will continue our work after the Annual Sessions. 

• As of September 8th, 12 Valleys (or constituent bodies) out of 46 had failed to file 
their financial reports for the most recent financial year. This is an improvement 
over 2014 when 22 did not file. However, many of the returns were not complete 
as requested but did allow the Reviewers to perform some type of review. 

Forms and Statements 

• Some changes will be made to the AF Forms for 2015 reporting in 2016. 

Results: (Just a few) 

• Some preparers used prior year’s forms which have fewer formulas to avoid out- 
of-balance conditions, i.e. A balance sheet has to balance. 
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• Some preparers followed instructions and the forms generated the correct 
results. 

• Some preparers do not know how to use Microsoft Excel and Word. 

• Some Valleys have elected (appointed) treasurers who do not have an 
understanding of basic accounting. 

• Treatment of Life Membership Trust Funds still does not comply with Statutes & 
Regulations in all cases. 

Some examples related to Regulations 10.1 through 10.6 for Life Member Trust 
Funds, also called Commutation Funds 

When a candidate pays commuted life member dues to join a constituent body, the 
money goes into a portfolio (called an asset) and the other part of the entry is recorded 
in the life member trust fund liability . The sign of the portfolio asset is positive and the 
sign of the liability is negative to allow for the double-entry accounting process to work 
the way it is intended. 

At the end of each financial year, a constituent body has to compare the life member 
assets to the sum of actuarial liabilities for each member. If the assets are less than the 
total actuarial liabilities, Regulation 10 imposes restrictions. The Valley can engage the 
services of a professional actuary to perform the work. Or the Valley can use form AF5 
to perform the actuarial calculations. The results should be fairly similar. The tables in 
Regulation 10 were adopted from the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of 
Canada in the Province of Ontario. Actuaries served on the committee that produced 
the tables for Grand Lodge. A real return of 3% was used in creating the tables. That 
is, a nominal return minus inflation. 

The Canadian Institute of Actuaries (CIA) released updated tables and some new tables 
in 2014. One table indicates that the life expectancy of a man who has already retired 
is 86 years of age. I assume that the underlying assumption is that a man who has 
made it to retirement and avoided dying from disease or accident has a strong statistical 
probability of living to 86. However, just recently III. Bro. Ken Rutherford 33“passed 
away at only 67 years of age. Membership longevity is not predictable. 

Several Valleys seem to be under the impression that an “administrative Valley” which 
has designated the Lodge of Perfection as fiscal agent can combine the life member 
liabilities or commutation funds of all of the bodies just as it may have combined the 
investment portfolio. There is still an obligation to account for the liabilities by 
constituent body especially where there is a Consistory. Statutes & Regulations do not 
deal with accounting, only with policy. 

Let’s use an example of a new member who is 36 years of age and assume that the 
commuted dues to join each of the three constituent bodies is $500. Operating cost per 
member is $30 and this means that the return on the portfolio should cover the costs. 

At the end of the year the Valley performs the Regulation 10 test. The actuarial liability 
per constituent body is $695 and the asset is $500. Not what you might expect. But 
this is why some Valleys have financial difficulties and why other Valleys switched to 
annual dues with initiation fees. Collecting the annual dues is avoided by commuted 
dues Valleys. 
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At an operating cost per member of $40, the actuarial liability for the 36 year old 
member becomes $927. And at $50, the actuarial liability grows to $1,159. The lesson 
here is to control the operating cost per member . 

Now the principal reason that commuted dues have been a successful formula is the 
broad array of ages in the candidate classes. At present, more than 50% of Scottish 
Rite members are over 65 years of age. They were young men once, and the Valleys 
experienced tremendous growth in membership after WWII through the 1980s. As 
incomes rose so too did the value of the commuted dues charged to become a member. 

The actuarial liability of a member who is 76 years of age is $227 [at $30 operating 
cost]. At 55 years of age, the actuarial liability is $481. In the example of the 36 year 
old, the Valley has to wait until that member turns 55 before the dues paid are more 
than the liability. And this assumes that the Valley does not spend any portion of life 
member capital. 

The example also highlights why it is necessary for a Valley to keep track of life member 
liabilities by constituent body and not combine them in the accounting records. Portfolio 
assets can be co-mingled for efficient management and hopefully to negotiate lower 
fees. 

Each constituent body has Letters Patent of Constitution and each commuted dues 
body received approval from Supreme Council for the commutation of dues. It seems to 
me that the requirement to maintain the history of the life member liabilities by 
constituent body is necessary. However, Statutes & Regulations are not that clear. But 
remember that Statutes & Regulations are more like a policy document than accounting 
standards. The accountants have to interpret the policy to ensure that the history of the 
life member funds is retained in the accounting records even if the Valley reports 
annually as an administrative Valley. 

To illustrate the concepts let’s look at a Valley with three constituent bodies. A 
candidate who is 54 years of age joins each of the Lodge, Chapter and Consistory and 
pays commuted dues of $500 to each body. Operating costs are $30 per member per 
body. Portfolio return is 5%, or $25. You can already see another problem. At the end 
of the year, there is an operating loss of $5 and in order to pay the bills, the constituent 
body takes $5 from life member capital. Then it does the Regulation 10 test. Asset 
$495, actuarial liability $541. The restriction imposed by Regulation 10 is that only the 
return on the portfolio assets, and not the capital, can be used to pay bills. So the 
constituent body will never have enough money. 

Recall Charles Dickens’ lesson: Annual income 20 pounds, annual expenditure 19 
pounds 19 shillings and sixpence, result happiness. Annual income 20 pounds, annual 
expenditure 20 pounds and sixpence, result misery. [And the debtors’ prison in his day.] 

So let’s assume a member of another Valley joins the Consistory and receives the 32 Q , 
and that he is 76 years of age. The Consistory now has assets of $1,000 and a return 
of $50. Let’s also assume that the incremental cost of a new member is $10 since this 
tech-savvy 76 year old member will accept all communications to be sent electronically. 
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Operating costs are $40 and the surplus is $10. Actuarial liability of the two members at 
$20 operating cost per member is $512. The Consistory passes the Regulation 10 test. 

Incidentally, the actuarial liability of a 76 year old at $20 operating cost is $152 and he 
just paid $500 to join. 

The Valley decides to petition Supreme Council to become an administrative Valley. 

The benefits are one AGM, one set of financial statements and auditors, one portfolio 
(with lower fees hopefully), one bank account with fewer hassles regarding signatories. 
The combined operating statement will show income of $100 and costs of $100. Total 
assets are $2,000. The actuarial liability value for the 4 members is $1,541. The Valley 
passes the Regulation 10 test. Remember that we are counting members of all three 
constituent bodies and not people since dues and fees are payable based on 
membership numbers. 

Remember also that 50% of the members of the Consistory are not members of the 
Lodge of Perfection and cannot vote at the AGM. Is this what Supreme Council 
intended - to disenfranchise Consistory members? What happens if the 50% object to 
their money being used to subsidize the Lodge and Chapter? What voice do they 
have? 

Do we just apply the Musketeer test? All for One and One for All!! As long as the 
Consistory has lots of money there is no problem, I suppose. But what happens if in the 
future with declining membership the Consistory’s future is imperilled? Would it 
continue to consent to subsidize the Lodge and Chapter? 

Let’s take another example of a Valley that has a Lodge of Perfection with the same 
information as before. There is an operating deficit and it failed the Regulation 10 test. 
But these members realize immediately that there is a problem and petition Supreme 
Council to change to annual dues with initiation fees. The Valley initiates 2 members 
who each pay $200 initiation fees and dues of $50. Operating income now consists of 
dues of $100 and investment return of $45 ($900 x 5%) and total operating costs are 
$90 which results in a surplus of $55. But the Lodge still fails the Regulation 10 test. 

One solution is to fill in the AF forms for an annual dues Valley which does not have the 
actuarial test contained in sheet AF5. [Tongue-in-cheek comment.] Unfortunately, some 
Valleys have done this. And they seem to have lost the history of the separate life 
member fund liabilities and the accumulated initiation fees. Perhaps a better solution 
for Supreme Council is to allow the total assets of $900 to be used rather than just $500 
for the Regulation 10 test. Would the annual dues members object to subsidizing the 
life members? After all, they joined based on the terms presented to them. Musketeer 
test perhaps? Remember that once the life members reach 55, their actuarial liability 
drops below $500. If the Valley only charged $100 or $200 for life member dues, the 
Valley has much longer to wait. 

Not all Valleys follow Canadian accounting standards for not-for-profit organizations 
(ASNPO). One of the requirements of ASNPO is that the investment portfolio must be 
stated at market values. Any change from year to year affects the income statement. 
Most Valleys are still on a cash basis. But remember that the portfolio value is not the 
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cash value. Given the problems in the financial markets since late 2014, it is likely that 
portfolios have a lower value today than at 2014 year end. 

The commutation fund liability is valued using actuarial techniques. Regulations 10.1 
through 10.6 deal with the determination of the actuarial valuation of the commutation or 
life member fund. The invested assets should be at least equal to this actuarial liability 
or the Valley has serious financial problems that it needs to address. Statutes & 
Regulations are silent on how the value of the assets should be determined - cost or 
market. If the financial markets continue to decline past 2015 year ends, it is possible 
that those Valleys which follow ASNPO could fail the Regulation 10 test. We will have 
to wait to see what happens and Supreme Council will not know until the financial 
reviews are completed for the 2016 Annual Sessions. 

The Valleys have to present annually at their Annual General Meetings the financial 
statements, auditors’ report (or some form of review) and the report of the Trustees in 
order to be in compliance with Statutes & Regulations. Since these reports should have 
been presented, it should be fairly simple to send the same reports to Supreme Council 
as part of the annual financial filing. There is no additional work required. The 
reluctance to file these reports suggests either that they were not presented to the 
members of the Valleys, or that the Valleys do not want to file the information with 
Supreme Council. This raises concerns for the A&F Committee. The Committee 
learned that in several cases, the financial statements, auditors’ report and Trustees’ 
report have not been presented at the AGM of the Valley or the constituent bodies. 

In order for the Deputies to conclude in their reports that the Valleys are in good 
financial health, the Deputies have to have seen the financial information that was 
presented to the members of the Valleys and the reports of the auditors (or Valley 
financial reviewers). 

Valleys still struggle to complete the AF Excel forms. There is no question that a basic 
understanding of accounting is necessary for a small part of the work. But much of the 
data are not accounting in nature. The Secretary of each body should know how many 
members it has, what its dues and fee structure are, how many delinquent members 
there exist, etc. Many secretaries do not know how many members their Valley actually 
has. 

Once all of the data have been assembled, it should only take someone who can use 
Excel at beginner/ intermediate level approximately four (4) hours to complete the task. 
Some Valleys have improved and are to be congratulated. 

A critical part of the Excel forms is a five-year forecast. Completing this forecast based 
on reasonable assumptions should help the Valley to determine what it might 
realistically expect to encounter. Alternative strategies could be developed if problems 
are seen. Preparing a five-year forecast is not an exercise to satisfy the Audit & 

Finance Committee. It is meant to stimulate the Valleys’ strategic management of their 
future and to assist in identifying strengths, weakness, opportunities and threats 
(SWOTs). 
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In 1982, Supreme Council approved the first by-laws for a new Valley. These by-laws 
allowed for only 50% of the commuted dues payment to be recorded in the life member 
trust fund. The other 50% was recorded in the general fund. On day one, this Valley 
was in a deep hole. In the late 1990s the Valley made some changes to its by-laws 
which made the situation worse. A couple of years ago the Valley decided to change to 
annual dues (with initiation fees). The Valley has developed plans to deal with the 
deficit in the life member trust fund and to raise money to operate the Valley. After its 
year end accounting is complete, the Valley plans to prepare a five year and possibly 
ten year financial forecast to determine if its strategies will generate the funds 
necessary for the future activities. 

The Audit & Finance Committee during our reviews learned that several Valleys plan to 
transfer life member funds to their general funds. In one case, a few million dollars are 
involved. Remember, this does not involve the portfolio investments which are likely 
already co-mingled. What is contemplated is to reduce the life member liability and to 
increase the general fund liability. Regulation 10.6 provides guidance. Only 5% per 
year of the excess life member capital (liability) may be transferred from the life member 
fund (liability) to the general or other funds (liability). 

Overall Conclusion Concerning Financial Reviews of Valleys 

As Chair of the Committee, based on the evidence submitted, and on the missing 
evidence, I must conclude again that the Scottish Rite in Canada has financial 
challenges. Membership decline is only one part of the puzzle. 

A crude oil super tanker requires many miles to make a course correction. Masonic 
bodies require many years to effect changes. I encourage every Valley to prepare a 
realistic long range forecast of five (5) years or longer to deal with declining membership 
and finances. If you think your Valley should raise dues, or switch from commuted dues 
to annual dues with initiation fees structure, the time to act is now. 

For smaller Valleys which may be facing these realities now, perhaps a suitable course 
of action to consider is to surrender the Letters Patent of Constitution, to pay for 
members to affiliate with another Valley, and to form a Scottish Rite Club. This could be 
a positive step forward to sustaining the comradery that currently exists in the Valley. 

Of course, it is up to the members of Valleys to determine their own path after suitable 
reflection. 

Volunteers Requested 

You have heard Chairs of other committees ask for volunteers to serve on their 
respective committees. The Audit & Finance Committee needs a few new reviewers for 
next year to replace our members who have retired from the committee. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman, I want to express my gratitude to the Grand Treasurer- 
General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33 Q , the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian 
Gilkinson, 33 Q , Chief Operating Officer, our recently departed brother III. Bro. Ken 
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Rutherford, 33 Q , and the staff at the Supreme Council office, Leslie Drake and Lucy 
Berthoud, for their assistance to the Audit & Finance Committee. 

I wish to express my thanks to the members of the Committee for their time. Just as in 
prior years, this year was an interesting challenge.

I don’t think there is any 
easy solution around some of these things, but certainly the problems exist and I did 
hear you say that if nothing else, if we could just go back to our Valleys and just simply 
say, you know, ‘has anybody sort of taken a long, hard look at how sound we are and 
whether we’re going to see some difficulties in the next few years’. 

I think if we start thinking that way, rather than just hoping that things will be fine, that it 
will be very good for the longevity of our Valleys in the future. So I don’t know if anybody 
else would like to make a comment or has a question in terms of clarification of what is 
being suggested here.

SGC: Now, Brethren, I know that there are a couple of reports left to be done which we 
normally do on Saturday morning, and one is, again, receiving Part two of the 
Jurisprudence Committee’s responsibility, and that’s with respect to the Allocution of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, which doesn't take place, of course until Friday. 

Then it has been our tradition to examine the budget and make sure that it’s what we 
want it to be as a result of our meetings, and III. Bro. Lewis will do that on Saturday 
morning.

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heads up on that. I realize some of you are staying over Saturday night, that’s fine. But 
those who are checking out, if you could think about cooperating with the hotel on 
Saturday that would be helpful. 

This afternoon we’ve got the Vesper Service, followed by the Degree, and I’m 
wondering if our Grand Prior wanted to make a comment about the Vesper Service. Is 
there anything you think we need to share or remind us about? 

III. Bro. Farr: I just have responsibility for the service, not getting there and getting 
back. 

SGC: Okay. Have you written the sermon yet? 

III. Bro. Farr: Is that today? (Laughter is heard throughout) 

SGC: III. Bro. Brethour, perhaps just to remind us, those of us who forget all the time, 
what we need to wear and where we need to be and where the church is. 

III. Bro. Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, as was 
announced at our dinner last night, the church is very close. Hopefully everyone in the 
room is aware of where it is. If you go downstairs, out the Valley entrance of this tower, 
you turn right and it’s just a block-and-a-half. The church is unmistakable on the right 
side. Those that are taking part in the processional, I would ask that you go down the far 
side of the church. There’s glass doors and there’s an assembly hall. The remainder of 
the HIGs and their ladies would enter through the front doors of the church and there 
will be ushers there to direct you. I understand that there will also be volunteers in the 
lobby area to offer any assistance that may be required. 

SGC: That’s starting sharp at one. 

III. Bro. Brethour: Yes. So I would ask anyone in the processional to please be in the 
hall at 12:30. It takes some time to line up 80 or 90 people and certainly, Brethren, we 
do intend to start the service right at one o’clock, so please be in place. 

SGC: The idea being, then, that we will be finished shortly after two and then we can 
start the Degree back here opposite this room, right at three o’clock, I believe it’s 
scheduled for, if I remember correctly. Now, in terms of dress, this afternoon I believe it 
is morning dress for HIGs, is that right? 

III. Bro. Brethour: For Actives and Past-Actives. 

SGC: Sorry. Morning dress for the Active members and then its suits for everybody 
else? Tuxedos? Okay. Tuxedos for others, including the candidates. Then we come 
right back for the Degree. Those of you who will have regalia on for the Degree, which 
is, I think, pretty well most of the Supreme Council, if you wish you can bring the regalia 
down to the Lodge Room just before twelve-thirty or so, before you go across to 
assemble at the church, and the room will be secure. We are suggesting that - well, 
you can put it in your pocket, if you want, or you can leave it here and it will be ready for 
you when you get back. It may be very problematic if, you know, 40 men try to go up the 
elevators all at once to grab their regalia to get back, so we’re asking you to think about 
that and not assume that you will have time between the two events. 
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III. Bro. Loopstra, did you want to make - we’ve just got a minute or two here anyway - 
a comment in terms of the banquet this evening? Just some general information? Or is 
that necessary? 

III. Bro. Loopstra: Not really, Sovereign Grand Commander. I look forward to seeing 
everybody at the banquet tonight and I assure you that it will be shorter than last year’s. 

SGC: III. Bro. Allard and I have a friendly bet. I told him I was going to note the time 
that the banquet this evening is completed and I was going to meet or beat that on 
Friday. So we certainly did hear loud and clear from those who were polled by email, 
who attended last year, that you would like to see shorter formal banquets and you will 
see some changes in both the programs as a result of that. 

And again, we will be seeking your feedback to see if you agree with the changes we’ve 
made or have some other suggestions for us in the future. It’s just ten-thirty so some of 
us have a lunch set for eleven o’clock so that we can get ready. III. Bro. McLean, any 
comment or reminder of any kind? 

III. Bro. McLean: Just that the luncheon is in the Augusta III. 

SGC: Okay. Which again, is across the hall and down. I was wishing III. Bro. Gilkinson 
had been able to get back so that if there was anything else I needed to remind you of, 
but I don’t - to the best of my knowledge that’s not the case. So I’m not going to - yes, 
III. Bro. Trousdale? 

III. Bro. Trousdale: Is there an Executive Session tomorrow morning? 

SGC: No, we won’t need one, so that’s a good reminder. To the Actives and Past- 
Actives, we won’t require an Executive Session tomorrow morning, so we will convene 
at - tomorrow is Friday already, isn’t it. Yes. We will convene right at nine o’clock. We 
have a number of introductions to do tomorrow morning and we are going to look at the 
video tomorrow, as well. We realize it’s a bit longer than we expected the finished 
product to be, but I really think it’s important that you get a feel for it and a flavour for it. 

I think it’s going to be very helpful in terms of explaining Scottish Rite Freemasonry to 
Master Masons and I’m hoping that the Valleys will take advantage of that when it’s in a 
form that can be sent out to them. So with that, then, I will just adjourn and we will see 
you at the Vesper Service. Thank you.

“Dealing with Lions” 

Daniel 6:10-28 
Psalm 7:9-17 
Matthew 6:25-34 

We have just heard read the story of Daniel in the lion’s den; one of the better known 
stories in the Old Testament. The obvious question is, “How did Daniel get to this point 
of being on the wrong side of the dumb law?” (This being an election year, I will leave 
the question of politicians and dumb laws for another day.) Daniel was a prince in 
Judah when the Babylonian Empire over ran Jerusalem and deported all the bright, up 
and coming leaders to Babylon. Daniel vowed never to neglect his faith in God, nor to 
neglect the worship of God. Because of this vow Daniel has become a “Hero of the 
Faith” for both youth, we heard in Sunday school, and seniors as he is now in his 
eighties. Daniel’s faith is an example to all. Daniel’s house had a window that faced 
toward Jerusalem and three times a day he would kneel on his knees, facing 
Jerusalem, and pray to God. Daniel was an administrator in the Babylonian Empire and 
because he was honest, intelligent, fair dealing with all, he received many promotions 
over the years until now he was about to be appointed Prime Minister over all the 
Babylonian Empire. He was the best administrator and favourite of King Darius. 
Naturally, the other administrators were jealous of Daniel, but because of his honesty 
and integrity they could find no fault in him. This leads us to the place in the story 
where Daniel is thrown in the lion’s den. 

The conspirators had conned King Darius, playing the vanity card on him, to make a law 
that said for the next thirty days if anyone worshipped anything, a person, an animal, or 
even another god, other than King Darius, they would be thrown into the lion’s den. The 
conspirators went immediately to Daniel’s house because they knew he would be 
worshipping the One True God. And not unsurprisingly, they found Daniel on his knees, 
facing Jerusalem, praying to God, the Almighty, and Creator of the Heavens and Earth, 
Creator of All. Now King Darius is between a rock and an even harder place, for 
everyone knows that according to the laws of the Medes and Persians, a law made by 
the King, CANNOT be revoked! King Darius’ favourite and best administrator is 
charged with not worshipping the King. We are told that King Darius was very 
distressed and until the sun went down, tried everything he could, not to have to throw 
Daniel into the lion’s den. But the laws of the Medes and Persians had to be followed 
and so Daniel was thrown into the lion’s den and a great stone was set over the mouth 
of the lion’s den and it was sealed with the King’s signet and the signets of the lords. 
Because Daniel was his favourite, and best administrator, King Darius was so 
distressed that, that night he did not eat, have any entertainment, nor did he sleep. At 
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dawn the King ran to the den and called anxiously to Daniel, “Are you okay, Daniel?”, 
and Daniel replied that he was alive and well for God had sent an angel to close the 
mouths of the lions. The King ordered Daniel to be taken from the lion’s den and 
Daniel’s accusers, along with their children and wives, be thrown into the lion’s den - 
we are told they were immediately eaten by the lions. (Aside-when you tell children the 
accuser’s punishment, they cheer, and the adults take a deep breath. I think the 
children understand the fairness of punishment.) King Darius then decreed that the 
name of the living God be exalted throughout the Babylonian Empire. 

Daniel was not kept out of the lion’s den! 

I have a hunch that we all have lions. Of what might we be afraid? Maybe we are 
afraid of not meeting our employer’s standards, or the standards of our co-workers, or 
the standards of our family. A big fear could be not meeting the standards of our 
Religious Community or our Fraternal Community. Perhaps we fear illness, a family 
situation, an addiction. One of mine is living too long (having just buried my Mother at 
103) and not being any use to anyone but becoming a burden. What are your lions? 

Daniel was not kept out of the lion’s den! 

Daniel was a man of faith, in God, of excellent spirit, honest, without fault in business 
dealings, faithful to his superiors, committed to a lifelong life of prayer and willing to 
obey God rather than humans. Daniel was delivered from the lion’s den. He was not 
too important, too busy/involved, or too insecure to pray to God. 

Daniel was delivered from the lion’s den! 

Today Daniel is a role model for politicians, all administrators and bureaucrats, leaders 
of any organization, and all people of faith in God. As the reading from the New 
Testament, today, reminds us to “strive first for the Kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, and all these things will be given to you as well”- i.e. everything we need 
(Matthew 6:33 N.R.S.V.) God always delivers his people of faith, sometimes now, 
sometimes later, but we will be delivered, even if we must spend time in the lion’s den. 

Daniel was, and we people of faith, will be delivered from our lions.

SGC: Good morning, Brethren. Good morning, Brethren. I hope you all had a pleasant 
evening last night. It was so wonderful to hear how well we did with the Charitable 
Foundation. 

I just want to make a comment about that. At 1.6 million dollars when you think about 
the size of our organization, and I’ve heard totals in other bodies in terms of their 
charities, and when I look at the size of their membership and compare it to ours, you 
should be extremely proud of what you did in one year’s time. It’s a significant 
contribution and I think it bodes well not only for the Foundation, but Scottish Rite in 
Canada. So thank you for all you’ve done in that regard. 

And of course there’s always a letdown after a campaign that way, and so we must 
continue to advise members of Scottish Rite and remind them that they should think of 
our charity in their charitable giving. 

This morning we are going to do a couple of things that are different than we’ve done 
before, but we certainly are going to introduce our distinguished guests. I’m going to 
have a chance to chat with you a little bit. 

One of the things we are going to do this year is we are going to do the John Ross 
Matheson Award here, rather than at the banquet, and we’ve got a big screen on the 
wall and if technology becomes our friend - I think we’re still trying to make sure we can 
get a feed - we’ve been working on a new membership video. 

It’s not in its absolute final form, but I got a chance to see it just two nights ago and I 
said, ‘We’ve got to show that to everybody that’s here. We can’t wait for the next time 
we get together’. So we will be going to try to do that this morning, as well. Then we 
will all be done by noon. 

Again, the reminder to the candidates that we have a workshop for them for about - 
we’ll give them some lunch and meet with them for no more than an hour, a little over 
an hour, and then the rest of the afternoon is off, banquet tonight; tomorrow, installation 
of the new officers for the new triennium. 

So with that I would ask you all to rise and I’m going to ask the Grand Prior to attend the 
altar. 

I think we’re ready to begin, Brethren, and one of our traditions whenever it is possible, 
and it usually works out well for us, we always invite the Grand Master of the host 
jurisdiction that we’re at and make them an integral part of our ceremony, and so I 
would ask that we proceed to formally introduce the Grand Master of Canada in the 
Province of Ontario. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my privilege to present to you and 
the Brethren present the Most Worshipful the Grand Master John C. Green, 33°, Grand 
Lodge of Canada, Ancient Free and Accepted Masons in the Province of Ontario and 
member of this Supreme Council. 
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SGC: Most Worshipful Brother Green, it is indeed a pleasure to officially welcome you 
to our Supreme Council. You are the Grand Master of the largest jurisdiction within our 
country and I know you know this, because I’ve mentioned it to you before, over 25% of 
the members of your jurisdiction have chosen to become Scottish Rite Freemasons and 
we are very proud of that and that association with Masonry. 

Not only is it, I know, an occasion to be here in your official capacity, but we are also so 
pleased that you were able to receive your thirty-third degree yesterday and I know that 
you will always remember that occasion. 

I want to make sure that you’re dressed correctly for attending a Scottish Rite function in 
the Province of Ontario and so it is with a great deal of pleasure that I provide you with 
the first membership jewel as a Scottish Rite Freemason. I wanted to have this 
opportunity to present this to you and if I can see what I’m doing, placing this on your 
jacket pocket. 

I hope you will find occasion during your term of office as Grand Master to wear this and 
I appreciate that. I know that you are a proud Scottish Rite Freemason and this will 
attest to it and indeed, this is the first one that is being presented to any Scottish Rite 
Mason in the country. 

GM Green: I’m going to be wearing it a lot, then. 

SGC: It’s going to be permanently affixed here, I think. I don’t want to prick you with it, 
so I’ll just leave it like that for now. 

But John, I really, really appreciate you being here and if you would care to say a few 
remarks to the Brethren, I know we’d most appreciate that and we will take you to the 
podium. 

GM Green: Sovereign Grand Commander, Officers and Members of Supreme Council, 
my Brethren, I want to tell you how happy I am to be here. 

I have had two most remarkable months, one was being installed in July, and one was 
to go to the opening of the Shrine Hospital in Montreal, and this weekend to join your 
illustrious group with my thirty-third degree. I’m happy and I’m proud and I’m glad that 
I’m a Mason. 

Now, as opposed to others who have to put on their glasses to read, I take mine off. 

I want to thank you, in the name of the Most Worshipful, the Grand Lodge of Canada in 
the Province of Ontario, I thank you for that warm welcome, that kind introduction and 
my guidance to the East. 

I am quite pleased to tell you that, as the Sovereign Grand Commander said, Scottish 
Rite is alive and well in Ontario and we’re very pleased about that and the connection 
that we have. 

I want to thank you also for the well-presented ritual and the pageantry of what we 
witnessed during receiving our degree. I’m also so very proud to have been one of the 
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first, and in the class of the first, to see some of the new signs that were presented by 
the Secretary General yesterday, and that will long go in my heart and linger. 

Brian, I’m sorry, but I had to say something. 

I also wanted to tell you that I was so pleased and proud to be a member of Scottish 
Rite when they announced the fund raising goal, the fund raising target that was 
reached last night of almost 1.6 million dollars. You are to be congratulated and I am so 
pleased that your generosity is going to make life better for those that may be less 
fortunate than ourselves. 

I am pleased to join with the Sovereign Grand Commander. We have met on a couple 
of occasions - Vancouver, Baltimore, Winnipeg and other places we may not mention - 
along with the Secretary General, and that’s why I felt it so easy to say what I did about 
you, Brian. 

But I can tell you that they have become good friends. They are kind and gentle people, 
as you know, and they are true leaders for this Sovereign Council. 

I want to tell you a few things about what I think is important about Masonry, and I’ve 
been saying this a little bit and when you’ve been in Masonry so long you sometimes 
drop some things because you think they’re getting old and tired, and then you decide 
when you get to a high and exalted position where you don’t know what to say anymore, 
you bring some of the old words back. 

One of the things that I want you to do - and I know you are - is be proud to be a 
Mason. And I want you, when you go down the street tomorrow to the coffee shop and 
you meet your friends, your neighbours and your relatives, and they say, ‘What have 
you been doing lately’, and say, ‘Well, the last two nights I was at a Masonic meeting or 
a Scottish Rite Meeting, or a Royal Arch meeting’, and demonstrate that pride to those 
people outside the Crafts that are not members, that you are proud to be a Mason. 

Because we have a tendency when we go to that coffee shop, ‘what did you do last 
night?’ ‘Oh, I went to a meeting’. And you know it was a secret, you know, so we don’t 
tell them what kind of meeting it was. 

Tell them you were at a Masonic meeting, tell them you were at a Scottish Rite meeting 
and demonstrate that pride to the public that we’re so proud of in what we are and what 
we do. 

And I just leave you with a couple of notes: Be proud of what you are, be proud of what 
you do, be proud to be a Mason. 

And another thing that I brought back and it can be demonstrated in this room probably 
500 times, and I will pluralize it for you: Most Worshipful Brother Mumby, he’s heard 
this many times, but I want to leave you with these words: We shall pass this way but 
once. Any good, therefore, that we can do or kindness we can show to any other 
person in the world let us do it now. Let us not neglect it nor defer it, for we shall not 
pass this way again. 
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SGC: Thank you so much. Brethren, as many as you know - and I mentioned it just 
briefly when I was introducing the Grand Master - there are a number Past Grand 
Masters in the other jurisdictions throughout the country, including Grand Lodge of 
Canada, Province of Ontario, that are very, very active within our organization and I’m 
going to just ask those Past Grand Masters that are here - I’m not going to introduce 
you, but I would like you to stand and I’m sure there’s well over a dozen and we might 
even hit twenty - so would all the Past Grand Masters of Grand Lodge jurisdictions, 
including our guests, please rise so that we can just acknowledge your work in 
Freemasonry. 

It’s unfortunate that the Grand Master of the Province of Quebec, our Active Member III. 
Bro. Jim Ross is unable to be with us this year due to pneumonia, as we’ve been told 
earlier on, and it was my pleasure to witness his installation at the end of May in 
Montreal as the Grand Master. 

So he is serving in that capacity now for the next two years in Quebec. 

GMC McComb: III. Bro. Seale, Sovereign Grand Commander Southern Jurisdiction, 
would you and your entourage please join me at the level and to the altar? 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present, the Illustrious Ronald A. Seale, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Southern Jurisdiction, United States of America and honorary member of 
our Supreme Council; Illustrious James D. Cole, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander, 
Southern Jurisdiction, United States of America; Illustrious Charles V. Sederstrom Jr., 
33°, Grand Treasurer, Deputy for Nebraska, Southern Jurisdiction, United States of 
America. 

SGC: Welcome, Brethren. 

Now, Ronnie, I’m thinking earlier this morning how smart you are. You’ve got with you 
the former Grand Treasurer and the new Grand Treasurer. You know who to travel 
with. 

I want to welcome all of you to our session again. It’s so nice to have you here with us. 
Nice to meet you, Chuck, as well, for the first time on this visit. 

Our Grand Treasurer should take note. I made the comment on your report a couple of 
years ago, III. Bro. Cole, but Chuck, I think you took the cake this year in Washington 
when you got up in front of probably 2,500, 2,000 individuals and said, ‘I want you to 
know I looked at the books, everything looks good. Seems to be money, things are 
doing well’. And he sat down. 

And you, of course, said, Thank you for that report’. 

I had the opportunity with our Lieutenant Grand Commander and our Past Sovereign 
Grand Commander to be in Washington at the end of August for your session, but the 
day before you had that wonderful celebration of the hundredth anniversary of the 
House of the Temple. And I know the amount of work and effort that your Supreme 
Council did to get that day ready with the fund raising banquet and representatives, I 
think, from forty different Supreme Councils who were in attendance. 
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It was a wonderful occasion and when I was standing there watching it, I thought, you 
know, I wonder if Canada was at the dedication ceremony. So when I got home - this is 
from the 1915 Proceedings of our Supreme Council. I have to take my glasses off, too, 
to read: 

It was my privilege to visit Washington, accompanied by Dr. Alfred Webster, 33°, and 
witness the dedicatory ceremony in connection with a new House of the Temple. These 
ceremonies were conducted by Most Puissant Sovereign Grand Commander George 
Moore and his officers in a faultless manner. The dedication took place on the steps in 
front of the Temple and was witnessed by, I think, fully 5,000 people. 

The magnificence of the building, which cost over two million dollars, is almost 
indescribable. Every detail has been carried out to perfection. 

Nothing could exceed the kindness shown to Dr. Webster and myself during our stay of 
four days. Canada was given the place of honour. 

Sovereign Grand Commander Moore hopes to be with us at this meeting, but if not, next 
year in Montreal.” 

So not much has changed in a hundred years, but it was a wonderful connection that 
we’ve had between our two Supreme Councils. I know that you, on the restoration, are 
spending far more than two million dollars from the original building, but we thank you 
for joining us. 

And I understand the country boy from Virginia is going to say a few words. 

LGC James D. Cole: Thank you. 

SGC: Right. That would be great. I’ll come back with you. 

LGC James D. Cole: Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, distinguished 
guests, my Brethren all, good morning. 

Well, he took my line away about being just a little country boy from Virginia, but it is a 
pleasure to speak on behalf of my Grand Commander and my travelling companion, 
you heard already, the Grand Treasurer. We want to thank you for the hospitality and I 
will give you the greatest compliment that anyone from the Southern Jurisdiction could 
tell you about, and that is that is true southern hospitality and we very much appreciate 
it. 

Now, as you’ve learned last year, I’m not the smooth-talking lawyer from Louisiana that 
our Grand Commander is, nor do I have the ritual proficiency that we witnessed 
yesterday from your Grand Chancellor. But I do want to just share a thought with you. 

As I was passing last evening with a couple of you Brethren and my wife - and by the 
way, whoever ratted me out I haven’t found out yet, but I will find out - about my 
anniversary being yesterday. I mean, what’s the harm? I told her, I said, ‘Look, I took 
you to Canada for your anniversary. Not only that, I took you to Vancouver for 
Valentine’s Day as a Past Grand Master at the Grand Masters’ Conference’. 
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So I try to do that each year, to go to - you know, take her somewhere exciting on 
Valentine’s Day. We’re going to Madison, Wisconsin coming up and visiting our friends 
once again in the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. 

And by the way, we love coming here. This is one of my two favourite trips. The other 
one, of course, to our friends in the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. It is always - usually 
in more ways than one - an uplifting experience to be with you and to witness their 
entertaining, but excellent, approach to getting their business done. 

And it’s always great to be here. But as I was walking through the Casino last evening I 
won’t tell you what one of my good friends asked me about how the machines work, I 
won’t get into that because I promised him I wouldn’t rat him out today, but you know, 
as I walked through there I looked up and I looked around and for the little country boy 
from Virginia, they spend a lot of money around this place to decorate it. 

I mean, you know, they got fountains inside and outside, and they’ve got all of these big 
spaces, and then the accountant in me started saying, ‘Well, boy, they must be making 
a lot of money off of something’. 

And as you walk through the casino, you see what it is. You know, it’s all those games 
of chance. I mean, we could all go down there and we could all put money in, and if any 
of us were smart enough the first time we won, to leave, we might collectively walk out 
with about half of what we all collectively walked in with, because it’s a game of chance 
which is parenthetically the house wins. You’re not going to win in that. 

But my message to you today is that Freemasonry is not a game of chance. Go back, if 
you would, to the first time after being raised as a Master Mason that you witnessed a 
Master Mason’s obligations, because it is probably then the first time you actually paid 
attention to them. But because of that we are not a game of chance. We came here 
because we have a common belief in a creator and we knelt and we removed all 
chance at that point. We are those who are bound together by sacred obligations in His 
presence, but our obligations are to one another. And because of that Freemasonry is 
not a game of chance. 

As you all passed the casinos, as you all passed those games that take from you and 
really give nothing, remember here we all win because we are all in this together. So I 
would quote the hymn to you: “Dare to be brave, dare to be true. Strive for the right for 
the Lord is with you”. 

Thank you. 

GMC McComb: III. Bro. McNaughton, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Northern 
Jurisdiction, would you and your entourage join me on the level and at the altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Illustrious John William McNaughton, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, United States of America and honorary 
member of our Supreme Council; Illustrious Gail N. Kemp, 33°, Grand Lieutenant 
Commander, Deputy for Indiana, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction United States of 
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America; Illustrious David R. Bedwell Sr., 33°, Deputy for Michigan, Northern 
Jurisdiction United States of America. 

SGC: Thank you. 

Welcome, Brethren. I wanted to welcome you to our session. It’s always nice to have 
representatives from the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and I had the opportunity just 
ten days ago to attend your sessions in Indianapolis, and that was a wonderful time and 
you were gracious hosts to our delegates. 

You need to know, sir, that every once in a while - quite consistently in different 
locations - somebody taps me on the shoulder and says, ‘Is it John? Is it William? Is it 
Bill?’ Well, to me, you’re Bill and so, Bill, I want to thank you for all the support that 
you’ve shown me and our Supreme Council, particularly through this last triennium 
where I have been Sovereign Grand Commander. You do what you say and you’re 
more than willing to support us and you are a tremendous spokesperson on 
Freemasonry and the Scottish Rite. 

Gail, it’s nice to have you here and I know you’re just newly installed as the - I have to 
say it the right way for you - Grand Lieutenant Commander. I know that you have a 
very distinguished background in Masonry, particularly in the State of Indiana, and I 
think you’ve got one up on Jim Cole, as I understand it, that this is not sort of a wedding 
anniversary, but you’ve brought your wife for your honeymoon to Windsor, and you may 
want to confirm that. I’m just not too sure about that, but we congratulate you on that. 

And David, as the Deputy for Michigan I know that you have had opportunities to share 
Masonry with particularly the members from Ontario before and I know not only Scottish 
Rite Freemasons, but Craft Lodge Masons have a wonderful association with the State 
of Michigan and there’s a lot of fraternal visiting going on. And we thank you so much 
for visiting our Supreme Council on this occasion. 

Deputy David R. Bedwell Sr.: Right. 

SGC: And I understand, Bill, that you will be willing to make a few remarks - maybe 
rebuttal, whatever - on your behalf. We would be pleased to hear from you. 

Grand Marshall, if you would accompany the rest of the delegates to their seats and I’ll 
take Bill over to the podium. 

SGC John William McNaughton: Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, 
Illustrious Brethren all, certainly good to be with you today. Due to some circumstances 
almost beyond my control, this is probably the last time that I’m going to be at the 
Supreme Council Session in Canada and I’d just like to take a moment and talk about 
two points, some of it having to do with the hospitality that I have enjoyed over the last 
ten years and some of you good folks that I have come to know. 

Your hospitality has been beyond anything that I ever expected. You have accepted 
our delegation into your jurisdiction with great honour and certainly we appreciate all 
that you do for us and we certainly try to turn the tables on your delegation when you 
come to the United States Northern Jurisdiction, and do the best we can to make you 
feel at home there. 
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The second point is not quite as nice as the first, but since this may well be the last time 
that I’m here, there is an old saying about confession being good for the soul and I can’t 
leave your great country without telling you the sin that I committed in the past and 
share that with you. 

Some time back, I don’t know what happened, but in the States we have a tendency 
throughout the jurisdiction to wear hats of our rank and title, and I have one that has the 
Salem Cross on it and is significant because it represents the office of Sovereign Grand 
Commander, and I lost that hat. There’s only one other hat like that in the whole world 
and it belongs to Commander Seale. 

I tore the office upside down, and the home and I just could not find that hat and I finally 
hatched a plan - and this is the sad part that is tough to tell - I hatched a plan to steal 
Commander Seale’s hat. But I know that he guards his hat as closely as what I thought 
that I did, so he takes it with him everywhere he goes. So finally the best I could come 
up with, I thought, he’s always in church on Sunday and he takes his hat with him to 
church. So I thought, well, when he goes up to take communion, like a thief in the night 
I’ll steal his hat and sneak out of the church. 

So on the appointed day, I did, and at the end of the service the minister was nice 
enough to come up and greet me and say, ‘You’re new here’. And I said, ‘Yeah’. And 
he said, ‘I hope you enjoyed the service today and your time worshiping with us’. And I 
said to him, I said, ‘I don’t know how to tell you this, but,’ I said, ‘I really didn’t come to 
worship, I came to steal Commander Seale’s hat’. And he said, ‘But you listened to my 
sermon on the Ten Commandments and decided you didn’t want to burn in hell like a 
common thief. Isn’t that about the size of it?’ 

And I said, ‘Well, not really’. I said, ‘When you got down to that part about thou shall not 
commit adultery, then I remembered where I lost my hat’. 

Lord, I should apologize for that, but somehow that might ring a little hollow. 

Brethren, again, it’s good to be with you. I wish all the best blessings upon each and 
every one of you and your families this day, upon Freemasonry throughout Canada and 
this Supreme Council and your great country. Thank you. 

GMC McComb: Grand Secretary General, Supreme Council of Scotland, would you 
please join me on the level and to the altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present III. Bro. Alexander Galbraith, 33°, Grand Secretary General, 
Supreme Council of Scotland. 

SGC: III. Bro. Galbraith, it is indeed a pleasure for me to officially welcome you to our 
Supreme Council. Hold onto your cap. Don’t let him near it. 

Alex, the first time I think we met was in Toronto about five years ago when you came 
over as part of your delegation from the Supreme Council of Scotland to the World 
Congress. I know there have been several occasions since where our paths have 
crossed and I know that you are quite a frequent visitor to Canada and used it as a 
holiday destination several times in your life, so we really appreciate that you could find 
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time in your schedule to visit with us at our Supreme Council and I’m very, very pleased 
to see a representative from Scotland amongst us. 

We tried to find a couple of people that spoke the same language as you, and I 
understand that even in the airport one of our candidates thought he heard a familiar 
voice and so we’re very, very pleased that you could be with us. So thank you much for 
coming and if you’d like to say a few words we’d very much appreciate it. 

GSG Alexander Galbraith: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, distinguished guests, Illustrious Brethren, it’s a great personal delight to be 
present here at the Supreme Council for Canada. 

When I arrived on Wednesday evening after travelling for eighteen hours from Scotland, 
I was met at the airport by two Scotsmen, both candidates at your 33 rd yesterday, III. 

Bro. David McAlpine and III. Bro. Bob Kennaway. So it was a great welcome into your 
country. 

Then yesterday at the session the pianist played Scotland the Brave, so I felt very much 
at home. And then last evening at the banquet we were led in by the piper. So thank 
you, Sovereign Grand Commander, for making me feel so much at home. 

I would at this time tender the apologies of my Most Powerful Sovereign Grand 
Commander Jim Marcus Humphrey of Dinnet, who unfortunately is in Riga this 
weekend attending to a family function and could not be present. 

I have attended many meetings in recent years and shared many precious moments 
with senior members of the Supreme Council for Canada and it has been absolutely 
wonderful, Brethren, to spread the word of the brotherly love and the friendship 
throughout the world. 

I witnessed the wonderful session yesterday afternoon at the conferral of the 33 rd 
Degree, which is considerably different from that which we practice in Scotland, but the 
same profound messages are extended to the candidates. It was wonderful to watch 
and I would personally congratulate all the officers involved for carrying out such a 
wonderful session yesterday afternoon. 

Most wonderful and Sovereign Grand Commander, I thank you most sincerely for the 
hospitality over the last few days. It has been simply wonderful. I met many of my old 
friends and made many new friends. 

And Brethren, if you are at any time in Edinburgh, you are more than welcome to visit 
my Grand Lodge and my Supreme Council. You will be made most welcome. Thank 
you. 

GMC McComb: III. Bro. Desch, Sovereign Grand Commander Supreme Council of 
Germany, would you please join me on the level and to the altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Illustrious Most Puissant Brother Eberhard Desch, 33°, Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Supreme Council of Germany. 
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SGC: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is indeed a pleasure to welcome you to our 
Supreme Council. 

I was looking back and discovered in my notes that I think the first time you and I met 
was, again, in Toronto at the World Congress. I have had an opportunity in several 
meetings to meet with you. The latest one really - and I know you were in Washington 
and in Indianapolis - but I remember specifically having breakfast with you on several 
days in Lisbon when we were at the World Congress this past year, as well, and 
learning a little bit more about your background and your involvement. 

I know that in European circles you are a force to be reckoned with in Masonic terms 
and I know that it’s very dear to your heart. I’m very pleased that you were able to visit 
us. I think it’s the first time we’ve had a Sovereign Grand Commander from and it’s 
indeed a pleasure to welcome you and ask if you might share a few words with the 
Brethren, as well, this morning. 

SGC Eberhard Desch: Most Puissant Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, Illustrious Brethren of the Supreme Council, my dear Brethren all, first I 
would like to thank the pianist who played the notes of our national anthem, which goes 
back to an old poem and which we are singing the third verse which starts, ‘Unity, law 
and freedom’, values which are holy to Freemasonry. 

First I bring you the greetings of my Supreme Council in Germany. It’s a special 
pleasure to be here with you and I am very grateful about the generous hospitality. As 
Alex Galbraith already said, it was wonderful to be welcomed at the airport, to be led 
through the reception here in the hotel and to be so warmly welcomed in these halls. 

We symbolize the international chain of brotherhood which is extremely extended in the 
Scottish Rite and I think it’s a great experience to have this and to be together in 
fraternity and brotherly love. 

And I wanted to share with you a thought that I had this morning. Some things are 
before our eyes, but as evident as they may seem to us they have deep secrets, 
messages for us and if you know some words about our eagle, the double-headed 
eagle. 

You can distinguish four levels in this eagle. The first is the crown. The crown is the 
symbol of the holy empire on one hand, but also, according to the old tradition, the 
divine will which should be executed by human beings. We are entrusted to realize, to 
make reality the divine will. 

The second is the eagle flying up to the sun, raising an important notion of Freemasonry 
already mentioned by one of the distinguished guests, and in a way you may say that 
we are working in our Masonic actions to make perfect this eagle, that we really are 
working on building up the Holy Empire, which should be an empire of peace. 

The sword, on the third level, is an old symbol of discrimination between lies and truth, 
between good and evil, between reality and illusion, and it’s an old symbol for justice 
that we handle, that we fight to protect the weak and to fight against evil deeds. 
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At the last we have a sort of banderole, the two mottos. One, Ordo Ab Chao, that’s the 
task we are entrusted with to create order of all the chaos that, is surrounding us and 
we don’t believe on the physical theories about entropy, but we create order in the 
world. 

And the second particularly mentioned in the ritual, Deus Meumque Jus, God and my 
right. Again, the Crown above here, God and my right, He and the world, it was the war 
cry used by Richard the Lionheart and is used still by the English Crown to reflect their 
sovereignty and we look at the element my right, God and my right, that reflects our 
responsibility for what we are doing and the freedom we should have, the freedom of 
conscience we should fight for. 

But to be really sovereign our notions are symbolic notions and the Sovereign Grand 
Commander is a symbol of what we all should become, sovereign people working in 
freedom, working for freedom and working for the right. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, I have a small gift for you from my Supreme Council for 
your Supreme Council. We have an artist who is now a member of the 33 rd Degree 
which made some designs of some of the Degrees and I would like to give it to you for 
this and in particular as a symbol of our gratitude for the wonderful welcome and all the 
best wishes for all the Brethren. 

Canada has a great name in the world, in particular in the fight for human rights and for 
the rights of man and I think we only can hope that you hold on. It’s wonderful. 

SGC: Thank you so much. I’ll make sure this gets stored here in our archives. 

GMC McComb: III. Bro. Walker, would you please be so kind as to meet me on the 
level and to the altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Most Pre-eminent Brother David G. Walker, 33°, Governor 
General York Rite Sovereign College of North America and a member of this Supreme 
Council. 

SGC: III. Bro. Walker, it is indeed a privilege for me to officially welcome you to our 
session. As I think most of the Brethren know, you are a member of our Supreme 
Council and are very active in your own Valley in the Scottish Rite, but a lot of us were 
not aware of how involved you are in the York Rite bodies, as well. 

You did me the privilege of inviting me down to your session which you were presiding 
on in Louisville, Kentucky at the end of July and I got to see really how involved York 
Rite Masonry is in the United States and, indeed, it was a pleasure to meet some old 
friends that I wasn’t expecting to see there, to tell you the truth, and to meet others. 

You did me the honour to allow me to address your assembly for a couple of minutes 
and speak a little bit about Scottish Rite and our relationship and I wanted to do you that 
honour, as well, at our session. If you would care to say a few words to our Brethren, I 
know how proud we are of the position which you hold within York Rite and it is a 
personal credit to you that you found the time and obviously the desire to be involved in 
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Masonry to the fullest extent that you possibly can. David, it is a pleasure for me to 
have you here. 

MPDGG David Walker: Thank you. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful Grand Master, distinguished guests in 
the East, my Brethren, thank you. 

I am so proud to be a Mason. It’s been said earlier that we are all winners here 
because we’re together. When one has the opportunity to speak to the leaders of 
Freemasonry from across this nation and, indeed, in North America, and this morning in 
Europe, it is so enlightening to see my Brethren who have laboured in the quarries long 
and diligently. So, Sovereign Grand Commander, congratulations to the Scottish Rite of 
Canada in bringing together this wonderful group. Congratulations on the conduct of 
your session. Congratulations to all the new Honorary Inspectors General. I would add 
my welcome to you and trust that as you go forward you will accept more and more 
responsibility. 

I was involved in the military up until 1970, and then I was looking for something 
because I was out two nights a week, one weekend a month and two weeks each 
summer and I like to be busy. So I kind of searched around a bit for a while and 
discovered Freemasonry and became a Mason in 1972. 

By 1978, I was a member of all the York Rite bodies and a 32 nd Degree Mason in the 
Scottish Rite, because I loved spending time with my Brethren. It guaranteed a 
wonderful time. No matter where I travel across this North American continent, that’s 
the experience. 

I would like to share a thought with you. If you go back to the time when you began in 
Masonry, when you became a Mason and those first few formative years of labouring in 
the quarries, you had a couple of heroes. Right? A couple of brothers who were 
perhaps senior, very active, and they inspired you, they inspired you to bigger and 
better things and you, right now, can picture them in your mind’s eye. 

Now my question for all of us is, are we somebody’s Masonic hero? We need to be. We 
Masons love our bling, if I may. We have wonderful titles - Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 

SGC: Tell them your title. 

MPDGG David Walker: Most Pre-Eminently Distinguished Governor General. Aren’t 
they wonderful? Most Worshipful Grand Master - wow. Blows my mind. 

But our right to those titles depends on our membership in our Lodge and we must 
never forget that, no matter how busy we get in the York Rite and Scottish Rite, 
whatever, the duty we owe to the Craft. 

Just think, if all the Scottish Rite Masons and all the York Rite Masons made a habit of 
attending Lodge, just imagine - just imagine. The benches would be overflowing every 
night. What kind of an atmosphere would that create for our initiates?

You know yourself; just look here, how good everything feels. Just the wonderful 
atmosphere, the fact that we’re here together. 

My Brethren, we worry about numbers. If we all attended Lodge on a regular basis we 
wouldn’t have to worry about numbers. 

Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander, for your courtesies. I’m so proud to be here 
as a Canadian representing my international body here in Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry of Canada. Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you, David. 

I think I spied that a representative of the City of Windsor has been able to join us. We 
weren’t sure exactly what time his schedule would permit and I believe he’s here. III. 
Bro. McComb? 

GMC McComb: Yes, sir, he’s among us. 

SGC: And perhaps you could introduce him and we’ll call on him so that he can get 
back to his schedule, as well. 

GMC McComb: Mr. Sleiman, would you please join me at the altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present, Councillor Ed Sleiman, representing the Mayor of Windsor. 

SGC: Welcome, Councillor Sleiman. I recognize your last name. I know we’ve never 
met, but there’s a wonderful beer that - I don’t know if you pronounce it exactly the 
same way as the Sleeman... 

Councillor Sleiman: Sleiman - Sleeman Beer. 

SGC: Close enough? 

Councillor Sleiman: Pretty close enough. 

SGC: Oh, good. 

Councillor Sleiman: Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you so much for being willing to be here and represent the City of 
Windsor, our host. We would like to give you an opportunity to do a couple of words. I’ll 
take you up to the podium. And thank you so much for joining us. 

I’m not sure of your schedule. Once you’ve completed your remarks if you feel that you 
need to leave, that’s quite acceptable, but if you would like to stay for the remainder of 
the morning, or a portion of it, you’re more than welcome to do so. 

Councillor Sleiman: Probably would be a bit longer. 

SGC: Okay. Well, that would be great if you could remain. 

So I will take you over to the podium and we look forward to your comments. 
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Councillor Sleiman: Good morning, everyone. If I may say, good morning, my 
brothers. 

Being a Mason myself I can’t tell you how many times I have been asked whether the 
Masons are a cult or some type of secret society. I explain what Masons stand for and 
the valuable contribution we make to society: building hospitals, raising funds to 
promote health and provide treatment to infants, children and young adults. 

My name is Ed Sleiman. I am a City Councillor in the City of Windsor. It’s both a 
pleasure and an honour to be here today for the 141 st Annual Session of the Supreme 
Council of Scottish Rite Freemasonry of Canada. 

I am here this morning to bring greetings and best wishes of behalf of Mayor Drew 
Dilkins and my colleagues on city council. 

Let me start by congratulating the Windsor Valley Scottish Rite Masons for receiving the 
honour of hosting the Supreme Council Sessions. I have been told that Windsor is 
known for hosting the best attended Session, so I hope that we have continued this 
tradition in 2015. 

I would also like to congratulate all of the distinguished members of the Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry who will be receiving their 33 rd final degree. I am confident you will prove 
worthy of your new appointment and set an example that young members can aspire to.

As Masons it is our duty to make our society better by supporting stronger communities, 
being charitable and by promoting education. I am proud to say that not only have we 
become better individuals, but we strive to help others become better also. 

I won’t take up a lot of your time, so please enjoy your day and the rest of your stay 
here in Windsor. I do hope that during your stay you have the opportunity to enjoy our 
wonderful waterfront and visit some of the local attractions to see what our great city 
has to offer. 

Enjoy your Session and enjoy your stay, and thank you all. 

SGC: Brother Sleiman - I will call you Brother - I didn’t realize that you were a Mason. 
I’m glad to hear that. I didn’t hear you mention Scottish Rite, however, and I know 
probably as a City Councillor and how much time that takes and what a wonderful 
vocation it is, but please consider joining Scottish Rite. 
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There were a lot ears perked up when they heard that you were a Brother in Windsor, 
so don’t be surprised if people will be after you. 

Councillor Sleiman: I would like to be active in the New Year also. 

SGC: Great. Thank you. 

Councillor Sleiman: I have so many people who want me to. 

SGC: Great. Good. 

Councillor Sleiman: Thank you. 

GMC McComb: III. Bro. Binns, III. Bro. Riley, would you please join me on the level and 
the altar. 

Brother, if you could wait just for a few seconds, I shall return. 

III. Bro. Whitmore, would you please join me at the altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Most Illustrious Knight Companion Thomas Roy Binns, 33°, Grand 
Sovereign of the Masonic and Military Order of the Knights of the Red Cross of 
Constantine, Grand Imperial Conclave of Canada and member of our Supreme Council; 
Right Eminent Knight Gerald A. Rile, 32°, Supreme Grand Master Sovereign Great 
Priory of Canada Knights Templar; Right Worthy Robert S. Whitmore, 33°, Provincial 
Grand Master for Ontario, Royal Order of Scotland and member of this Supreme 
Council. 

SGC: Well, Brethren, an official welcome to our Supreme Council Sessions in Windsor. 
Again, I heard you were all members of our Supreme Council Scottish Rite 
Freemasons, and I’m very pleased to know that. 

Gerald, I want to congratulate you on your preferment. I know you went into office, I 
believe, in Montreal in August of this year and unfortunately I was not able to be there 
because of the tightness of the schedule we had in Scottish Rite circles. 

You were telling me that you had a wonderful session this year and I know that you are 
indeed a very proud Freemason and that the work that you do and the Priory does is to 
be commended. So thank you for finding time in your schedule to be with us. 

III. Bro. Binns, our paths have crossed, of course, on many other occasions. I think you 
are in your second year of your term with the Red Cross of Constantine and I know that, 
again, you are a very busy Mason in Scottish Rite circles, as well as in Royal Order 
circles, and we are pleased that you could be with us again this time. 

I don’t know if I should say this or not, but this is a gentleman whose company has 
produced our new membership jewel, so he is quality control right here. So you need to 
know that. 

III. Bro. Whitmore, of course we’ve known each other for quite some time and I had the 
pleasure a couple of years ago to witness you being installed as the Provincial Grand 
Master for Royal Order and it was a pleasure to be able to do that. 
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There is a very close relationship between the Royal Order and Scottish Rite and we 
are pleased that you can officially be recognized in your capacity while we’re visiting in 
the Province of Ontario. So thank you for coming, as well. 

And Rob, if you would care to make a comment or two, that would be appreciated. 

And Brethren, you will be escorted to your seats. 

PGM Robert S. Whitmore: Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, honoured 
guests, my Brethren; it gives me a great deal of pleasure and with great pride that I 
bring greetings from the Royal Order of Scotland to all of you present today. 

As I look out over the crowd there are, of course, many members of the Royal Order of 
Scotland in Ontario who are present today and throughout Canada in each of our 
provinces. It is wonderful to see everybody here. 

However, Brethren, as I look out over the crowd what I really see is a group of men who 
are not made up of separate Concordant Bodies or who are not separated by provincial 
or territorial boundaries, or even by an ocean. What I really see is just plain friendship, 
a Masonic friendship that in no way is limited to specific Concordant Bodies, but cuts 
across all of our Masonic organizations, cuts across all of our geographical boundaries, 
even cuts across an ocean, and it’s a wonderful friendship. It’s a friendship I think 
unique among Masonry and, Brethren, may it ever be so. 

Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

GMC McComb: Brother Loiselle, would you please join me on the level and to the 
altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Ernest Loiselle, President of DeMolay of Canada and Executive 
Officer in Ontario. 

SGC: Ernie, I’m very pleased that you can join us again this year. You know that 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Canada and, indeed, in the United States has a very close 
relationship with the Order of DeMolay. I say this quite often, so most of you will have 
heard that, but Sovereign Grand Commander Seale and McNaughton and myself are all 
senior DeMolays, and we didn’t sort of realize that until we started getting together in 
these types of circles, as well. So we appreciate the work that DeMolay does. 

It was one of my objective as being Sovereign Grand Commander to try to renew and 
invigorate that relationship we had with the Scottish Rite in Canada and last year we 
were able to, for the first time, announce that we had developed a scholarship program 
for leadership training with DeMolay, and once again this year you have been able to 
find three very, very fine young men to receive that training and that we are very 
pleased to have been able to assist with. 

So we hoped to have one of them here this morning, but he just started a new job and 
could not be with us from London, Ontario. But we have a brother from the west, I think 
in Alberta if I remember correctly, one from the Maritime provinces in New Brunswick 
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this time, and one from Ontario who attended DeMolay Leadership Camps this summer, 
leadership training in the United States, and we are very pleased as the Supreme 
Council to support them by giving each of them a cheque in the amount of $500 to 
support what they are doing. 

So I know that you will be the messenger of that good news and will make sure the 
money gets to the right place. 

We thank you for what you are doing. I was excited to hear, during the year by e-mail, 
that the Valley of Barrie is really looking into perhaps being able to help you out with the 
Chapter development and I’m sure you’re very pleased with that, as well. 

So if you would like to make a comment or two, I’m very pleased to have you here. 

Ernest G. Loiselle: Sovereign Grand Commander Illustrious Richard, distinguished 
East, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, Brethren, I always have to be careful when I 
come and talk, especially here, because so many of you know me and will know when 
I’m telling you stories. And I just lost my notes with the three names. Oh, boy. 

This year, as Illustrious Sir Richard has said, we have had some phenomenal success. 
Do you realize that in all of Canada the Scottish Rite is the largest sponsor of DeMolay 
in Canada? I believe it’s the same in the States, is it not? 

I know that both Illustrious Richard and Bill surround themselves with a number of active 
deputies that are not only working for Scottish Rite, but are also executive officers and 
Chapter advisers in DeMolay Chapters. And you say why. DeMolay is our future. 

Many of us have had all sorts of aspirations for being distinguished Masonic leaders. 
You know all the money and all the meeting places in the world will mean nothing if 
there is anyone to fill the seats. 

But I’m preaching to the choir, because every single one of you knows that exactly. 

This year the Scottish Rite in their bursary helped send three of our nineteen young 
men to attend the leadership training in the United States. 

In Alberta, Robert Cameron White, a sixteen-year-old from Edmonton Chapter attended 
the Keyman University leadership conference in Elizabethtown, Pennsylvania. 

Zach Bernicky, an eighteen-year-old member of G. Fred Kingsmill Chapter in London 
attended the same activity, the 2015 Keyman University leadership conference in 
Elizabethtown. 

And in New Brunswick, from Moncton, New Brunswick, Patrick Eisner, a fifteen-year-old 
man from Moncton attended the regional one, DeMolay LTC in New Durham, New 
Hampshire. 

These three men are forever thankful because it didn’t cost them anything other than 
transportation to go to these leadership training experiences where they learn not only 
the skills required to run their DeMolay Chapters, but skills that will help them 
throughout their life in business management, because this isn’t running a Chapter or a 
Lodge, just an exercise of good business management. And that’s what they learned, 
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about getting new product development, sales approach, and membership. 

Membership is the same as beating the bushes for new customers. 

As Illustrious Sir Richard has said, the Valley of Barrie has joined the other Valleys here 
in Ontario. In Ontario, the Ottawa Valley, Guelph Valley, London and Windsor all 
sponsored DeMolay Chapters. The Valley of Barrie, where we have been trying for 
years to develop a Chapter, has come on board and I think our prospects are more than 
comfortable that within a year or so we should have a Chapter in Barrie. 

I thank each and every single one of you for living the lives and getting out there and 
beating the bushes for us with support for DeMolay. We want your sons, we want your 
grandsons, we want your nephews, we even want your brother-in-law who takes all your 
beer and eats all your hamburgers, we even want his son to come out, look at what we 
offer and make a decision for themselves: Is DeMolay what they are interested in? Is 
DeMolay good enough for them? We believe it is. 

Thank you very much for your continued support and guidance throughout the year. 
SGC: Thank you, Ernie. 

I want you to know that Ernie has the petition and he assures me early in the New Year, 
and so by the next time he comes back to one of these sessions, he will be a member 
of Scottish Rite. 

GMC McComb: III. Bro. Maitland, III. Bro. Chamney, would you please join me at the 
altar. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present III. Bro. Gordon Maitland, 33°, Past Twice Puissant Grand Master, 
Windsor Lodge of Perfection, Valley of Windsor; III. Bro. Daniel Chamney, 32°, Past 
Most Wise Sovereign, Windsor Chapter of Rose Croix, Valley of Windsor. 

SGC: Brethren, thank you so much for joining us and being the official delegates, 
really, to the local Scottish Rite Valley. 

III. Bro. Maitland, I guess all of us recognize you from yesterday afternoon and I thank 
you for your service not only in your Valley, but in Scottish Rite in particular, and it was 
nice that you are able to have such an integral part in our vesper service yesterday. 

Daniel, I know that you are here on behalf of your body, as well. I appreciate the fact 
that Windsor has been going through some difficult times in terms of illnesses with 
some of their leadership, and that you could be here to represent them is important, as 
well. 

Again, would you please extend to the members of your Valley the appreciation of all of 
us for the work that you have done to put on these Sessions. They are not that easy a 
thing to do. It takes lots of time and over a course of two or three years, really, to make 
sure everything is in place. 
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We thank you so much for being here and I don’t know if you care to say a word, that 
would be great and we’d be pleased to do that and have you join us. Thank you so 
much. 

III. Bro. Gordon Maitland: Sovereign Grand Commander, members of Supreme 
Council, distinguished visitors and Brethren all, on behalf of the Windsor Valley Lodge 
of Perfection and the Windsor Valley Chapter of the Rose Croix, we want to formally 
welcome you and express our joy and pleasure in having you here. 

Many have volunteered from the Windsor Valley to assist behind the scenes and we 
hope their hospitality has been felt and we hope that they have extended the very best 
welcome to you as your time is spent here in Windsor. 

Now, I do have a few remarks to say, Sovereign Grand Commander, and that is to say 
that in my profession as an ordained minister - and I know the Grand Prior will back me 
up on this - that we sometimes hear people express to us because of certain 
behaviours their concern of being struck by lightning. 

Now, you may not know this, but Windsor is the thunderstorm capital of Canada. There 
are more thunderstorms in this city than any other in Canada, and consequently your 
chances of being struck by lightning are much higher here than anywhere else. 

So in light of the stories we’ve heard from the Sovereign Grand Commander of the 
Northern District of the United States, let me assure you the Grand Prior and I will be at 
the banquet tonight to hear your confession and make sure the chances of lightning 
strike are thereby diminished. 

Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: Thank you. Thanks so much. 

I believe that concludes our distinguished guests’ introductions. Indeed, I want to thank 
all of you who have been introduced for taking time from your schedules to be with us. 

When I just sat down just previous to this last announcement, I thought I should make 
myself cognizant of the time and I had taken my wristwatch off to sort of remind me and 
somehow I turned it over and I got thoughts from last night and I was panicking here to 
figure out, now what time is it, because my watch was upside down and I couldn’t tell 
what was there. So I think we’re doing fine for time. 

One of the things that I had mentioned earlier on just as we were underway this morning 
was that I wanted to use this opportunity this morning to aware the John Ross 
Matheson Award. 

Last year the Supreme Council had a revisit of the criteria for selection and the process 
that had been in place since, I think, about 2001, and we made a couple of slight 
modifications. In terms of the selection procedure it is the same, but the presentations, 
what we have decided that we would do is that rather than require the recipients to 
come to an annual session, fly across the country and pay for a hotel and what have 
you, that we would afford them the opportunity to be presented with the John Ross 
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Matheson Award perhaps in their home Valley on an occasion that could be arranged 
by the Valley, and hopefully the Sovereign Grand Commander of the day. 

So last year we had two named recipients and as it turned out neither was available to 
come to Halifax, regardless of how we handled it. So I had the opportunity in, I believe 
it was October, through arrangements with the Valley of Victoria to present the John 
Ross Matheson Award to III. Bro. Terry Akerman. 

He was most appreciative of having well over - in fact, I think there were about 125 
Brethren there and many of them came specifically for that purpose and it was a 
wonderful evening and he spoke about his love for Freemasonry, and Scottish Rite in 
particular. 

Our other recipient, who was unable to be here, indicated because we would be 
meeting in Ontario and the proximity to where he lives, that he would make himself 
available at this Session. So we have this morning with us III. Bro. Gordon Curl from the 
Valley of Guelph. 

I want to take this opportunity to formally introduce him to you and to designate him as a 
John Ross Matheson Award winner, and I’m going to ask III. Bro. Skip Whiteley if he 
would please join with me, as well, in this process. 

Skip, as you know, has been chairman of that committee for a number of years, 
perhaps even from its inception, and he is stepping down from that committee at the 
end of this triennium, as well, and I have asked him specifically if he would assist me in 
this. 

So III. Bro. Grand Marshall, if you can find III. Bro. Gordon Curl for me - and there he is 
over on the other side - and if they would join me at the podium, I would appreciate it. 

In fact, we can do this at the altar. We’ll do this at the altar. 

III. Bro. Skip Whiteley: Well, Brethren, the John Ross Matheson Award is the most 
prestigious award that our Supreme Council offers for distinguished Masonic service 
and we will, I think probably tomorrow morning, announce the decisions of our Supreme 
Council this year and you will learn the names of the two Brethren who, during the next 
year, will go through a similar situation. 

III. Bro. Gord, I know that you have been a Mason for, I think, thirty-four years now and 
most of that period of time you have also been a member of Scottish Rite. 

My notes tell me that you have served as Most Puissant Grand Master of your Lodge of 
Perfection and I know that you have been involved locally as a lodge secretary, a 
treasurer and you have a background in accounting so you are in great demand to do 
those kinds of things in your community. 

I also noted that you have a love of antique cars are involved in those things and are 
very involved in your own church, as well. 

The nomination process requires Brethren to nominate you and to let us know a few 
things about you. I was particularly struck by one paragraph - and that’s why I’ve got 
this piece of paper here - because I wanted to let you hear what the Brethren who 
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nominated you in your Valley said about you and with respect to your service to 
mankind. 

Gord’s service to mankind is shown to all of us through the way he lives his life, a quiet, 
gentle man who never raises his voice, takes every day in his stride and is never heard 
complaining. Never do you hear Gord Curl say an unkind word about anyone or any 
situation. He just quietly works dispassionately for the betterment of all and always 
thinks before he speaks, the sign of a true Mason. 

His example to family and his many friends show him as a leader to all and this 
becomes very evident in his daily life.” 

So there is no question that your Brethren highly regard you and we, as Scottish Rite 
Freemasons, want to acknowledge that. I’m going to ask Skip if he would please 
formally present you with the John Ross Matheson Award. 

I don’t know if you’re going to have some trouble with that hand, but...okay. 

(John Ross Matheson Award presented) 

SGC: Thank you, Skip, very much, for doing that and again, thank you so much for 
your work on that committee and all the work you’ve done, and I know you will continue 
on and you will continue to contribute in other ways to the Supreme Council. You 
deserve a little bit of a rest from all that fundraising, as well, and we are pleased to see 
you are up and around after that unfortunate fall on the escalator and that obviously you 
wanted to stay, because you easily could have gone home with an injury like that. We 
appreciate you doing that and continuing to be part our Session today. Thank you, 

Skip. 

And Gord, if you would like to say a word or two I’ll have you come up to the podium to 
do that. And if you’ll allow me, I’ll just adjust that jewel for you because obviously Skip, 
with that hand, doesn’t have the dexterity that he would normally have. So I’ll just if I 
can put that on so you can - I think that will do there. 

So Gord, if you would like to share a few things, please do so. 

III. Bro. Gord Curl: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, 
distinguished East and my Brethren all, it isn’t very often that I’m speechless. When I 
heard what our Sovereign Grand Commander read I thought my mother would be 
proud, but my dad would shake his head. 

I have been a member of this Council now for fourteen years, having been coroneted in 
London in 2001. During those years I have attended almost every Supreme Council 
reunion here. I think I’ve missed a couple due to illness, but I never failed to appreciate 
the work that goes into one of these reunions. If you have been involved in one, you will 
know of which I speak. 

As our Sovereign Grand Commander said, that I have been involved in the antique car 
hobby for many years, having married a lady that had an antique car. Couldn’t afford to 
buy one, but we have travelled over 100,000 miles in that car, a 1932 Frontenac. And 
we have met Masons throughout the U.S. I have driven as far as Omaha, Wisconsin 
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and pretty well everywhere in Ontario, and I’ve met many, many Masons. Quite often 
the only reason you would know that they were a Mason, you might just happen to see 
a ring or whatever. 

But as our Grand Master has indicated, I am proud to be a Mason and I have a symbol 
on my car and everybody knows whereof I am. 

Also, we are very proud of our building in Guelph and I would be remiss if I didn’t extend 
greetings from our Thrice Puissant and our Most Wise Sovereign and invite you to 
attend any of our meetings, either in the Lodge or in Scottish Rite. 

Once again, thank you and I appreciate the honour. Thank you. 

SGC: If you would like to join us, please. 

Thank you, Gord. 

Now, I’m going to sit down for a little bit and my script tells me there’s a few things that 
we should mention at this point. First is that, for those of you who were not at our 
session yesterday, that the minutes of the 2014 Session in Halifax were adopted as 
published and so they have been approved and so I wanted you to know that, as well. 

I believe there is a tradition, III. Bro. Gilkinson, for us to have you poll the members. Is 
that correct? Am I reading the script correctly? Could you do that now? 

GSG: That is correct, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: Thank you. 

GSG: I’ll first poll the Active Members: Done 
And I’ll poll the following Past-Actives: Done. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, all Active and Past Active members are present with the 
exception of Actives: John Lawer, James Ross, Ronald MacDonald, Orlan Weber; and 
Past Actives: Robert Barnett, Ray Bryant, John Chadbourne, Gerald Chaulk, Stanley 
Clayton, William Cook, Philippe Decelles, C. Edwin Drew, Thomas Hannan, Donald 
Lambie, Donald Orr, Ken Orr, Pierre Phaneuf, John Prosnick, Jack Sproule, Robert 
Taylor, Don Thornton, Robert Waddell, Robert Wands, Alexander Watson, John Winch, 
James Wood, Gordon Young, and I know that Edward Standish was here up until this 
morning, in any event. 

That is the roll call, sir. 

SGC: Thank you, III. Bro. Gilkinson. 

I think most of you are aware that III. Bros John Lawer and Jim Ross and Ron 
MacDonald are all absent due to illnesses, and in fact III. Bro. MacDonald was 
scheduled for surgery yesterday and we haven’t heard yet how that’s come out and 
hopefully we’ll hear something before the end of the day. 

And III. Bro. Orlan Weber is moving residence from Alberta to British Columbia and is in 
the midst of that and sends his regrets, as well. 
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Yesterday we had the almoner’s box the fraternal assistance after the degrees and it is 
customary that we designate that to the host Valley, and I’m wondering if - well, yes, I 
think we do need a motion on that to happen. 

III. Bro. Gilkinson, would you be prepared to make that motion? 

GSG: I would, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

I will move, seconded by III. Bro. Terry McLean, that the Supreme Council offering taken 
in general session be forwarded to the Almoner of the Valley of Windsor. 

SGC: And active members, by a show of hands, all in favour? Opposed, if any? 

That’s carried. Thank you. 

Grand Secretary-General, I understand that you have received regrets. Did you want to 
make a confirmation on a couple of those, or a comment? 

GSG: Yes, Sovereign Grand Commander. We have received regrets from the 
Supreme Council of England and Wales from Sovereign Grand Commander Allan 
Englefield. Also from the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of 
Scotland, J.M. Marcus Humphrey of Dinnet, and from Australia on behalf of Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander Jack Ball. 

SGC: Thank you so much for that. 

Illustrious Grand Secretary-General, there has been, certainly with the introduction of 
our guests today, talk of our close relationship with many of the Supreme Councils 
around the world and we have a system of Grand Representatives between Supreme 
Councils, and I indicated in the session yesterday that I was able to make several 
appointments in my capacity of Sovereign Grand Commander, but I have left the 
majority of that work in the hands of our next Sovereign Grand Commander and we 
consulted on the ones that were done more recently this year. 

We would like to just recognize those Brethren that are representing us to other 
Supreme Councils, or representing those Supreme Councils to us I guess is the proper 
way to say it. I always get that confused. 

So I would ask our Grand Secretary-General to call the roll of the Grand 
Representatives as we understand the terms of registration that are present at these 
sessions. 

GSG: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. With your permission I will omit those 
Grand Reps that are not present today? 

SGC: Yes. 

GSG: All right. 

Roll Call of the Grand Representatives was called and regrets given for those absent. 
(See page 338 for Grand Representatives List) 

GSG: I believe that completes the roll, Sovereign Grand Commander, of Grand Reps. 
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SGC: Thank you, Grand Secretary-General. 

And I wonder if we might ask III. Bro. Marvin Munro to speak on behalf of the Grand 
Representatives. 

III. Bro. Munro: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, 
distinguished guests, Sovereign Grand Commander and members of the Supreme 
Council, the Grand Representatives of this Supreme Council bring you greetings from 
all the Supreme Councils of the world we represent. 

We understand our duties are to assist in maintaining fraternal relations between 
Supreme Councils and building bridges of brotherly amity between brethren. 

Freemasonry is a worldwide fraternity and one of its beauties is that we maintain ties 
with brother Masons around the world, one of our greatest ideals, universality. 

A great many of us have found being a Grand Representative has led to making new 
Masonic friends in other places. We must remember what Freemasonry is about and 
why we are involved in it. We are trying to learn and improve ourselves and to be 
interesting people and have a good time. We are trying to promote brotherhood among 
all people and spread the Masonic philosophy of tolerance and acceptance of all 
people, regardless of race, religion or anything else other than the content of their 
character. 

Every Grand Representative can enrich himself both in knowledge and by new 
friendships. We do not look upon these appointments as mere honorary offices, but as 
service to Scottish Rite Freemasonry and the principle of universal brotherhood. The 
greatest gift we can bestow on others is a good example. 

We thank you for the confidence you have placed in us by entrusting this important task 
to each of us. Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you, III. Bro. Munro. 

Brethren, one thing I can do is control the length of my allocution, but the thing I can’t do 
is control the length of the video. Is it ready to go? 

I would like, then, to take this time and I can vary my time after that. Perhaps, III. Bro. 
McLean, would you give a brief introduction to the process we’ve been through the last 
number of months? Then we will show you the video on the screen to your side here. It 
will be a bit of a break of the formality here. 

LGC: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, distinguished 
guests and Brethren, what you are going to see is a video. The Sovereign Grand 
Commander took the initiative of membership and he said, I guess the middle of the 
year, ‘We need a video’. So I asked him a little bit more, ‘But what about the content? 
What would you like it to do?’ 

And he said, ‘Well, I think we need a video to use as a recruiting tool, as well as 
information about the Scottish Rite, and particularly focussing on the Master Mason’. 
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So I hired the services of III. Bro. Milan Cobanov, who did the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation video, and I said, ‘We would like to do something similar for the 
membership’. 

So he got his production crew and he travelled from coast to coast. I asked the 
deputies if they could give us a list of brethren who would be capable of participating 
and willing to participate in the video. 

So we do have a cross-section and you’ll see them identified, and there might be some 
people in the room that you will see up on the screen. 

Now, I saw this video, the finished product, about seven o’clock this morning, so it is 
uncut, it’s about twenty-five minutes long - it shouldn’t be that long - so we thought it 
was important for you to take a look at it anyway and your feedback will be much 
appreciated. 

We will then go back to the editorial board and take another look at it. 

I would ask the Brethren on this side if they’d either like to swing their chair around to 
look at the screen, or move to someplace else. It will be projected behind you. 

GSG: Okay. If you need anything, you just let me know. 

MEMBERSHIP VIDEO IS PLAYED 

SGC: If you resume, your chairs we’ll continue on. I was able not to see that exact 
one, but about two nights ago the first copy was made available to us and I’m thinking 
personally today, just given the comments of some of our distinguished guests and what 
we’ve been seeing, witnessing before this, how that really, in my mind, sort of tied in 
everything we’ve been about. 

We know that it’s too long for most audiences, but I thought it was important that you 
saw what these Brethren had to say about our wonderful organization. 

What they said, none of that was scripted. These were their thoughts and what they 
wanted to do, and obviously that’s the craft of the editors, as well, in terms of putting 
that together. 

The only other comment I want to make about that is you realize that we have a special 
candidates fund that, over the last number of years now, we’ve been asking our new 
Honorary Inspectors General to make a contribution towards and we’ve been waiting to 
decide how we might use some of the interest from that money once it’s built up. 

I want you to know that the first use of that money, the investment interest on that 
account, is going to fund that membership video in its final form. And so it’s a fitting 
tribute to the honourees of the last number of years in terms of helping us perpetuate 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Canada. 

So, Terry, if you would please extend our thanks to the team that is continuing to work 
on this. I know we’re even thinking we might have a couple of versions, one that’s 
much, much shorter and one that’s perhaps a bit longer that you might even want to 
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show in your Valleys to your existing members because I think it’s a really good news 
message there and something we’ve needed. 

Terry, did you want to make a final comment or anything? 

LGC: No, Sovereign Commander. 

SGC: I have one quick announcement that I said I would make. Those of you who are 
wearing the Scottish Rite jewel, yesterday someone found an eagle that had dropped 
off on the floor. So if you would take a look, if you’re missing the eagle in the middle it 
will be up here for you. It’s not something probably most of us would even realize is 
missing until the next time we were going to put it on. 

So take a look and if you seem to be missing the small, little eagle in the middle, it will 
be up here for you to retrieve and with a little bit of Crazy Glue I think you can get it 
back on. 

Now, to the best of my knowledge we are done other than for me. Is that correct, 

Brian? 

GSG: That is correct, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: The candidates are reminded of the workshop and I believe, III. Bro. Loopstra, 
you wanted to remind the directors of the Foundation. 

III. Bro. Loopstra: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

The directors of the Foundation that were elected at the members’ meeting yesterday, 
there is going to be a very short meeting but we do require your attendance, 
immediately following this meeting, across the hall in the meeting room. 

Unless you want to join the III. Bro. in the lion’s den, be there on time. Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you, III. Bro. Loopstra. 

Brethren, I am mindful of the time, but I do want to say a few things. But traditionally at 
the beginning of the Allocution - and I’m going to ask that this be done now before I 
really begin - we need to take time to remember Brethren who are not with us, that 
have participated in our Supreme Council in past years and no longer can do so, and 
I’m going to ask our Illustrious if he might lead us in a short memorial in relationship to 
those brothers so that we can all take a moment from our schedules and bring back 
memories of our fine associations with those Brethren. 

Brother Grand Prior. 

GP Michael Farr: Sovereign Grand Commander, keeping in mind the time I will try and 
restrict some of the things that I usually do, without making it less. 

We gather in the presence of God this day to remember those who have gone before us 
in Scottish Rite Masonry. 
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Let not your heart be troubled, believe in God, believe also in Me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions. If it were not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. 

The eternal God is our refuge and underneath are the everlasting arms. 

We shall now hear the 23 rd Psalm. 

III. Bro. Alan Petrisor: The Lord is my shepherd; I’ll not want. 

He makes me down to lie in pastures green, He leadeth me the quiet waters by. 

My soul He doth restore again, and me to walk doth make 
Within the paths of righteousness e’en for His own namesake. 

Yea, though I walk in death’s dark vale yet will I fear no ill 
For Thou art with me and Thy rod and staff me comfort still 
My table Thou has furnished in presence of my foes. 

My head Thou doest with oil anoint and my cup overflows. 

Goodness and mercy all my life shall surely follow me 
And in God’s house forever more my dwelling place shall be. 

GP Michael Farr: Gathering together in the presence of God, we give thanks and 
celebrate the lives of the Scottish Rite Masons who have gone before us. We have also 
come to say good-bye to them and to give thanks for God that he has received them 
into His kingdom. 

We shall read in the Allocution those names of those Brethren. Unfortunately, we 
already know two of them, at least: C. Robert Townsend and Ken Rutherford. Each 
one of us will have our own memories of them and I trust that when you see those 
names you will have memories of all the others. 

Most of you will have seen or read the baluster on III. Bro. C. Robert Townsend, Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander, a bishop of the church. 

In the Royal Order of Scotland his characteristic name was Faith. How appropriate, 
because he, like, some of the others of us, are not really religious people, but we are 
people of faith. He understood all people to be children of God. 

I was privileged to attend his initiation into Tuscan Lodge in Sarnia, but we have a long 
connection. Not only that, our families have a long connection and I know from the 
expressions on your faces the way he and I used to be back and forth at each other, 
you wondered what I was doing speaking to the Sovereign Grand Commander and my 
former boss, bishop of the church, in those ways. 

My grandfather was a priest of the church and when Bob’s father started ministry they 
were in adjoining parishes, so that’s where the family connection started. When my 
father was ordained into the priesthood, Bob’s father was his mentor. When I was 
ordained into the priesthood, Bob was my mentor. 

His daughter, at his eulogy, said that he understood the church to be a living, changing 
organization and it’s my memory that he provided the same kind of leadership to 
Scottish Rite, that it was a living, changing organization, as well. 
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Now that he has gone I’ll have to find someone else to pick on during my sermons. I 
started with Gordon and his wife yesterday. 

That sometimes gruff man had another side. He used to live in a house right on Lake 
Huron and when the rain and the snow blew in off the lake sideways, he had to go in the 
back. He couldn’t stand to be there seeing that snow come in. 

For those of you who live in the mountains, snow doesn’t fall down out of the sky, it 
comes in sideways on the wind. 

I wish to leave you with some wisdom from Bishop Bob. He taught his wife Pat to drink 
single malt Scotch - Pat, whom I’ve known personally since grade ten in high school - 
and that way you only have to take one bottle with you when you travel. 

If you’re playing golf and smoking a cigar, never put the cigar on the ground behind you 
lest when you swing, you swing off -balance and step back on it. You always put it 
down in front of you. At our age, play from the senior tees. 

When there is a problem and it’s your fault, own it. If you are the cause of the problem, 
own it and fix it. 

III. Bro. Rutherford I knew from here. I will remember Ken as a gentle man. 

It’s difficult to say good-bye to some of these folks whom we love and will see no longer, 
because their death leaves an emptiness in our lives that only God and time will fill and 
heal. But our joy is that God and time will heal, will heal that and fill that emptiness. 

Let us pray. 

Lord, teach us to count our days so that we may live wisely in Your love, which is our 
true home in life and death. Help us to let go of the things that are keeping us from 
living truthfully and gracefully in Your mercy and love. Guide us to treasure our days 
and apply our hearts to Your wisdom. Amen. 

Audience: So mote it be. 

GP Michael Farr: And praying together the universal prayer: 

Our Father, Who art in heaven, hallowed by the name, Thy kingdom come. 

Thy Will be done on earth as it is in heaven. Give us this day, our daily bread and 
forgive us our trespasses as we forgive them that trespass against us. And lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us from evil. For Thine is the kingdom, the power and the 
glory, forever and ever. Amen. 

SGC: Thank you, III. Bro. Prior. 

Past Sovereign Grand Commander Matt Todd, if you would take the gavel while I 
proceed with my remarks.

PSGC Crosby: Sovereign Grand Commander, I move that the Allocution of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander be received with thanks and referred to the Committee of 
Jurisprudence and Legislation. 

PSGC Todd: Seconder, please? 

LGC: I will second that. 

PSGC Todd: Moved and seconded. Is there any comment? You have heard the 
motion. All those in favour signify in the usual manner. Motion carried. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, it’s a pleasure. 

SGC: Thank you. 

PSGC Todd: I thank you for the Allocution and the pleasure. 

SGC: Thank you. 

Well, Brethren, we will now suspend labours of this Supreme Council, to be resumed at 
nine o’clock tomorrow morning. There will be an executive session at eight-thirty. We 
will be crowning four active members and so I would ask all those who are participating 
in that to be sure that we can start right at eight-thirty. 

We do not have very much business at all tomorrow morning, but we do have a couple 
of items. I have to hear what this Committee on Jurisprudence has to say about what I 
said this morning, and a couple of other things. 

Then, of course, the most important thing is to have the installation of officers for our 
next triennium, as life continues on. My estimation is that with all that we do need to do 
tomorrow morning I would be surprised if you weren’t walking out that door and getting 
ready to go home shortly after eleven. That’s what we’re going to try for. 

So we think we can do that. That’s why I wanted to show that video today, rather than 
tomorrow. 
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There will be copies of the Allocution available to you when you leave and I think I 
would be remiss if I didn’t do the commercial that this afternoon I think if you probably 
go by where the office is set up, those of you who have sufficient funds can purchase a 
membership jewel, if you wish. We have some that we have ordered in anticipation of 
that. 

They will only be available through the Supreme Council office. They will not be 
available through any commercial vendor. We have talked to several of the more 
prominent vendors in the country and they have assured us that they will respect our 
right to issue those ourselves. So I mention that to you, as well. 

The afternoon is yours. A reminder again for the Board of Directors of the Foundation, 
you have a meeting and we have the workshop for the newly invested Honorary 
Inspectors General. 

So Brethren, if you would stand. Illustrious Grand Prior, would you please attend at the 
altar. 

I thank you all for your attendance. If you would kindly allow the platform guests to 
retire, that would be appreciated. Again, we will see you tonight for dinner and Allard 
and I got a bet and we’re going to see how it all works out. So we really appreciate 
what you have told us in terms of our banquets and our timing and we are going to do 
our best. 

So with that, thank you, and Most Worshipful the Grand Master, thank you for being up 
here this morning and your kind words, as well.

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Allocution of Sovereign Grand Commander 
141st Annual Session ~ Windsor, Ontario 


Peers and Brethren: 

In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council, I am presenting my third Allocution “enumerating all rulings made, 
permissions and dispensations granted, and important official acts done during the year 
and recommending the legislation I (he) may deem necessary or expedient for the 
continued welfare of the Rite.” 

May I first offer you a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 141 st Annual Session of 
our Supreme Council, held this year in Windsor, Ontario and hosted by the Valley of 
Windsor. 

To our candidates and their spouses, I extend our congratulations and best wishes on 
their election to our Supreme Council. 

It is also a pleasure to be in the company of our distinguished guests from within 
Scottish Rite Masonry and from our larger Masonic family. I am particularly pleased that 
the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario, M. W. Bro. 
John C. Green is with us. III. Bro. Green, 33° was coroneted an Honorary Inspector- 
General yesterday afternoon. 

The Valley of Windsor has a long and rich history. Freemasonry has been present in 
this area since 1764. Palestine Lodge of Perfection and the Rose Croix Chapter were 
originally constituted on December 9, 1887. Unfortunately the Charters were 
surrendered six years later. The Lodge of Perfection was re-established on April 29, 
1916 and the Rose Croix Chapter in 1918. The Valley also sponsors the Windsor 
Learning Centre. The Centre, the second to be incorporated, began its operation in 
2005. 

I believe that this will be the sixth time our Annual Session has been held in Windsor. 

Necrology 

It is customary and fitting each year, at our Annual Session of Supreme Council, for us 
to celebrate the lives of our friends and brothers who were called to be with the Great 
Architect of the Universe. All will be missed and we give thanks to God our Father for 
their lives and the love they shared with us. We mourn their passing and join together in 
the celebration of their lives on earth. 

Since we last met two Past Sovereign Grand Commanders and two Past Active 
Members of our Supreme Council have died. Each brought his special talents and gifts 
to Freemasonry and especially Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Each of them lived lives well 
respected and each of them died regretted. 
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Past Sovereign Grand Commanders 
III. Bro. Glenn M. Martin, 33°(1925-2015) 

III. Bro. Martin served as Sovereign Grand Commander (1997 - 2000). He began his 
Masonic journey in Kamloops, BC, in 1960 and joined Scottish Rite in 1962. He served 
his Scottish Rite Valley as the presiding officer in all three bodies. III. Bro. Martin was 
very active in the Order of Eastern Star and the Royal Order of Scotland and a great 
supporter of Job’s Daughters. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 
1979 and was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 1991. Until ill health 
limited his travel, he attended Advisory Council meetings and Annual Sessions. 

III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend, 33° (1938-2015) 

III. Bro. Townshend served as Sovereign Grand Commander (2006 -2009). His Masonic 
journey began in 1971 in Tuscan Lodge No.437 and two years later he joined Chatham 
Lodge of Perfection. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1990 and was 
crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 1994. III. Bro. Townshend served as 
the Provincial Grand Master for the Royal Order of Scotland and was a member of 
Mocha Temple Shriners. 

The “Bishop”, as we fondly liked to refer to him, took a keen interest in the Charitable 
Foundation, serving as its President from 2012 to 2014 when ill health forced him to 
step down. He was instrumental in spearheading the celebration of the Foundation’s 
50 th Anniversary and Million Dollar Fundraising Initiative. 

Active Members 

III. Bro. Kenneth R. Rutherford, 33° (1948-2015) 

III. Bro. Rutherford was the Chief Operating Officer for the Supreme Council, having 
been appointed in 2011. He was, in fact, at the office preparing for this very Session 
when he died. 

He began his Masonic Journey in 1984 in Prince Arthur Lodge located in Arthur, Ontario 
and two years later joined Royal City Lodge of Perfection and Guelph Chapter Rose 
Croix. In 1987 he became a member of the Hamilton Consistory. He was coroneted an 
Honorary Inspector-General in 2005 and was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General in 2007. 

III. Bro. Ken served Scottish Rite in a number of leadership roles in his Valley, on the 
Supreme Council and as an administrator. He went about his work quietly, with 
compassion for all with whom he came in contact, and with a desire to ensure that their 
needs were addressed. 

Past Active Members 

III. Bro. John W. Lewis, 33° (1948-2014) 

III. Bro. Lewis was received into Masonry in 1985. In 1998 was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General, 33°, and crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 2009. 
Despite his ill health and weak condition, he and his wife, Nancy, travelled to Halifax last 
year to attend our Session. He died two months later on December 22, 2014. 
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III. Bro. Thomas W. S. Band, 33° (1921-2015) 

III. Bro. Band was received into Masonry in 1950. In 1986 was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General, 33°, and crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 1989. In 
September, 1997 he became a Past Active member of our Supreme Council. 

I would also like to mention the passing of Mrs. Isabel M. Mortlock, wife of Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Walter Mortlock, 33°, who predeceased her. Her 
life spanned December 27, 1910 until March 1,2015. III. Bro. Mortlock held office from 
1979 to 1982 and died in 1998.

While we do not have a list of those brethren from Constituent Bodies throughout the 
Country who have laid down their Working Tools, we shall also give thanks for their 
contribution to Freemasonry. Many of these were friend and brothers in our own towns 
and communities and we mourn their loss and can be thankful of their eternal life with 
God our Father. 

Past Active Rank 

Our Statutes and Regulations requires that an Active Member attaining the age of 75 
years must transfer to Past Active rank and also allow Active Members to request 
transfer to same. 

This year we have one Active Member who has submitted his resignation as an Active 
Member and one Active Member who by reason of age has attained this status. 

III. Bro. Marvin J. Salmi, 33° Past Active 

III. Bro. Salmi faithfully fulfilled his duties as a Deputy for Ontario, travelling many 
hundreds of miles on behalf of Scottish Rite. I am confident that he will continue to 
support this Supreme Council as his time and health permits. 

III. Bro. Marvin L. Munro, 33° Past Active 

III. Bro. Munro served as Deputy for British Columbia and the Yukon from 2006 to 2014. 

I am confident that he will continue to provide counsel to this Supreme Council as a 
Past Active Member. 

Resignation from Office 

III. Bro. James Ross, 33° who was serving as the Deputy for Quebec, submitted his 
resignation in early May, 2015 in order to serve the Grand Lodge of Quebec as its 
Grand Master. III. Bro. Jean Reed, 33° the outgoing Grand Master, has accepted the 
interim appointment as Deputy for Quebec. 

I also wish to mention one Supreme Council Member who will not be continuing in office 
at the conclusion of this triennium. III. Bro. Ron MacDonald, 33° has decided to retire 
from office and afford the opportunity for leadership to other Active members. 

I have enjoyed working with this fine Freemason. I thank him for his contribution to 
Scottish Rite these past three years.

Dispensations and Rulings 

Our Statutes and Regulations provide that a Deputy may request the Sovereign Grand 
Commander to allow a jurisdiction to nominate candidates, in excess of the standard 
3.0% to a maximum of 3.5% of the jurisdictional membership, to be considered for 
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election to be coroneted as Honorary Inspectors-General. The Article also allows a 
Deputy to request the right to submit one nomination per province in situations where 
the 3.5% entitlement does not entitle a jurisdiction to nominate. 

In all cases where a request has been made, I have agreed to the extension of the 
number of candidates to be proposed. 

I have approved Bylaw revisions for the Valley of Sudbury Lodge of Perfection; the 
Valley of Vancouver; the Valley of Fraser Valley; and the Valley of Central Alberta 
Lodge of Perfection. 

Several situations concerning the accommodation of candidates to receive degrees on 
alternate dates or in a sister Valley have been referred to me, and I believe in all 
situations the Deputy and I have been able to meet the needs of a candidate within the 
confines of our Statutes and Regulations. 

Several Valleys have requested that they be allowed to hold the Re-Lighting of Lights 
on Maundy Thursday. The Statutes should be clarified so that all Valleys understand 
that the two ceremonies of Extinguishing the Lights and Re-lighting the Lights should 
not occur on the same day. 

It is also wise to remind Valleys that have had a dispensation approved that the 
approval is for that occasion only and that a request for a similar dispensation in the 
future must be submitted for each occasion.

During the third year of my tenure I have had an opportunity to travel within a number of 
jurisdictions. I thank all those who have assisted with my travel arrangements including 
transportation and accommodations for me. It is indeed a privilege to be part of this very 
large Masonic Family.

John Ross Matheson Award 

Every year our Committee on Special Awards has a challenging but rewarding task of 
selecting the finalists for this prestigious award. This award is named after a beloved 
Scottish Rite Mason who exemplified a commitment of distinguished service to the 
Fraternity, his community, his country and mankind. 


Several revisions to the selection guidelines were approved by the Advisory Council last 
year. 


Nominees must be members of Scottish Rite and cannot be Active members or Past 
Active members of the Supreme Council. Award presentation will be in the Valley of the 
recipient in the year after the recipient has been approved by the Supreme Council. In 
the past, award winners have had to travel to the Supreme Council Session at their own 
expense in order to accept the reward. The Sovereign Grand Commander will consult 
with the recipient’s Valley to choose a suitable time to award the John Ross Matheson 
Award before the family and friends of the recipient. 


Supreme Council Initiatives 

When I was installed as your Sovereign Grand Commander three years ago in 
Winnipeg, I indicated to you that there were three areas that I believed our attention 
should be focused: Leadership, Communication and Membership. To that end, I asked 
our Lt. Grand Commander to review our Leadership Initiatives and our Grand Secretary- 
General to develop a Communication strategy. I would focus my attention on 
Membership. I will comment briefly on each area, realizing that more extensive reports 
have been discussed earlier at these Sessions. 


It is my belief that with good Leadership and an effective Communication strategy, 
Membership recruitment and retention initiatives will be successful. These areas are 
closely related and as such, we have approached these topics as a team. 

Our Leadership Development initiatives these past three years have included the 
holding of conference calls with our Deputies, the development of a template to guide 
the Deputies’ Annual Reports, the reformatting of the State of the Rite Report to reflect 
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our initiatives and the conducting of a Deputy’s Leadership Conference. The Deputies 
have also been asked to take a greater role in organizing the Deputy’s Workshop at our 
Annual Session. This year, for the first time, a New HIG Orientation Seminar has been 
organized. All our recently coroneted Honorary Inspector-Generals will be attending this 
seminar this afternoon to become better acquainted with their new responsibilities and 
the resources available to them to support their local Valleys. 

For some time the Supreme Council has been concerned that our current practices limit 
the ability of many jurisdictions to recommend worthy Scottish Rite Masons for 
designation as an Honorary Inspectors-General. Amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations will hopefully allow for the consideration of worthy nominees based upon 
merit. 

Communication has been improved by the establishment of a Communications Advisory 
Committee under the co-chairmanship of III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson and Gareth Taylor. 
Our website scottishritecanada.ca continues to be a valuable tool as more information is 
made available in the 

Members Only Area 

Valley Grand Secretaries are reminded that copies of the Degree Rituals are now 
available to them on the website. Our annual publication of The Clarion, which is sent to 
every Scottish Rite member in Canada, has proved an effective tool to encourage 
donations to our Scottish Rite Foundation and our eight Learning Centres. Communique 
has also proven to be an effective method to distribute timely information about Valley 
activities and Supreme Council Members, via email. 

Membership Video 

I am very pleased that a Membership video has been produced and should be available 
for distribution to all valleys in the near future. The funding for this video will be from the 
revenue generated from the Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

Revised Application for Degrees 

Revisions to the Petition for Membership have also been proposed for approval. 

Membership Jewel 

About eighteen months ago, on one of my visits to an Ontario valley, I was asked why 
there was not a Scottish Rite Membership Jewel that Ontario Scottish Rite Masons 
could wear in their Craft Lodges. I said I would investigate and soon discovered that the 
simple answer was that the Grand Lodge Constitution did not currently allow for one. 
Well, as of this past July, the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario now 
allows the wearing of a Scottish Rite Membership Jewel. This jewel may be worn at 
Grand Lodge sanctioned events and Scottish Rite activities where regalia is required or 
is optional. It is hoped that Scottish Rite members will proudly wear this beautiful, 
unique jewel and will encourage Master Masons in their respective lodges to consider 
membership in Scottish Rite. Care must be taken by our members in other provinces 
not to wear the jewel in Craft Lodge meetings without determining if this is permitted 
under current constitutional provisions. Doing so without constitutional authority would 
only harm the good relationship Scottish Rite enjoys with all Grand Lodges and the 
District Grand Lodge in the Canadian family of Freemasonry. 
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Order of DeMolay 

Last year I was very pleased that we were able to award the first three DeMolay 
Leadership Scholarships to better promote leadership development in Canadian 
DeMolay chapters. Once again three scholarships will be awarded to DeMolays from 
Western Canada, Ontario and the Atlantic provinces. I am also pleased that some 
Valleys are exploring how they may better support DeMolay at the local level. 

Fraternal Relations 

During my term of office I have had the honor to represent our Supreme Council at 
meetings of the Supreme Councils of the Southern Jurisdiction and the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States, the Supreme Council of Mexico and the 
Supreme Council for France. I also had the opportunity to attend the World Conference 
of Supreme Councils in Lisbon, Portugal. It is important that our Supreme Council 
attend on these occasions as our Supreme Council is considered to be one of the 
senior bodies. 

I have also attended the Conference of Grand Masters of North America and on an 
annual basis the All Canada Conference of Grand Masters, Deputy Grand Masters and 
Grand Secretaries of Canada. I believe that direct contact with the Canadian Grand 
Lodge Officers is beneficial in promoting Scottish Rite Freemasonry and ensuring that 
excellent fraternal relations are maintained between our Supreme Council and the 
Grand Lodges of Canada. 

I wish to make special mention of a recent initiative of the Grand Lodge of Quebec. The 
Grand Lodge has approved the use of another ritual to receive, pass and raise 
candidates for Masonry. Lodges may use ritual based upon the first three degrees of 
Scottish Rite. I had the opportunity to witness the conferral of the Entered Apprentice 
Degree on a candidate in late May. The work was conducted in French and contained 
many elements that would be familiar to a Scottish Rite Freemason but not usually 
experienced by a Craft Lodge member. The “Quebec” Ritual is available in English as 
well as French and I believe that portrayal of these degrees as demonstrations would be 
of great interest to our members as well as potential members. 

In my travels it has become apparent to me that all the Grand Lodges in Canada are 
experiencing a renewed interest in Freemasonry and that each of them is determined to 
engage their respective lodges in reviewing how the lodges receive and retain 
members. Scottish Rite Masons must be active in their respective lodges and Grand 
Lodge jurisdictions to ensure that Scottish Rite is perceived as a concordant body that 
enhances a Master Mason’s Masonic journey and that membership in Scottish Rite is 
an asset not only to the individual Mason but also provides support to the Craft lodge. 

Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 

I attended the meetings of the Board of Directors of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation held this past year and will continue my support of our Foundation and our 
eight Learning Centres. During my tenure in office, I had the opportunity to visit all eight 
of our Centres and meet with their respective Directors. The celebration of the 50 th 
Anniversary of the Foundation is now coming to the close. The Foundation can be justly 
proud of their accomplishments in that regard: a very informative video, an updating of 
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the history of the Charitable Foundation and the completion of an outstanding capital 
fundraising campaign. 

Conclusion 

It has been a tremendous honour to serve you these past 36 months. Lt. Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Terry Mclean, 33°, the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian 
Gilkinson, 33° and I have spent countless hours on the telephone, the Internet and in 
personal meetings to determine how we could best serve the needs of Scottish Rite in 
Canada. The Advisory Council and the Charitable Foundation Board of Directors have 
provided wise counsel and the Deputies have taken up the challenge of championing 
our Leadership, Communication and Membership initiatives. The Hamilton Office 
continues to act as our nerve centre and the staff has provided dedicated service to our 
organization. 

I firmly believe that Scottish Rite Freemasonry can assist Master Masons who wish to 
further explore Freemasonry to continue their personal journeys of exploration and 
contemplation on what it means to be a Freemason in today’s society. Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry can provide the highway on which the Master Mason may journey 
throughout his lifetime. 

I close by reiterating what I stated in the closing my Allocution last year: It is incumbent 
on each of us to continue to strive to promote the value of becoming a member of our 
Rite. 

Thank you my brethren for giving me this extraordinary opportunity to serve you as your 
35 th Sovereign Grand Commander.

The following motion to amend the Statutes and Regulations so as to include the 
following as Regulation 1.1 (a) of the Regulations, was submitted in writing at the 
Annual Session of Supreme Council: 

1.1 (a) The symbol of the Scottish Rite as described in Regulation 1.1 shall form 
part of the Membership Jewel of the Scottish Rite, when suspended from a 
royal purple ribbon which in turn is suspended from a gold enameled bar 
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bearing the letters “A.A.S.R.” in black. The dimensions of the ribbon are 4 
cm. x 2.5 cm. and those of the eagle are 3.8 cm. x 2.4 cm, resulting in an 
overall size, with the bar, of 9 cm. x 3 cm. All members of the Scottish Rite 
having attained conferral of the fourth degree re entitled to wear the jewel as 
evidence of their membership in the Scottish Rite. 

Pursuant to Article 47.1 (b) the Active members of Supreme Council present consented 
unanimously to this amendment being proposed. The Committee on Jurisprudence and 
Legislation then reported favourably on this proposed amendment and it then was 
passed by a unanimous favourable vote of the Active Members present. 

Your Committee thanks the Grand Secretary-General, Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°, 

Executive Secretary, the late Kenneth R. Rutherford, 33°, and all members of the staff 
of this Supreme Council for their assistance and advice to the Committee throughout 
the year. We join with all in expressing our sorrow at the untimely passing of III. Brother 
Ken Rutherford. He was such a help to us as we processed by-law amendments, dealt 
with various questions put to our Committee and generally enjoyed that warm and 
friendly relationship that was his trademark. We shall miss him greatly.

Salmi: Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, Members of Supreme 
Council, Peers and Brethren, it has been a great honour to act as Deputy for this great 
organization. There’s not many places you find more dedicated people than this 
organization. The Valleys I have visited, I want to thank them for the hospitality. It’s 
been great. I met so many friends. That’s what I’m going to miss, is speaking to all 
these boys that I got to know. Anyway, I just want to wish my successor a good journey 
and thank you very much. 

SGC: Thank you, Marvin. I wish you well. Well, Brethren, this is totally unscripted. 
Nobody knows I’m doing this except myself, so I am going to ask if III. Bros. McLean, 
Loopstra and Gilkinson would meet me at the altar. 

Brethren, I’ve said on many occasions that I believe that the leadership of this 
organization is a team event and that I have indicated on other occasions how much I 
have valued the working relationship that I have had with these gentlemen. 

Terry, as the Lieutenant Grand Commander, and your background with the Office 
before that, have been an invaluable resource to me personally, and obviously the 
Office, as well. 

Brian, the lawyer in you comes out every once in a while, which is good to know, and 
you are renowned for your meticulous notes and the tremendous letter writer that you 
are. The three of us particularly spent many hours on the phone on conference calls, 
getting ready for different events. 

Allard, your work on the advisory level to me has always been very, very useful. I think 
every once in a while you kind of make us take note of what is going on or not going on, 
and challenge us. In particular, your work with the Foundation and particularly this last 
year coming back as the President and seeing through the vision of III. Bro. Townshend 
and the making of the 50th Anniversary.

III. Bro. Loopstra: Thank you, Sovereign Grand 

SGC: Terry, it has always been a pleasure working with you. Terry and I, we do 
actually think alike on some things because we are old - we would call it personnel 
managers. Of course, they don’t call it that anymore. We’re human relations people, 
and so we think alike on a few topics and that’s always gratifying. Thanks so much. 

III. Bro. McLean: Thank you, Sovereign Grand. 

SGC: And Brian, I don’t think people realize the amount of personal time you’ve taken 
as Grand Secretary-General, getting on that highway quite frequently and usually I call 
the office and I’ll say, ‘Is Brian in Hamilton or is he at home’, because you can’t tell from 
emails, a lot of times. And more often than not, you’re in Hamilton. So I congratulate 
you and, again, thank you. 

So Brethren, thank you so much and it has been, as I say, a pleasure to work with you 
and I’m looking forward to continuing to work with you. Brethren, please join me in 
showing appreciation for these wonderful ambassadors for Scottish Rite. 

SGC: Well, unless, I’m told otherwise, I think I’m done. This kid is going to sit down 
and let somebody else take over. Oh, yes, look at that. Thank you. 

SGC called upon the President of the SRCF, III. Bro. Allard B. Loopstra, 33° to share 
some thoughts on the Foundation. 

III. Bro. Loopstra: Sovereign Grand Commander, the Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
Peers and Brethren, in the year 2014 - 2015 the Board of Directors met twice during 
these Sessions. There was a full Board meeting on Tuesday and then on Wednesday 
we had what we call our members’ meeting, which includes all the Actives, where we 
report back to Supreme Council on our deliberations. And, of course, we held the 
banquet, the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation banquet last Thursday evening and, 
as planned, we kept it to two hours, and I hope that that was within your liking. 

All outstanding business of the Foundation was dealt with, but certainly the highlight of 
our endeavours in the last year was certainly our 50th Anniversary, with the two main 
objectives that we had, and that was the raising of the one million dollar capital 
endowment fund and, of course, the publishing of our history of the last thirty years. So 
that will be Volume II. Both of these objectives were met and as was announced last 
Thursday evening, we raised $1,595,000 but since that time cheques keep coming in 
and though we have not recalculated, I can assure you that the amount will be well over

1.6 million dollars. I just think this is remarkable and I almost hate to tell you that this 
official campaign is coming to a close. Maybe we should continue it. 

Our History Volume 2 is now being printed and will be available in November. We thank 
III. Bro. Garry Dowling in authoring this book, which required a great amount of research 
and, of course, talent, to complete it. 

III. Bro. Skip Whiteley, we are indebted to you and thank you for running a very, very 
successful campaign. What I forgot to mention at the banquet, that raising 1.6 million 
dollars for a capital endowment fund does not include what the individual Learning 
Centres need to do on an annual basis. The budget for the eight Learning Centres that 
we have across Canada is approximately $750,000 per year, so when you really look at 
it, this Masonic community in this last year raised about 2.3 million dollars. I think that is 
just absolutely outstanding and I am sure that our late III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend is 
looking down on us with a great smile on his face. Thank you, Brethren. 

As per our by-laws, the five Board Directors were retiring this year from the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation Board and they are: III. Bro. Harold Crosby, III. Bro. James Ross, 
who could not be with us because of illness, III. Bro. Richard Brown, the late III. Bro. C. 
Robert Townshend and myself. At our members’ meeting, the following were elected to 
take their place on this thirteen person Board: III. Bros. James Finch, Brian Gilkinson, 
Alan Stoddard, Gareth Taylor, and Robert Whitmore. At the first meeting of the new 
Board, which was held yesterday, III. Bro. Gareth Taylor was elected President and III. 
Bro. Brian Gilkinson as Vice-President. 

I now turn the mic over to the new President of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, 
III. Bro. Gareth Taylor. I wish you well. 

III. Bro. Taylor: Thank you. Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand 
Master, distinguished visitors, Peers and Brethren, I will keep this very short because 
Allard covered quite a bit of what I was going to say. I’m very privileged and honoured 
to have been elected the President, and look forward to working with the members of 
the Board to continue the work of the Foundation. 

What Allard didn’t say in his message and I think what we all owe is a great deal of 
thanks to Allard. He joined the Board in 2005, has served as a Director since then, 
Vice-President. He was the President for the Foundation, stepped down as President, 
but remained on the Board, and then with the unfortunate passing of C. Robert 
Townshend, Allard stepped back in. It is due in great part to his guidance and 
leadership I believe the Foundation has made great strides over the last ten years and 
particularly in far out-achieving our capital fund raising program the last year. Allard 
you’ve been a great friend, mentor and I have some very big shoes to fill as the 
President of the Foundation. Congratulations. 

And with that, Sovereign Grand Commander, I was going to indicate the new Board 
members, that’s been covered. I will let the ceremonies continue. Thank you. 
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SRCF President’s Report 

As printed in the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Annual Report 

Though I was honoured to have been your Foundation’s President again for the 2014- 
2015 year, I was saddened by the circumstances surrounding my election. In March of 
this year, our Past President and Past Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. C. Robert 
Townshend 33°, passed away after illness prevented him from serving his last year of 
his three year term as President. We owe him a great amount of thanks for his

The ad read: Men wanted for hazardous journey, small 
wages, bitter cold, long months of complete darkness, constant danger, a safe return 
doubtful, honoured recognition in case of success. In the end, they made history. 

It will be an incredible honour and privilege to represent Supreme Council of Canada for 
the next Triennium as your Sovereign Grand Commander. You have put your 
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confidence in me and the Supreme Council Officers to focus on things that are 
important to you, your Valleys, Scottish Rite and Supreme Council, and perhaps 
together we might just make a little history. 

Many thanks and appreciations are in order. Firstly, to III. Bro. Harold Crosby, 33°, Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander and his installing team for a job well done. The 
participants on the installing team have had, in their own way, a significant impact on 
my Scottish Rite experience and I thank them for that. Also, a very special thank you to 
you, Harold, for taking on the assignment due to the passing of III. Bro. Townshend, 33°, 
Past Sovereign Grand Commander. I am very honoured and privileged to have been 
invested with III. Bro. Townshend’s Collar and Jewel. In the words of Mrs. Pat 
Townshend, ‘I am sure you will be getting instructions from time to time, from afar’. 

To III. Bro. Richard Brown, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand Commander, I thank you for your 
leadership and guidance over the past three years. Your approach to teamwork, 
consultation and sharing of ideas has shown improvement for the betterment of the 
Rite. I will continue with the initiatives you put in place in leadership, communication and 
membership, and I will add a fourth: education and enlightenment. It became very 
evident from a Valley-driven membership survey that Scottish Rite Education was 
lacking to nonexistent in many Valleys, and there exists a real demand and need from 
the membership for it.

To the newly 
Coroneted Honorary Inspectors-General, the class of 2015, congratulations and we look 
forward to your attendance, ideas and contributions to your Valleys and Supreme 
Council. 

To the Valley of Windsor, congratulations on a well-planned Session. Having organized 
many events like this one, I appreciate the hard work done by the organizing committee. 
Gordie Howe, an NHL Hall of Famer, says: ‘In the game you give it all you have and 
then some’. It’s the ‘then some’ that counts and, Valley of Windsor, I thank you for 
giving us the then some. 

The Beatles wrote a song entitled, ‘I Get by with a Little Help from My Friends’. I liken 
that song to how I stand before you today. We don’t take this journey alone. In my 
Craft and Scottish Rite career I have had great coaches and mentors along the way. 
What I saw in them was good, and what they saw in me - well, I’m not too sure.

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who provided an opening in the Officer line for me to become Commander-in-Chief, and 
for his knowledge and love of Scottish Rite. 

And the Brethren of Supreme Council, and especially the late III. Bro. C. Robert 
Townshend. With the most recent loss of our CEO Executive Secretary, Brother and co¬ 
worker, III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, an emptiness has been felt in the office. I wanted to 
thank most gratefully the significant extra effort put forward by Ms. Leslie Drake, Mrs. 
Lucy Berthoud, III. Bro. Warren Page, and our Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian

I am a strong supporter of Scottish Rite supporting their Craft Lodges. I also had the 
opportunity to serve on the Board of General Purposes for the Grand Lodge of Canada 
and the Province of Ontario for fifteen years, and served under several Grand Masters 
who were not only leaders in the Craft, they also are here with us at this Session 
showing leadership in Scottish Rite. III. Bro. Donald Mumby, 33°, III. Bro. Gary Atkinson, 
33°, III. Bro. Allan Petrisor, 33°, our soloist for the Session, III. Bro. D. Garry Dowling, 
33°, the writer of our Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation History 50th Anniversary, and 
III. Bro. John Green, 33°, my Grand Master, I thank you for your presence and support 
of Scottish Rite. 

Most of my working career has been in human resources so my business was dealing 
with people. In my opinion, leadership is all about the people. It’s an everyday thing, 
it’s all about the people, the Scottish Rite family. As members of Supreme Council, we 
need to listen to the members. The Valley-driven membership survey will give us a good 
foundation to build on. For those who know me, I love a plan, whether it’s daily, 
monthly, yearly or beyond, a plan sets direction and a path to get there.

As we conclude this 141 st Annual Session, I would like each of you to take these five 
words back to your Valley: “How Can I Help You”. The words are few, however, very 
powerful. Try it and see what happens. 

Thank you again for the opportunity to serve you. Bonnie and I look forward to visiting 
your Valleys and conversing with our Scottish Rite family. In closing, Eleanor Roosevelt 
had a wonderful quote: “If you want shorter days, you should have shorter speeches”. 
Thank you. 

Well, I have one announcement to make to keep me out of trouble, in my travels across 
Canada I have appointed an Assistant to the Sovereign Grand Commander, and that is 
III. Bro. Alan Stoddart, 33°, and if Al is with us could you please stand up? Thank you, 
Alan. Illustrious Grand Secretary-General, do you have a presentation for me? 
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III. Bro. Gilkinson: Yes, I do. Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC McLean: Thank you. III. Bro. Richard Brown, it gives me a great deal of pleasure, 
it’s an honour to present you with your Certificate for having faithfully, zealously and 
with total devotion served the Rite in the highest office as Sovereign Grand Commander 
from 2012 to 2015. But you have put in many more years to deserve this and what you 
have done for Scottish Rite and Supreme Council is outstanding. Congratulations. 

PSGC Brown: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC McLean: Grand Secretary-General, do you have any announcements? 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: Yes, Sovereign Grand Commander. It gives me great pleasure to 
express the appreciation and thanks of Supreme Council, members present and indeed 
every member of the Scottish Rite for the wise and professional counsel that our 
Lieutenant Grand Commander has provided us in his position as Chairman of 
Jurisprudence and Legislation. I thank you very much, Lieutenant Grand Commander, 
on behalf of everyone here. 

SGC McLean: Any other further announcement? 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: Sovereign Grand Commander, if I can proceed with general 
announcements for the balance of this particular date, I would indicate that the future 
sessions' lunch for chairs and ladies of future sessions is apparently scheduled for 
twelve noon. We would like to accelerate that, if possible, to accommodate the 
commencement of the Valley event this evening. For those attending the Valley 
event, you may wish to consider getting there by cab. It’s apparently going to be quite 
entertaining and that kind of entertainment often affects one’s ability to operate a motor 
vehicle, so please be cautious, Brethren. Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, I 
believe those are the general announcements, unless you’re going to remind me of 
something. 

SGC McLean: Okay, Illustrious Grand Secretary-General, after we close the Supreme 
Council I would ask that the newly invested and installed Officers get up here to the 
East to have a photo, and III. Bro. Bill Davis will conduct that photo. 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: I’m sorry, Sovereign Grand Commander, if I can just indicate, I 
would like to see the newly-invested Actives and the Officers at my table to receive a 
small token of appreciation that they can take home with them. 

SGC McLean: III. Bro. Bill Atkinson, would you like to make some comments with 
regards to the Valley Event? 

III. Bro. Atkinson: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, 
Peers and Brethren, on behalf of the Brethren of the Valley of Windsor we want to 
express what an honour it was to host these Sessions this week. It was three years of a 
lot of hard work and we really want to express our appreciation to all the volunteers that 
we had who, a lot of them were not even Scottish Rite Masons that assisted us. And 
we’re going to wrap up this afternoon with the party at the Windsor Masonic Temple. 
Directions for those of you who are driving, when you go out of the valet, then you go 
right over to Ouelette Avenue, which is two blocks over; turn left and go down to Erie 
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Street. I think it’s about four or five stoplights, it’s not very far. The Windsor Masonic 
Temple is a big three-story building right on the corner of Ouelette and Erie.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada (the 
“organization”) is a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Basis of presentation 

The organization has prepared these financial statements in accordance with Canadian accounting 
standards for not-for-profit organizations. 

Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and other institutions and term 
deposits with maturities of three months or less. 

Financial instruments 

Initial measurement 

The organization’s financial instruments are measured at fair value when issued or acquired. For financial 
instruments subsequently measured at cost or amortized cost, fair value is adjusted by the amount of the 
related financing fees and transaction costs. Transaction costs and financing fees relating to financial 
instruments that are measured subsequently at fair value are recognized in operations in the year in which 
they are incurred. 

Subsequent measurement 

At each reporting date, the organization measures its financial assets and liabilities at cost or amortized cost 
(less impairment in the case of financial assets), except for equities quoted in an active market, which must 
be measured at fair value. The organization has also irrevocably elected to measure its investments in 
bonds at fair value. All changes in fair value of the organization’s investments in equities quoted in an active 
market and in bonds are recorded in the statement of operations. The financial instruments measured at 
amortized cost are cash and cash equivalents, accounts receivable and accounts payables. 

For financial assets measured at cost or amortized cost, the organization regularly assesses whether there 
are any indications of impairment. If there is an indication of impairment, and the organization determines 
that there is a significant adverse change in the expected timing or amount of future cash flows from the 
financial asset, it recognizes an impairment loss in the statement of operations. Any reversals of previously 
recognized impairment losses are recognized in operations in the year the reversal occurs.

2. Summary of significant accounting policies (continued) 

Capital assets 

Capital asset purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortized on a straight-line basis 
over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the deferral method of accounting for contributions. 

Restricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the Internally Restricted - Special Candidates Fund in 
the year in which the related expenses are incurred. Unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue 
of the unrestricted fund when received or receivable if the amount to be received can be reasonably 
estimated and collection is reasonably assured. 

Dues and fees revenue is recognized as earned and collection is reasonably assured. Amounts received in 
advance are recorded as deferred revenue. 

Fundraising events revenue is recognized when the event takes place and collection is reasonably assured. 
Net investment income is recognized as it is earned in the statement of operations. 

Use of estimates 

Management reviews the carrying amounts of items in the financial statements at each statement of 
financial position date to assess the need for revision or any possibility of impairment. Many items in the 
preparation of these financial statements require management’s best estimate. Management determines 
these estimates based on assumptions that reflect the most probable set of economic conditions and 
planned courses of action. 

These estimates are reviewed periodically and adjustments are made to net income as appropriate in the 
year they become known. 

Items subject to significant management estimates include allowance for doubtful accounts.

8. Financial instruments 

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign exchange rates, 
equity and commodity prices and credit spreads. 

Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The organization is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through non-trading 
activities. Market risk in investment activities is managed by the senior management of the organization and 
every investment transaction is guided by policy and regulatory limitations.

8. Financial instruments (continued) 

As at May 31, 2014, if fixed income prices had increased or decreased by 10%, the effect on the assets, 
with all other variables held constant, would be approximately $ 81,026. If equity prices had increased or 
decreased by 10%, the effect on the assets, with all other variables held constant, would be approximately $ 
91,603. 

Interest rate risk 

Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate 
because of changes in market interest rates. The organization is exposed to interest rate risk with respect to 
investments in bonds. 

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization could encounter difficulty in meeting obligations associated with 
its financial liabilities. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a timely 
manner at a reasonable price. The organization is, therefore, exposed to liquidity risk with respect to its 
accounts payable. Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily 
basis. 


9. Related party transactions 

During the year, the organization paid and charged back costs for The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 
These transactions are in the normal course of business and measured at the exchange amount, which are 
the actual amounts paid. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit organization whose 
board of directors are members of the organization.

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Report of the 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33’ of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be 
found in Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2014, the net assets under its charge 
totaled $1,714,853 compared to $1,612,746 as at May 31, 2013. The increase in the net 
assets in the amount of $102,107 is represented by an operating excess of expenses over 
revenue of $5,303 minus a year end adjustment for unrealized gain on investments in the 
amount of $107,410 for a net excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $102,107. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme 
Council realized a net capital gain of $19,070 as compared to a net capital gain of $6,784 in 
2013 together with investment income of $82,010 [2013 - $63,894], The total of investment 
income and net capital gains [losses] in the amount of $101,080 [2013 - $70,678] was 
$26,080 over the budgeted amount of $75,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $1,726,282 at market value as at 
May 31, 2014. Note, additional cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, which 
represents residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the General Investments and the 
Special Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of $10,811 and $906 respectively for a total of 
$11,717. Thus bringing the total investment portfolios to $1,737,999 as at May 31, 2014 as 
compared to $1,582,908 as at May 31,2013. The cash on hand as at May 31, 2014 was the 
result of net cash from maturities and purchases of investments together with investment 
income accumulated in the cash accounts of the two portfolios.

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Your Trustees and our investment advisor R. B. C. Dominion Securities continue to 
work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we 
manage the portfolios generally within a maximum 50 % / 50 % split of fixed income to 
equity securities. Information provided by R. B. C. Dominion Securities indicates that for 
fiscal 2014, the General Investment Portfolio experienced an annual overall rate of 
return of 12.13 % and the Special Candidates’ Fund experienced an annual overall rate 
of return of 28.57 %. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements 
of ART. 35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and income there from is paid to the 
Supreme Council on request except for investment income earned on the Special 
Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such time as the fund balance and 
the investment income there from become more meaningful. 

In some years, it is unnecessary to transfer any funds to Supreme Council, however 
during fiscal 2014, cash requirements were such that it necessitated the transfer of 
$50,000 from the General Investment Portfolio to the Supreme Council bank account to 
cover operating costs. 

General Comments 

The markets over the past year have been decidedly positive, despite many geopolitical 
concerns throughout the world and the financial statements certainly reflect the 
improvement in the overall portfolios and the investment income thereon. 

Similarly, Supreme Council saw fit to amend the Supreme Council “Investment Plan” to 
allow for an asset mix to a maximum of 50% equity positions and 50% fixed income 
positions. We have gradually altered the portfolios to achieve that mix. As such, the total 
increased investment income is acknowledged in the financial statements for the year 
ended May 31,2014. 

Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
and their representatives. In particular, we would like to express our thanks to Mr. 
Richard te Boekhorst of R.B.C. Dominion Securities for their assistance, interest and 
availability throughout the year. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing 
engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolios and 
provide for our investment needs.

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Report of the Deputy For 

ALBERTA & THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The following is a report on the state of the Rite in Alberta and NWT. 

Communication 

All 5 Valleys use a combination of standard printed notices and e-summons to inform 
members of meetings and special events. E-summons are becoming more prevalent as 
more members are becoming computer friendly. 

Leadership 

The Valleys of Calgary, Edmonton, and Lethbridge have functioning Executive 
Committees. The 2 smaller Valleys, Central Alberta and Medicine Flat, do not need 
such committees. The only Past Active/PSGC in the province able to assist their 
Valleys are in Calgary (Past Deputy III. Bro. Stan Clayton, 33°) and Edmonton (Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. Orlan Weber, 33°). III. Bro. Tom Band, 33°has 
passed to the Grand Lodge above. All 5 Valleys are actively involved in succession 
planning, have FUG nominating committees (when needed) and have a programme of 
degrees. Officers in Edmonton serve 2 year terms; all of the others serve 1 year terms. 
Central Alberta is “recycling” many officers due to low membership. 

Membership 

Since Supreme Council receives membership statistics, provided by each Valley on an 
annual basis, it can be simply stated that the membership in each Valley is declining. 
This is due mostly to deaths and to a lesser extent demits. Both Calgary and Edmonton 
hold Master Mason Nights. 

Fellowship 

In Edmonton, the Deputy attended the Christmas social. In addition, at the 14°and 32° 
Reunions, the Deputy attended the dinners and music night. The Deputy attended 
Central Alberta’s “Free BBQ” in June. All of the Valleys have a Christmas social. 

Calgary also has a Palm Sunday Tea. The Deputy attends any social functions 
following Reunions in the other Valleys when making his official visit. 

Unique 

Edmonton continues to provide acting and director classes to assist our casts and 
directors. These are given by professional actors/directors. Edmonton continues to 
sponsor scholarships to young musicians at the Alberta College Conservatory of Music 
annually. One recipient, Jack Forestier (9 years old) recently played at Carnegie Flail in 
New York City. Edmonton has a well-developed system of charitable donations to a 
number of worthy groups. Calgary, Lethbridge, and Medicine FHat work together, and 
members of Lethbridge and Medicine Hat are often officers in bodies located only in 
Calgary or Lethbridge. 
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Supporting Craft Lodges 

The Deputy knows of no on-going activities that fall under this category; however, the 
Deputy has made it known that he will, with an invitation from the Worshipful Master of a 
Lodge, speak about the A. & A. S. R. 

Financial Health 

Supreme Council receives annual financial forms from the Valleys. The smaller Valleys 
may be bordering on long term financial problems; however, with declining membership, 
all Valleys could face difficulties in the future. 

Overall General Statements 

Edmonton and Calgary, while having declining memberships, are strong and active. 
Edmonton still confers most of all of the degrees in its Reunions. Lethbridge, Central 
Alberta, and Medicine Hat are having membership problems; however, the members 
are sincere and dedicated.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit this report on Scottish Rite Freemasonry in British Columbia and 
Yukon Territory. 

Valley of Prince George 

Cariboo Lodge of Perfection (63) 

New Caledonia Chapter of Rose Croix (57) 

My Official visit to Cariboo Lodge of Perfection was held on 23 rd March 2015. Because 
of the absence of principle officers in the Installation at the February meeting (work 
schedules), the Installation of Officers was held that evening, and was conducted by III. 
Bro. Neil Weller, 33°. 

The Valley had a class of 4 new candidates this year. Unfortunately due to conflicting 
work schedules and illness none of the 4 candidates was able to attend at my visit. 

All Communications are sent through e-mail with a few being sent to members unable to 
receive electronic communications. As the years go by fewer and fewer are requiring a 
communication of a notice through Canada Post. 

The TPGM is well versed in a leadership role having served in previous occasions. His 
officers are also knowledgeable of the work required by the Valley. The membership is 
steady. As of last Annual Return, membership is 63. 
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The fraternal membership of Prince George and surrounding towns is very dependent 
on Master Masons supporting the bodies of Freemasonry beyond Craft Masonry. Many 
of them are, therefore, members of all three concordant bodies. Their masonic lives are 
busy. 

Initial connections have been made with this Valley to assist in the conferring of degrees 
at a field day for members of Skeena Lodge of Perfection, a date to be determined in 
the Fall of 2015, or Spring of 2016. 

Valiev of Nanaimo 

Colville Lodge of Perfection (113) 

On 28 th January, 2015, I attended the Lodge of Perfection for an Official visit. The small 
lodge room was full: visitors from Victoria, Courtenay and Campbell River were in 
attendance. The 7 th Degree was conferred in an excellent manner by the officers of 
Colville Lodge. 

Colville Lodge membership is showing a slow growth. This year candidates numbered 
eight. Most of the work of the degrees is shared with Strathcona Lodge of Perfection 
(Courtenay/Campbell River locations). The history of these two Valleys working together 
has been encouraging. The quality of work remains high and careful practices reflect 
the excellence in presentation. 

All Communications are through e-mail with several still being mailed out to more senior 
members who do not have computers. Meetings are always well attended with visitors 
from both South and North Island. 

In recent years, the TPGMs have been Past Masters of Craft Lodges. Their skills in 
conducting the lodge business and degrees are well demonstrated. The officers in the 
various chairs are all active in Craft Masonry. With a strong group of committed 
members of Scottish Rite, the Valley is thriving. The brethren have a pride and a deep 
passion of Scottish Rite Masonry. 

My visit on 14 th February, 2014 was for the joint installation of Colville Lodge of 
Perfection and Strathcona Lodge of Perfection. This too has been a tradition for several 
years and, up to this year, the installing team had come from Vancouver Valley. This 
year it was not possible for that team to attend, so the Lodge found its own team. The 
depth of skilled brethren in this Valley showed through the excellent installation of 
Officers of both Valleys. 

The Valley joins other Masonic groups in an annual barbecue in June. In the fall, the 
Lodge of Perfection sponsors a “Bring a Buddy” evening where an invitation to Masons 
from Craft Lodges to attend and hear of the work of Scottish Rite, and consideration for 
the Rite to be a continuous masonic journey. The Lodge is also developing a Craft 
degree team for Lodges on the Island. Their preference is to confer the MM degree. 

Valiev of Fraser Valley 

Fraser Valley Lodge of Perfection (121) 

Fraser Valley Chapter of Rose Croix (134) 
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The 50 th Anniversary of the Fraser Valley Lodge of Perfection was celebrated on 8 th 
November, 2014, and it was a pleasure to have our Sovereign Grand Commander in 
attendance. The celebration was a banquet held at the Hilton Metrotown Hotel in 
Burnaby, with 120 attending from the Valley, Vancouver Valley and from Vancouver 
Island. 

On the 3 rd December, 2014 was the annual installation of both Fraser Valley Lodge of 
Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix, both conducted by brethren of the Lodge and 
Chapter. 

The TPGM has taken the charges delivered to him at his installation to heart. Since his 
installation as TPGM of Perfection he has been writing “Contemplation” material about 
Scottish Rite and its meanings. These have been passed through e-mails to the 
membership of the Valley. He has also been detailing plans for each meeting, both 
degrees to be conferred as well as education meetings. The response from the 
membership has been encouraging and appreciated. The leadership of the TPGM is 
important for the Valley to witness and it is certain that officers in chairs leading to the 
East will work hard to emulate. 

On the 20 th February, 2015, I made an Official visit to the Valley, where I witnessed the 
conferring of the 4 th degree to a class of 9 candidates. The degree was presented in an 
exemplary manner. At the conclusion of the evening a casual festive board followed, 
common to this Valley. 

The Valley has taken upon itself to work with Vancouver Valley Lodge of Perfection to 
share the work of the degrees by alternating the site of the degrees between Fraser 
Valley and Vancouver. Some growing pains are being experienced, but all in all the 
spirit of cooperation has been impressive, and has benefitted both Valleys. 

On 24 th April, we were saddened at the news that III. Bro. Leslie R. Peterson, 33°, C.M., 
O.B.C., Q.C. LL.B., F.R.S.A. had passed away. III. Bro. Peterson was the first recipient 
of the John Ross Matheson Award in 2000. He was the Chairman of the Constitutions 
Committee of Grand Lodge for several years. He served as a District Deputy Grand 
Master in 1994. He was Provincial Grand Master of the Royal Order of Scotland, and 
also Potentate for Gizeh Temple. He also served the Provincial Government as Minister 
of Education, later as Minister of Labour and finally as Attorney General. No matter 
what he put his hand to he served with distinction. 

Valiev of Prince Rupert 

Skeena Lodge of Perfection (24) 

On 16 th May, 2015, I made an official visit to Skeena Lodge of Perfection. In preparation 
for the visit, correspondence was exchanged between the Grand Secretary and Deputy 
to plan for a Meeting to include a Master Masons Morning Meeting and Lunch. 
Circumstances changed when the Grand Secretary was unable to continue in his 
elected position. The meeting on 16 th May was a business meeting with 2 Master 
Masons who attended along with seven members of the Valley. I gave a formal 
presentation. The material consisted of the organizational structure of Scottish Rite, a 
brief history of Scottish Rite origins from 1725, through to Supreme Council of 1874,

Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and the celebration of its 50 th Anniversary, and local 
needs to maintain a Lodge of Perfection. 

Discussion continued with the desire to organize a Field Day to help the Valley 
membership complete to the 14 th degree and build to a full lodge of officers for the 
Valley. Plans are now beginning to be built for that to take place in Prince George in the 
coming year. Prince George is 575 km away. The urgency of increasing membership is 
necessary. 

Membership is difficult to maintain, with many Masons leaving the area for better work 
opportunities in other parts of the province. The Craft Lodges from which membership is 
drawn, are a distance away from the town in which the Lodge of Perfection is located - 
(215 km to Smithers BC, and 144 km to Prince Rupert). Weather conditions also 
hamper regular meetings taking place. Brethren of the Valley, however, are very keen to 
maintain the Lodge of Perfection. The TPGM is eager to see immediate changes in 
membership. There is a level of enthusiasm and great interest to maintain the Valley’s 
presence. 

Valley of Campbell River 

Strathcona Lodge of Perfection (67) 

I held my Official Visit at Campbell River on 19 th May, 2015. The program of the meeting 
was the conferring of the 14 th degree. As in the past years, Colville Lodge of Perfection 
brought their class of candidates to Campbell River to receive the degree. Strathcona 
and Colville Lodges of Perfection have joined in recent years in conferring the obligatory 
degrees and several of the other degrees to their joint candidate classes. The friendly 
and welcoming connection between the two Valleys is proving effective as a larger base 
of Scottish Rite Masons can draw members for the degree teams. 

This particular 14 th degree was a superb example of brethren working towards 
perfection - so much of the individual work was well done. Particularly, III. Bro. George 
Maclagan, 32°, the TPGM, who not only presented his work as the master of the Lodge 
but also in the conducting of the whole evening. The word was explained by III. Bro 
Doug Sowden, 33°, with the use of a power point presentation, which not only identified 
prominent words of the ritual but illustrations were added to the presentation giving the 
whole as a story being told; the original power point by the TPGM. III. Bro. Mark 
Donaldson, 33°, presented the lecture of the degree. The murmurs of approval at the 
conclusion of the work identified how pleasing his work was to listen to. 

There were 7 candidates for the degree. 

Strathcona Lodge has strong members in office and appears to be well on their way to 
revitalizing the Lodge. Last year, III. Bro. Bryan Erickson organized a breakfast for 
Master Masons to hear about Scottish Rite. There are plans to have another breakfast 
morning for September 2015.

This valley places special emphasis on involving as many new Scottish Rite 
Masons in the degrees as possible. Several brethren that evening were part of the 4 th 
degree team for the first time. 

The Lodge presented a donation to the SRCF in support of the 50 th Anniversary project 
this year, which gave me an opportunity to speak about the SRCF. 

The Valley works with Okanagan Lodge of Perfection in the conferring of degrees. Such 
joint support from Valleys enhances the fellowship in Scottish Rite Masonry.

The membership is aging and those who for several years have 
been willing to be called upon to help are requiring support. This strains those who do 
attend to be available for support work in degrees. This year Vancouver Valley and 
Fraser Valley have joined together to bridge those gaps. Working together seems to be 
beneficial to both groups. I am confident that joint meetings, supporting conferring of 
degrees, will strengthen both Valleys’ resolve to bring the Valleys back to the quality 
that was there in the past.

Alan and is late wife, Joan, were strong advocates for 
the Learning Centre. Alan spent many hours as a volunteer at the centre, not only in 
support of the running of the centre, but with donations.

Conclusion

much through further in-depth reading of the degrees, and the history of the Rite.

Planned meetings to introduce Masons to the Rite are a necessity today more than ever 
before. 

Some Valleys are clearly working on office development - not necessarily through a 
planned program but more through regular connections with members of their Valley. 

To build quality it is necessary to build engaged Scottish Rite Masons. This year I have 
requested that at the end of each evening when conferring a degree that the candidates 
take home at least a copy of the lecture to read through several more times. Thanks to 
Thompson Valley who has been incorporating this practice for several years. 

The engagement of new Scottish Rite Masons will be through the ritual work. I have 
spoken often that a lecture for a degree could be split between two or three brethren, 
each taking a part of the whole. The lectures are profound, requiring more than one 
reading and sometimes a different - a change - of voice to grab the attention of the 
candidates could help. A bonus is that brethren are learning smaller parts; they may 
have time for that rather than memorizing the whole lecture. 

For 2015-2016 plans are being made for a field day to be held in the middle of the 
province. And some discussions have begun about a Workshop for Scottish Rite 
Masons to attend, to meet with other Scottish Rite Masons, share their ideas and 
experiences and seek further support between Valleys. BC&Y is fortunate that even 
though geography is one of our dilemmas, two valleys working together to share the 
work of perfection has opportunities to improve the Rite 

My first year as a Deputy has been a steep learning curve. No matter what books and 
publications I read, nothing beats building experience through solving problems. I have 
to thank both III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°, Grand Secretary-General, and III. Bro. Ken 
Rutherford, 33°, COO for responding to all my numerous and varied questions. And the 
same has to be said of III. Bro. Marvin Munro 33° and III. Bro. Michael Ward 33°. Both of 
the experiences as Past Deputies for the jurisdiction of BC&Y has helped me gain 
insight into the Valleys and past history. I also must add to the list of helpers the local 
support of III. Bro. Ray Bryant, 33°. His wit and wisdom has helped me gain knowledge 
and understanding. 

My work as Deputy has sometimes been perplexing, always stimulating, and most 
assuredly, educational. I thank the Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Richard 
Brown, 33°, for allowing me to serve him, and Supreme Council, as Deputy for this year.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I respectfully submit this, my first report as the Deputy for Manitoba and Nunavut 
Territory, on the Valley of Brandon and the Valley of Winnipeg for 2014-2015. 

In submitting this report I would first like to thank the previous Deputy, III. Bro. Rozin 
Iwanicki, 33°, for his devotion to Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Canada, and for the 
support and encouragement he has provided me over the years. 

As III. Bro. Iwanicki moved to Past Active status in September 2014, a significant part of 
this report covers events that happened under his leadership. 

For the jurisdiction as a whole, we continue to support the Grand Lodge of Manitoba’s 
efforts to ensure cooperation and harmony amongst the Masonic Family. Grand Lodge 
hosts bi-monthly meetings with all concordant bodies, and the Deputy or Active Member 
regularly attends on behalf of Scottish Rite. These meetings have strengthened fraternal 
ties within the Manitoba Masonic community. 

As part of our support of the Masonic Family, I had the honor and pleasure to bring 
greetings on behalf of the Supreme Council at the following events: 

Installation of Officers of the Khartum Shrine 

Installation for the Daughters of the Nile 

The All Canada Conference of Grand Masters 

Grand Chapter of Manitoba Order of the Eastern Star Annual Session 

I had the pleasure of supporting III. Bro. Iwanicki at the Grand Lodge of Manitoba 
Annual Communication. 

Active Member III. Bro. Allan Hadley, 33°, attended the Grand Chapter of Manitoba 
Royal Arch Masons Annual Convocation. 

As in the past number of years the Masonic Family was invited to attend the Lieutenant 
Governor’s New Year Levee at the Manitoba Legislative Building on January 1,2015. 
We were presented to the Lieutenant Governor, his Lady and the Premier of Manitoba. 

Valiev of Brandon 

It was my pleasure to visit the Valley of Brandon on three occasions - September and 
December 2014, and February 2015. 

Membership 

The Valley experienced a small decline in membership this past year. Three Lodge of 
Perfection members, received in the prior year, passed through the Chapter and 
Consistory degrees, while two new candidates received the 4 th degree. However, all 
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bodies experienced two withdrawals and two deaths, resulting in a loss of two members 
in the Lodge and one member in each of the Chapter and Consistory. 

It should be noted that one of the withdrawals was for a member who was listed on the 
roster of both the Valley of Brandon and the Valley of Winnipeg. As the member was a 
life member in Winnipeg, that Valley is reporting his membership on its annual returns. 
Absent this administrative correction, Chapter and Consistory membership in Brandon 
was stable. 

While we mourn the passing of every brother, we particularly feel the loss in the Valley 
of Brandon of III. Bro. Jesse Tait, a young Valley officer with great promise, a member of 
our Armed Forces and a veteran of Afghanistan. His unexpected passing in January 
grieves us greatly, and the impact of his loss on the Valley is still being felt. 

Communication 

The Valley issues a monthly summons, with information on upcoming meetings, 
degrees and events. The primary method of transmission is by e-mail, although some 
members still receive hard copies by post. The Valley Secretary is also diligent in 
providing regular e-mail alerts and updates for matters of interest, or when timing 
precludes, waiting until the next summons. 

Leadership 

Valley officers serve one-year terms. Because of the small size of the Valley, it is not 
unusual for officers to repeat chairs as needed. However, the Valley does a good job of 
involving new members in leadership roles. 

Over the past two years the Valley has suffered the loss to the Grand Lodge Above of a 
number of key current and future leaders. Valley members have responded by stepping 
in whenever asked and by taking on additional burdens. 

Fellowship 

The Valley holds a number of events, notably a Fish Fry in the Summer that includes 
families, and a post-Relighting of the Lights breakfast that includes the wives. 

Uniqueness 

The Valley supports a scholarship provided to students at the local community college. 

Support to the Craft 

Valley members have leadership roles in various Craft lodges in Western Manitoba, the 
Grand Lodge of Manitoba, and numerous concordant bodies. 

Finances 

The financial affairs of the Valley are managed responsibly and the financial position of 
the Valley is expected to be stable in the next 5 years. 

General 

The Valley of Brandon is a small but dedicated Valley, operating with a high degree of 
fellowship and good cheer. Its members maintain close ties to other Masonic bodies 
and the community. 
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There has been something of a resurgence in Craft Masonry in rural Manitoba in recent 
years, and the Valley of Brandon has had some success in attracting new members. 

Valiev of Winnipeg 

I had the pleasure of attending the Valley of Winnipeg on a monthly basis. 

Membership 

After last year’s disappointing lack of candidates, the Valley of Winnipeg bounced back 
this year with the largest candidate class in recent memory. Spurred on by the desire of 
a number of Masons in Northwestern Ontario and Northern Manitoba who were eager to 
join Scottish Rite but unable to travel to Winnipeg on a monthly basis, the Valley Council 
agreed to revive the use of the Reunion. Reunions have not been held in the Valley 
since 1994. 

Having made the decision to hold a Reunion, the change in format for degree referrals 
was advertised widely, with the end result that the Valley conferred the Lodge of 
Perfection degrees on 29 candidates in November 2014. The Chapter and Consistory 
degrees were conferred in April 2015. While a few of the candidates were unable to 
attend the Reunion in April due to work and personal commitments, five additional 
candidates were added to the second reunion - 2 Valley candidates who had been 
taking the Lodge and Chapter degrees on a monthly basis, 2 Valley of Brandon 
candidates at the request of that Valley, and a candidate from the Valley of Regina who 
was unable to attend the degrees in his own jurisdiction. 

While the reunions were successful from a membership perspective, they were 
logistically challenging and relied heavily on a handful of members to play key roles in 
all degrees. The Valley Council is evaluating the overall success of the Reunions to 
determine how frequently they will be held in the future. 

Communication 

The Valley issues a bi-monthly summons, containing information on upcoming 
meetings, degrees and social events. The primary method of transmission is by e-mail, 
although many members still receive hard copies by post. There is also an e-mail 
distribution system for e-mail alerts and updates on matters of interest, or when timing 
precludes waiting until the next summons. 

Leadership 

The Valley was stunned this year by the accidental passing of the III. Bro. Donald 
Beattie, 32°, a past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Manitoba and the Senior 
Grand Warden in the Winnipeg Lodge of Perfection. His loss deprived the Valley not 
only of a fine ritualist and good friend, but left a vacancy for Thrice Puissant Grand 
Master in 2015-16. The Valley Council determined not to rush the junior officers through 
their positions to fill the gap. Consequently, several Past Thrice Puissant Grand Masters 
volunteered to serve in the upcoming year, and one was selected. I am grateful for the 
selflessness of the past officers. 

Valley officers serve one-year terms. In the past it was relatively uncommon for past 
officers of one body to move through the chairs of the other two bodies, but it has 
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become much more common in recent years. As a result, all three bodies have 
experienced officers serving in new roles. 

Incoming principal officers are responsible for identifying new officers for their 
respective bodies. 

Fellowship 

The Valley holds a Spaghetti Dinner fund-raiser every January. The Valley also 
sponsors a Luncheon Group, which has been meeting on the second Wednesday of the 
month for more than 50 years. 

In recognition of the 50th Anniversary of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, the 
Valley held a Black-Tie Gala banquet to raise funds for the $1 Million Capital Campaign. 

Uniqueness 

Valley administrative affairs are executed through a Valley Council, composed of 
officers from all three bodies. This arrangement has been in place for years, and has 
been successful in ensuring that the work of the Valley is planned and executed 
efficiently and harmoniously. 

Support to the Craft 

The Valley hosts an Open House for Master Masons each year. However, attendance 
of both members and prospective candidates has been falling in recent years, and the 
Valley Council has begun discussions on whether the event needs to be revised or a 
new method of reaching Master Masons needs to be developed. 

The Valley regularly visits Masonic Lodges, particularly if a Scottish Rite member 
occupies the Master’s Chair. 

Valley members have leadership roles in various Craft lodges in Winnipeg, the Grand 
Lodge of Manitoba, and numerous concordant bodies. 

Finances 

The financial affairs of the Valley are managed responsibly and the financial position of 
the Valley is expected to be generally stable in the next 5 years. The Valley experiences 
some financial pressure from a deficiency in the Commutation of Dues Trust Fund, and 
relies on fund-raising to balance its budget. 

General 

The Valley continues to be effectively governed and executes the ritual with diligence 
and skill. However, the pool of committed members who dedicate themselves to 
leadership, ritual work and organizing is diminishing, placing an increasing burden on a 
core group of members. The Valley is turning its attention to determining how to engage 
the healthy but marginally active members that make up a large portion of the 
membership.

Membership 

Membership numbers for Maxwell Lodge of Perfection for 2014 are 138 and King 
Solomon Chapter Rose Croix are 116. The Valley of Fredericton made an effort to seek 
out brothers who had not been active and those who had not paid their dues. This effort 
has reduced total numbers but we continue to have a core of involved brothers. Our 
bodies take an active effort to promote membership in the Valley with Master Masons 
within the jurisdiction. We have been successful in attracting a number of new capable 
brothers and we are optimistic that these Brothers will take an active role in the Valley in 
years to come. 

Communication 

Most brothers are now receiving communication by e-mail. This helps reduce mailing 
costs and facilitates sending more information like pictures of events and presentations. 
E-mail also facilitates quick distribution of important messages and memorial notices. 
Many events are posted on the online Fredericton Masonic Hall Calendar at “Hiram.ca”

We are seeing a reduction in the age group of the new members which is in 
line with the members joining the craft lodges. The Valley continues to promote 
membership in the Valley with our Master Masons night offered to Master Masons 
within the jurisdiction. Our two social events during the year - Robbie Burns evening in 
January and an evening of country music in November was open to members and 
friends for a time of fellowship and also a fundraiser for the Moncton Learning Centre. 
There are 10-15% of our members currently in arrears greater than one year and have 
no intention of bringing their dues up to date. Action should be taken within the current 
year to rectify this situation. 

Communication 

Communication with the members consisted of distribution of notices, brochures, etc. by 
Canada Post to those members without internet access and internet access to the 
others. Contact has been made by phone regarding special events and steps are being 
taken to reactivate the calling committee to strengthen the personal contact with our 
membership. 

Leadership 

Training sessions are held by the two bodies to assist in the ritual and floor work 
associated with the opening, closing and the associated business activities. Rehearsals 
are held by the directors of the various degrees to assist in the presentation to new 
members. 

Fellowship 

The members gather in the Banquet hall after each meeting for a light lunch and 
conversation for a time of relaxation and fellowship before returning home. 

During the past year a special evening of honoring and remembering Robbie Burns 
was held in January with a banquet including “the Haggis”; entertainment with several 
local pipers and the Dunnett School of Highland Dance. In November another social 
evening was held with an evening of Country music with Derek Knowles and friends. 

Special Events 

The Robbie Burns event and the evening of Country music were both fundraisers for the 
Moncton Learning Centre. 

The Widows of our members were recognized at Christmas. 
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Assistance was provided to the DeMolay boys financially and also in assistance with 
their fundraising at the Atlantic Nationals Car Show. 

Members of Tri-Valley‘s bodies in New Brunswick - Fredericton, Saint John and 
Moncton met in Moncton for the reception of our Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. 
Richard Brown, 33°, in which a number of long service awards were presented, a 
banquet and an evening of musical entertainment was held. 

Craft Lodge Liaison 

At one time there were assigned representatives in each of the lodges in the Valley but 
is now operating on a more ad-hoc basis with the Scottish Rite members in each lodge 
or area. Consideration is being given to the re-activation of assigned representatives. 

Financial Health 

Both bodies are experiencing relatively fixed income and expenses which are expected 
to continue based on the five year outlook. A notice of motion in 2014 to increase the 
dues in each body by $10.00 beginning in 2015 is expected to place our operating 
budget in a more favorable position with the annual dues able to cover expenses. Both 
bodies have investment funds available and have been drawing on them to cover 
expenses but are expected to change with this increase in dues. 

Overall General Comments 

The valley is well represented by a relatively small group of dedicated members but the 
effects of age and health is having a negative impact. Reactivation of the calling 
committee and the assignment of representatives in the Valley area lodges are viewed 
as two important steps to increase awareness, interest and participation. 

Valley of Saint John

Membership 

On Dec 31,2014, membership numbers for Saint John Lodge of Perfection stood at 
137, a drop of 16 from the previous year; for Harington Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix stood at 130, a drop of 15 and for New Brunswick Consistory stood at 347, a drop 
of 38. These numbers are discouraging. The Valley has membership representatives 
in all the surrounding Masonic Lodges who approach new Master Masons on a face to 
face basis, but this decline in membership continues at an alarming rate. It is 
acknowledged by our presiding Officers that the content of our meetings needs 
improvement to foster more interest and participation. Action is being taken to improve 
this situation. 

Communication 

The notices of meetings are the primary vehicle of communication. Personal contact is 
made with older members and shut-ins. A lot of telephone and personal contact is also 
used to promote special events. Discussions both within and without meetings serve to 
communicate information and ideas. 

Leadership 

Each body has a Ritual Committee and each degree has a Director who train officers 
and cast members in fulfilling their duties. In particular, officers are schooled in rules of 
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order in conducting business meeting. Yearly planning needs attention to generate 
interesting meeting content. This needs the promotion and support of all Honorary 
Inspectors-General. 

Fellowship 

The social exchanges before and after meetings remain the chief ingredient of 
fellowship. With Consistory meetings being rotated among the Valleys, the social 
atmosphere during the car ride is always instructive and stimulating. The fellowship of 
meeting to prepare for special events is most enjoyable. 

Special Events 

The Scottish Rite Wine and Cheese Party at Christmas time has become traditional, 
bringing together members and their friends for a few hours previous to the holidays. A 
silent auction produces funds for the Moncton Learning Centre. Periodically, the Social 
Committee organizes a pot-luck supper. A rose at Easter and chocolates at Christmas 
are delivered to our Scottish Rite widows. 

In May, we travelled to Moncton to welcome our Sovereign Grand Commander and 
enjoyed an evening of presentations and entertainment. 

Liaison 

Pamphlets are made available to Lodges and our Representatives keep in touch, 
always ready to speak about the Scottish Rite, the Charitable Foundation and the 
Learning Centres. We have extended an open offer to present a short talk on Scottish 
Rite at any Lodge meeting. 

Financial Health 

The finances of the New Brunswick Sovereign Consistory are extremely good with 
income over expenses amounting to $3,000 in 2014. Such is not the case with 
Harington Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix or Saint John Lodge of Perfection. 
Harington Rose Croix realized $1,000 income over expenses and Saint John Lodge of 
Perfection experienced $1,200 income over expenses. Both bodies withdrew $2,500 
from investments which equaled the growth for the year. 

Overall General Comments 

The bodies will remain functional as long as a small group of dedicated members 
continue to attend and participate. Age and health hamper attendance. We were 
saddened to lose two members to the celestial abode above. Suspensions and demits 
accounted for fourteen lost members. We have to address this. The financial situation 
preoccupies the member’s attention more than is desirable. As long as the rate of return 
remains at 8 - 9%; the investment principal remains intact, but, the situation is 
precarious to say the least. These bodies have been forced to withdraw a portion of the 
principal in some previous years. Rental of the meetings quarters is the primary 
expense. We are slowly addressing this problem.

Along with the Official Visits to each Valley, I was privileged to make a number of 
fraternal visits, particularly when special functions or social events were happening. It is 
a pleasure to see the number of inter-Valley visitations taking place - for reunions, 
formal events, visiting degree teams and social functions. 

Valley of Chatham 

Established in 1950 

Membership 

Chatham Lodge of Perfection (186) and Kent Chapter of Rose Croix (165). This past 
year shows a decrease of 10 members in the Lodge of Perfection and a decline of 9 for 
the Rose Croix. Chatham holds an information session each September during their 
annual George Morris Night, which is an informal kick-off to the second half of the 
Masonic year. For this event invitations are extended not only to Master Masons but 
non-Masons as well. 

Communication 

The major form of communication is through the monthly notice, a very thorough 
document including the usual messages from presiding Officers, announcements, and 
the listing of Officers and events. It also lists the complete casts of the degrees that will 
be covered in the next meeting. These notices are sent out via post to those members 
who have not signed up for the electronic version. Notices regarding events (deaths, 
etc.) are sent out as necessary via email. 

Leadership 

There is in place a Valley Executive Committee that meets twice a year, in May and 
October that acts as an overseeing committee when planning and scheduling larger 
events such as reunions. Officers have one year terms, but for continuity purposes, the 
Executive Committee Chair is in for two years and the Executive Secretary is in for five 
years.

Established in 1900 

Membership 

Royal City Lodge of Perfection (471). Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix (455). The Valley 
gained 10 candidates this year but had 11 deaths as well of which three were Honorary 
Inspectors-General. 

As in the past, the Valley has presented the play “Journey Toward the Light” as well as 
held Scottish Rite information presentations in Craft Lodges. Both have been well 
received and produced candidates. 

It should be noted that almost 100% of their candidates have gone on to Moore 
Sovereign Consistory. Much of this is due to the fact that Guelph continues to sponsor 
tours to the Hamilton Scottish Rite building and Moore Consistory and feel that this 
helps as the building seems to sell itself. 

Communication 

The Masonic Centre in Guelph has initiated a newsletter to which the Scottish Rite 
contributes.

Membership 

London Lodge of Perfection (1140) and London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix 
(1195) with 5 members joining the Lodge of Perfection but a loss of 57 through deaths 
and 3 joining the Chapter of Rose Croix but 51 were lost through deaths. This has been 
a year of severe loss for the Valley of London. 

Communication 

Valley communications are primarily through the Lodge and Chapter notices and the 
London Valley Update, which is published in January and July of each year. The Update 
is intended to keep the members informed of the subjects being discussed by the Lodge 
and Chapter Officers, the happenings in the London Learning Centre, the state of the 
London Consistory Club and the issues concerning the Masonic Hall Company, their 
masonic home for both the Scottish Rite and Craft Lodges. As space allows, other 
material intended to provoke reflection on masonic values is included. 

Leadership 

The Advisory Committee of London Valley consisting of Active and Past Active 
members, presiding officers, secretary and treasurers, and chairs of committees, 
provides oversight and direction to the bodies of the Valley. This committee also informs 
the membership of items of mutual concern that are discussed at their meetings. This is 
accomplished by publishing the results of its deliberations in the Update Newsletter.

In January the Valley had a Family of Masonry Luncheon preceding the Open 
Installation of the Lodge of Perfection. This luncheon included the wives, family 
members, non-Masonic guests and members from other Orders. 

The London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix provided funding to the Masonic Hall 
Company (London) to cover the cost of upgrading the temple’s HVAC system. This 
upgrade has seen the replacement of all valves and controls which now can be 
controlled electronically from the Company Office or from the home of an authorized 
member of the Masonic Hall Board. This upgrade has resulted in more comfortable 
lodge rooms for all those attending lodge meetings. It also means that the heating and 
air-conditioning can be set to begin and end at specific times rather than having to be 
always on or off, an economic benefit to the Masonic Hall Company. 

The Valley also participated in a “Night to Honour Bill Frank” who achieved the 
milestone of being 70 years a Mason. III. Bro. Fred MacKewn, 33°, spoke on behalf of 
the Scottish Rite. 

Financial Health 

The Valley appears to be in sound financial health. 

General 

Unfortunately, and due to the age of its membership, London experienced a very 
marked drop in its membership due to deaths. Most dramatically was the death of III. 
Bro. C. Robert Townshend, Past Sovereign Grand Commander of Supreme Council, 
whose influence and counsel was much appreciated, not only in London but in the 
surrounding valleys as well. 

My appreciation and thanks go to III. Bro. James Ford, 33°, Grand Secretary/Registrar 
for the Valley for his assistance for many matters during the course of the year as well 
as in preparing this report. 

Valley of Niagara 

Established in 1923 

Membership 

Elgin Lodge of Perfection (373) as the result of 14 deaths, 1 suspension and 9 new 
members and Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix (364) due to 14 deaths, 1 suspension and 
7 new members. Since 45 members in both bodies are over 85, this will certainly have 
an impact on the membership numbers in the not too distant future. 

Communication 

Three very informative summonses are sent out annually, including an attractive booklet 
for both the Lodge of Perfection Reunion and the Chapter of the Rose Croix Easter 
Ceremonies. 

About 120 members are presently able to receive their notices electronically. 
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Leadership 

One of the leading forces in Niagara Valley is the Valley Executive. The Executive 
Committee consists of the three principal officers of both bodies, the secretary, 
treasurer, almoner, degree directors, auditors and any 32°and 33“wishing to attend. It 
meets three times a year and its function is to make recommendations to be acted upon 
by both bodies. These functions include Officer Progression, financial motions, and 
other business that impacts on the Valley. 

The spring meeting is preceded by a dinner. It is at this meeting where the following 
year’s calendar for degree work is established and in general, it is the forum where 
problems are ironed out and plans are made for the future. 

Presently, the Executive is encouraging the membership to support the initiative of 
establishing a Learning Centre in Hamilton. 

Valley Fellowship 

Niagara has an annual formal Ladies Night in October at a special location (i.e. Skylon 
Tower) and a pork or steak barbeque in August. Both of these activities include 
invitations to family and friends. 

The Reunions of both bodies are preceded by a formal dinner for the members and 
candidates. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

Some of the unique features of the Valley include the fact that Niagara performs all the 
degrees from the fourth to the eighteenth in sequential order and that the Officers of 
Elgin Lodge of Perfection are in office for one year while the Officers of the Chapter of 
Rose Croix are in for two. 

The Valley has also established the “Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, Niagara 
Valley Scholarship Fund” in the Humanities Department at Brock University. The Valley 
continues to make annual contributions of $5,000.00 to enhance the fund. 

Niagara Valley has also expanded their Bursary activities to include Niagara College. 
The Valley also makes substantial donations to the three local Shrine Clubs which they, 
in turn, use for the Shrine hospitals. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

Niagara is planning a Master Mason’s Night for later this year and are also reviving 
Third Degree Team for presenting in Craft Lodges when called upon. Present in each 
Lodge will be a contact person who will make available Scottish Rite information to the 
Lodge membership. 

Financial Health 

The financial statements and the investment portfolios indicate that the financial health 
in the Niagara Valley is strong and in the hands of good stewards. 

General 

Among its many strengths, Niagara Valley is known for its friendship to all who enter 
through its doors, its financial management, it’s generosity in benevolence and its 
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participation - whether in the members turn-out for degree presentation, education 
sessions or social events. 

In closing, I would like to express my appreciation to III. Bro. Ronald Muha, 32°, for his 
assistance with the preparation of this report. 

Valiev of Sarnia 

Established in 1966 

Membership 

Sarnia Lodge of Perfection (212). This past year Sarnia lost 5 members through death 
and gained one member through initiation. This is a concern for the Lodge, and to 
address this concern the Valley hosted a Master Mason’s Night on May 12th. Twelve 
enthusiastic Master Masons attended and under the leadership of III. Bro. Gary Atkinson 
and the T.P.G.M. III. Bro. Michael Adam Jr., a most informative and interesting program 
was delivered. 

Communication 

A very detailed and informative notice is sent to the membership electronically and 
through the mail on a monthly basis. Although this is their major method of 
communication, emails are used when particular instructions are required. 

Leadership 

The Thrice Puissant Grand Master looks after the degrees and the general 
management of the Lodge. The Sarnia Scottish Rite Club looks after raising funds for 
the operation of the Lodge and the benevolence that is practiced. The new Honorary 
Inspectors-General are elected by a committee of all the present Honorary Inspectors- 
General. 

The Lodge has a strong, vibrant core of Officers and about 30 members are in 
attendance at all regular meetings. 

Valley Fellowship 

In December the Sarnia Scottish Rite Club holds an Annual Christmas Dinner with the 
ladies. This dinner serves as a fund-raising event for their food drives. This year, in 
January, Sarnia Valley instituted a Robbie Burns Night held in Wyoming and which 
turned out to be a very successful event. The Valley also has a Curling Bonspiel that is 
held at the Forest Curling Club in March.

Established 1888 

Membership 

Windsor Lodge of Perfection (427) and Windsor Chapter of Rose Croix (400). 
Membership declined slightly although there were 3 members who joined the Lodge of 
Perfection and 4 who joined the Chapter of the Rose Croix plus 1 new member in each 
body through affiliation. However the Valley lost 8 members through death, and 2 
through suspension. 

Communication 

The membership is kept very well informed through detailed monthly notices as well as 
e-mailed summonses. These notices are supplemented by the Pelican Newsletter, a 
colourful and informative document, featuring articles about the members and what is 
happening in their lives as well as informing the membership on what is happening in 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry. 

Leadership 

The Active and Past Active members of the Valley are very much involved in the 
administration and direction of the Valley, as well as participating in the Degrees. 

The Valley Executive Team is also involved in reviewing and recommending updates to 
the by-laws. 

Officers are on a one year term cycle.

Valiev of Hamilton 

Membership 

From a membership perspective, the Valley of Hamilton has had another relatively 
successful year. The positive trend of the last two or three years seems to be 
continuing. Murton Lodge of Perfection initiated 27 candidates compared to 28 
candidates last year. The Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix initiated 31 
candidates this year, exactly the same number as last year. Moore Sovereign 
Consistory initiated 120 candidates compared to 114 last year. It is encouraging that 
the number of new initiates is remaining relatively constant and in the case of Moore 
Sovereign Consistory is increasing.

Solomon as well as a memorial to our late Grand Master Robert Edwin Davies. 

Leadership 

The Honorary Inspectors-General in the Valley of Hamilton held a breakfast meeting on 
Saturday September 20, 2014 under the direction of III. Bro. George Benton to continue 
the discussion on the role of the thirty thirds in the Hamilton Valley. The meeting was 
well attended and there was a lively discussion. On November 28, 2014, the thirty- 
thirds in the Valley held their annual Christmas Dinner. There were eighty-five people in 
attendance which is considerably more than we have seen in recent years. This 
function always includes spouses and widows. 

Valley Fellowship

Gareth R. Taylor, 33°, made his official visit to the 
Valley of Hamilton during the Spring Assembly of the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of 
Rose Croix on April 2, 2015. He addressed the candidates and all the members 
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present after a delightful evening meal. His talk covered various aspects of the four 
Rose Croix Degrees and was most interesting and informative. 

The Valley held its annual Golf Tournament on July 8, 2014 at Carlisle Golf and Country 
Club. Unfortunately, just prior to tee-off, the skies opened and the tournament had to be 
cancelled due to the course being closed for safety reasons. The weather did brighten 
up later in the day and a number of golfers were able to get at least some golf in. 

Despite the meteorological aberrations, over two thousand dollars was raised for the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. This year’s tournament was again held at Carlisle 
Golf and Country Club on Saturday June 27, 2015. Unfortunately, the weather was 
uncooperative again and the tournament was rained out. A few hardy souls did play a 
few holes. However, the event proved to be a success with over $4,000 being raised on 
behalf of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 

The annual Murton Lodge of Perfection ladies night officers’ dinner was held on Friday, 
June 12 at the Erie Beach Hotel in Port Dover. This is always a popular function. The 
Erie Beach Hotel is particularly noted for its excellent perch and pickerel. 

On Saturday, June 6, the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix held its annual 
picnic at the home of Past Most Wise Sovereign Rick Skinner. For many years, this 
function was held at the home of Pat Lowry, the widow of Past Most Wise Sovereign 
Les Lowry. Last year, Pat indicated that she didn’t feel she was able to host the 
function any longer. Sadly, she passed away in late April. Many people in the Hamilton 
Valley have fond memories of the many wonderful picnics hosted by Pat. 

The Scottish Rite Club has had an active year as well. The club has run two Cigar 
Symposiums, a Cask Night, a week of Christmas Buffet Luncheons, the ever popular 
scotch Tasting Night, as well as a Valentines Dinner, a Murder Mystery night, an 
Illusionist Evening, a St. Patrick’s Day Luncheon and a Mother’s Day Luncheon. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

As mentioned above the Officers of each body serve 2 year terms in each position. The 
other unique feature is Moore Sovereign Consistory which is the Consistory home for 
over 10 Valleys in Southern Ontario. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley of Hamilton had an extremely successful Master Mason’s Night on 
Wednesday April 29, 2015. Under the able chairmanship of III. Bro. Ken Brisbois, the 
evening was well received. Approximately forty “packages” were given out to 
prospective new members. III. Bro. Rory Jones acted as the Master of Ceremonies for 
the evening. Much of the success is due to Rory’s always capable leadership and his 
outstanding knowledge of the history of the Scottish Rite. Next year’s function will be 
held on Wednesday March 30, 2016. III. Bro. Jones has agreed to act as Chairman. 

Financial Health 

From the information provided the Murton Lodge of Perfection appears to be in good 
financial health. At the time of preparation of this report the financial return for the 
Hamilton Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix and Moore Sovereign Consistory have not 
been filed. 
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General 

The Valley of Hamilton through Towers Inc., the corporation that holds the property for 
the three bodies, has been able to continue upgrading our spectacular property. The 
largest project over the past year was the complete repaving of the parking lots. 

Towers continues to look at a number of necessary projects including the re-carpeting 
of the Cathedral and the stabilization and repair of the large wrought iron fence that 
surrounds the property. 

Four brethren from the Valley received their thirty-third degree at the annual session of 
Supreme Council in Halifax in September of 2014. We extend our congratulations to III. 
Bros. Kris D. Nickerson, Lanny R. Salmon, R. James Stewart and Edward C. McKay. 
Three brethren from the Valley have been nominated to receive their thirty-third degree 
in Windsor this September. Our congratulations go out to III. Bros. Victor J. Abraham, 
Gary W. Magwood and Thomas R. Marshall. 

The Valley of Hamilton has three Active Members of Supreme Council, III. Bros. Allard 
B. Loopstra, Robert S. Whitmore and Victor Lepp. Once again, we thank them for their 
ongoing dedication and contribution to the Valley. We look forward to the upcoming 
year with great anticipation. 

Valiev of Kingston 

Membership 

Membership in the Kingston Valley continues to decline as unfortunately, deaths and 
demits outpace the number of new members joining. 

This May six brethren received their 14 th degree and one received his 18 th and 32 nd 
degree. In June we will have 7 brethren receiving their 4 th degree. These brethren well 
represent the geographical make up of our Valley. This is in part due to the fact that we 
have 33 degree masons actively promoting Scottish Rite in the craft lodges in the 
Belleville, Kingston and Brockville regions of our Valley. 

Communication 

The main form of communication is the regular notice of meetings. The Valley is 
beginning to make use of email to send out these notices in an effort to reduce costs. 

Leadership 

The Kingston Valley has a very active executive committee which meets a minimum of 
3 times a year. In the past year, we have rewritten our by-laws to make them compliant 
with changes to the regulations dealing with not for profit organizations. We have also 
taken better control of our finances. We are making sure our investments are producing 
the desired returns. We are fortunate to have some key individuals who have been able 
to give us good direction over the past year. 

Valley Fellowship 

Normally our Valley has a ladies night. It did not happen this last year because of 
unforeseen circumstances, but will be reinstated in December 2015. Our regular visit to 
Brockville and Belleville were once again a great success. These evenings are well 
attended and well enjoyed. 
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Uniqueness of Valley 

One unique quality in the Valley is that they move between Brockville, Belleville and 
Kingston to do degree work. Our trip to Brockville in the spring was very successful and 
they are working to make our fall trip to Belleville as equally successful. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley has tried to attract new membership by participating in Lodge open houses. 
So far they have done one this year and hopefully more in the fall. This is an area the 
Valley needs to be more active in. 

Financial Health 

Financially, Kingston Valley is in good shape. There is no need to increase dues and a 
very good banquet can be provided at all regular meetings at minimal cost. 

General 

In closing Kingston Valley like other Valleys is facing a lot of challenges. We feel that 
they have the ability and resources to identify, address and overcome these challenges. 
Special thanks to III. Bro. John Trousdale, 33°, Active Member and to III. Bro. Donald R. 
Thornton, 33°, Past Active Member for their continued support. 

Valley of Ottawa 

Membership 

The Valley has 532 members - stable since last year, 385 in Lodge, 368 in Chapter and 
446 in Consistory. 

They had 15 Candidates - one of whom was only able to enter Lodge this year. They 
had 10 deaths, 7 suspensions (Dues) and 11 demits - mostly by executors for 
Alzheimer cases. 

Classes have been a healthy size for the last two years (12 and 15) but still lose more 
than are gained. There are two principal avenues of recruitment, the Scottish Rite 
degree team, which does 3 rd degrees in craft lodges four times each year — two fall, 
two winter/spring, two in Ottawa 1 and two in Ottawa 2, two city, two rural. The next 
scheduled degree is in Pembroke in September. In the coming months they hope to 
spread out to other districts that make up the Valley. Each event for the degree team is 
an opportunity to promote Scottish Rite. The Valley usually holds a Master Masons 
night but this year they opted for an open Allegory, which was extremely well attended. 
They invited children and wives as well so Scottish Rite would seem a little less 
mysterious to the whole family. The event was a success in terms of exposure to a large 
audience but don’t yet know the verdict in terms of attracting applications. Given the 
large turnout, the plan is to repeat the open Allegory in 2016. 

Communications 

Summonses are sent 4 times per year - about half by email. Those on email receive a 
message about a week before each meeting night. The Valley now reaches about half 
of our membership electronically and continue to make efforts to persuade others to 
give us email addresses so we can save postage and communicate with them more 
often. They are sent “teaser” messages hinting at the content of the upcoming degree, 
providing information on dress, socials after, transportation assistance, etc. The teasers 
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are well received but don’t result in higher attendance. The Valley has an active website 
which receives plenty of “hits” and is used for pictures and messages. Plans are 
underway for a newsletter for 2015-16 with issues in the fall winter and spring. This will 
be an electronic publication with a few hard copies available at the desk before degrees. 
The objective is two-fold; to show members what they are missing by not attending and 
to provide information about upcoming events. It will rely heavily on pictures. 

Leadership 

The Valley Executive Committee continues to work well. This body, which meets four 
times a year, makes the administrative decisions to keep the Valley operating, such as 
ensuring directors for degrees are in place, setting a budget for Valley approval, etc. A 
sub-committee of the Executive is Valley Renewal, a group that explores ideas for 
making the Valley both active and attractive. There was consideration of moving to a 
two-year cycle for both degrees and terms of office, but decided against it. They select a 
representative of each of the three bodies to work with an Executive Committee 
coordinator to recruit new officers and cast members from recent classes. This year at 
installation they had several new faces and all offices were filled. Our 33rds make up 
the majority of the audience at degrees and the Active and Past Active members have 
attended virtually all Rite gatherings over the year. Three 33rds were appointed to work 
with the Active Member to nominate new HIGs. This year a new position was created by 
the appointment of a coordinator for lights and swords who did an excellent job of filling 
the ranks. 

Fellowship 

In the fall the Valley supported a bold initiative in a production of Mozart’s Masonic 
Journey. An opera company provided the music and vocals to The Magic Flute, while 
Alan Arbuckle provided the narration and Scottish Rite masons helped swell the 
audience. One of the members, III. Bro. John Forester was instrumental in creating the 
production and in playing a major role. 

The Valley has instituted a Ride-to-the-Rite program this year for those needing help 
with transportation, but despite steady promotion, there was virtually no take up. 

This year they have introduced members of the casts in the degrees before the 
performance and have reminded the members in the audience of the signs to be used 
so anyone who has not attended lately won’t be embarrassed. 

Banquets are held around the 14 th and 30 th degrees and Maundy Thursday. This year 
they moved a few of the planned socials to the dinner hour and offered members soup 
and sandwiches before the degree rather than coffee and sweets after. The soup ‘n 
sandwich events have been well attended and will be continued next year. The 33rds 
association holds a BBQ each summer and a fall dinner. 

Ottawa held two education nights this year. The first was a presentation by Alan 
Arbuckle on Albert Pike and the second was one on Windows 10 by one of the 
members who works in the field of computers, ably assisted by the Executive Secretary. 
Each year the Valley names a class honoree and for the last two years have asked 
these members to brief the class before each degree and answer their questions. 
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In terms of charity, our emphasis this year has been on the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation’s campaign to raise $1 million to mark its 50 th anniversary. Alan Arbuckle 
has addressed this in speeches, summons messages and email appeals, while the 
immediate Past Active followed up on a lead with alacrity and obtained a $5,000 
donation from the Tunis Shriners. However, donations from individual members have 
lagged. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley continues to develop a program of fraternal visiting. This year three 
members journeyed to Peterborough May 11 th for their MM Night and Deputy’s official 
visit. Three also attended the 14 th degree in Kingston May 21 st . In February, a larger 
contingent went to Brockville to see the Valley of Kingston perform the 12 th degree. In 
our 32 nd degree, tents and standards are manned by our friends from the Valley of 
Kingston. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley also established a Scottish Rite degree team, under the direction of III. Bro. 
Sam Kalinowsky, Past Active Member, to perform the 3 rd degree in craft lodges. Each 
evening included a brief presentation of the Scottish Rite. One lodge, St. Andrews, 
hosted an evening on Scottish Rite and York Rite at their DDGM visit which was well 
attended, especially by AASR brethren who came out to support their Active Member. 

Financial Health 

At the time of preparation of this report the financial return for the Valley of Ottawa has 
not been filed for this year. 

General 

The Valley of Ottawa has been undergoing rejuvenation in the last several years. The 
efforts to reach out to Craft Lodges, the Renewal Committee and the support from the 
HIGs of the Valley are to be commended. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33°, Active Member for his support and efforts 
promoting the Scottish Rite in the Valley of Ottawa. 

Valley of Peterborough 

Membership 

Membership in the Peterborough Lodge of Perfection stood at 749 as of December 31, 
2014. In the last year, the Lodge of Perfection had ten candidates receive the 4th 
degree and one person affiliated. Against this, thirty-three members died and five were 
suspended. 

The Chapter Rose Croix has a membership of 739 and had five candidates receive the 
15th degree and one person affiliated. Thirty of its members died and two were 
suspended. 

Membership initiatives include the Annual Master Masons Night, held this year in 
conjunction with your Official Visit on May 11,2015. It attracted a number of Master 
Masons and several have expressed interest in becoming members of the Scottish Rite. 
Features of the evening were the address of the Deputy, video presentations, partial 
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degree portrayals and explanatory comments and closing remarks. Much good 
feedback has been received regarding the evening, from Master Masons and existing 
members of the Rite. 

It is noted that the current membership data has not been submitted at this time. 

Communication 

The Valley summons remains the major mechanism for the distribution of information 
concerning the Valley and its activities. The summons now has a number of pages 
devoted to news of upcoming events. There is also a website maintained by the Valley 
and a Valley liaison to the Rite’s Communication Committee has been named. A special 
mailing regarding the membership survey was accomplished most recently. 

Leadership 

The presiding officers and the officers of each of the constituent bodies discharge 
responsibilities consistent with the installation and investiture ceremony and the by-laws 
of the Valley. An Administrative Council composed of the presiding officers, the next 
senior officers in each body, the immediate past presiding officers, the Active member 
and six elected HIGs as well as the Grand Secretary and Treasurer act in an advisory 
capacity to the presiding officers. This composition allows for the education of senior 
officers, the involvement of HIGs on a rotational basis and for the support of the 
presiding officers in dealing with administrative issues. The HIGs on the Council are 
elected for three year terms with two being newly elected each year. 

Valley Fellowship 

The major event is the Annual Golf Tournament held at the Warkworth Golf Club each 
August. This event attracts members and non-members from various areas and has 
developed into a significant fundraising event supporting the Barrie Learning Centre. 
The Valley members of Supreme Council hold an annual meeting in the spring and a 
Ladies Night banquet in the fall. A fund raising memorial banquet has been held in the 
past and on November 6, 2015 a special banquet will be held at the Holiday Inn on 
George Street in Peterborough to mark the Official Visit of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander to the Valley. This event will be open to all Masons given the significant 
involvement of the Sovereign Grand Commander in the life of Grand Lodge over a 
considerable number of years. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

One interesting feature is that Valley membership is split between two different 
consistories yet the brethren continue to work seamlessly in harmony in the work of the 
Valley and to visit these consistories in support of each other. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Scottish Rite 33 rd degree team will confer any of the craft degrees in craft lodges 
when requested. Most recently, the team attended in Picton in Prince Edward District to 
confer the third degree on the grandson of III. Bro. Frank Groves, who is himself a 
candidate for the conferral of the thirty-third degree in Windsor. 

In addition to these events, the members will attend and present educational material 
regarding the Rite in craft lodges. Planning is presently underway to attend Norwood 
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Lodge in September and present a programme of information to its members and those 
attending as visitors, hopefully some from Campbellford-Hastings Golden Rule Lodge. 
This particular evening will ensure knowledge of the Rite will be supplied to those 
lodges whose meetings conflict with the usual date set for the Master Masons Night. 

Financial Health 

At the time of filing this report the Annual Financial returns had not been filed. However, 
the Valley does have substantial funds in investments but most are designated in the 
commuted fund and, therefore, are not available for operational purposes apart from the 
formula set out in the regulations. The Valley has a reliable source of operating funds 
and is in good financial condition. There is also a re-examination of the Valley by-laws 
on-going which will assist this and other areas of Valley operation 

General 

The Valley of Peterborough has a very enthusiastic group of HIGs who support the work 
of the Valley. It is encouraging to see the Classes gradually increasing in number along 
with the very successful Master Mason nights. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°, Active Member from the Valley of 
Peterborough for his support. 

Valley of Toronto 

Membership 

In the last year, there were 52 new members of the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection 
and 30 new members of the Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix. The membership 
count for the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection currently stands at 1969 and the 
Toronto Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix at 1695. Overall membership declined slightly 
due to deaths, demits and suspensions. 

The Annual Master Mason evening held in May is now in its 14 th year. It has proven to 
be an invaluable asset as part of the membership recruitment initiative of the Valley. 

Communication 

The Valley has also actively pursued the use of electronic distribution of Summons and 
other notices to its membership. Email addresses are now available for over 41% (793 
members) of the Valley. Of these, 688 Lodge of Perfection summonses sent by email, 
and 579 for Rose Croix members receiving all material electronically. We hope that 
increased use of electronic communications will provide the Valley with considerable 
savings over the next few years. 

The Valley of Toronto continues to produce the Toronto Valley News in the Spring and 
the Fall with III. Bro. Terry Sleightholm, 33°, as the Editor. 

The Valley of Toronto continues to utilize its website (www.valleyoftoronto.com) 
including a calendar system with the degree and rehearsal dates available. 

In addition, all members that the Valley has email addresses for receive a reminder of 
the upcoming degrees. This has proved to be quite successful.

Leadership 

The Valley has an Officer Nominating Committee and extensive participation of Active 
and Past Active members of Supreme Council. 

The HIGs are engaged in the Valley through the Advisory Council. This has proved to 
be a useful forum for a variety of workshops and other activities. 

Valley Officers serve 1 year terms.

Last June the 33° Brethren of the Valley of Toronto gathered for a very special evening 
with their Ladies to introduce those who will be honoured at Supreme Council in 
September. There are over 90 in attendance for the evening which is highlighted by the 
entertainment. 

This year the Valley decided to hold a special Black Tie Gala in support of the 50 th 
Anniversary of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and combine the traditional 
Robbie Burns Dinner held in January with the 33rds dinner held in June. The Gala was 
held on June 20 th with 142 in attendance. It was an excellent evening, with III. Bro. 

Allard Loopstra, President of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation saying a few 
words, the acapella group Cadence as the entertainment and a silent auction to help 
raise funds for the Foundation. 

The Oshawa Scottish Rite Club, composed of members from the Toronto Valley 
continues with their tradition of holding a Strawberry Social in the Spring and a Turkey 
Supper in the Fall. These very pleasant events attract Masonic brethren and their ladies 
from across Southern Ontario. 

The Valley is taking strides to recognize the members who have achieved 25, 50 and 60 
plus years in Scottish Rite Freemasonry. At the 14 th Degree in January and the May 
Lodge of Perfection Reunion, members with 60 years, 50 years and 25 years of service 
were recognized. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley offers degrees in both the reunion format and also the more traditional 
format of being spread over several months. The Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection 
starts in October and ends with the 14 th Degree in January while the Lodge of 
Perfection Reunion is held in May. The Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose continues the 
degrees in February and ends at Easter. The Rose Croix Reunion is held in November. 
This combination has proved to be quite successful in offering candidates options as to 
when they can take their degrees. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley Membership Committee has representatives from each the 5 Great Toronto 
Area Districts as well as from Ontario District. These District Representatives in turn 
have contacts in many of the over 100 Craft Lodges within these Districts. This allows 
good promotion of the Scottish Rite within these Districts. 

The Valley held its annual Master Mason Night on Thursday May 21. There were over 
60 Master Masons present along with 80 Valley Members and guests. The Master 
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Masons were informed about the Scottish Rite and saw a presentation of the second 
half of the 16 th Degree. 

A Scottish Rite Degree team has been formed and a 1 st degree was put on at 
Blackwood Lodge No. 311 G.R.C. in June. It is interesting to note that the Lodge is 
named after Thomas Blackwood who was the first Most Wise Sovereign of the Toronto 
Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix. Further visits of the Degree Team are being scheduled 
for next year. 

Financial Health 

The Valley of Toronto is in good financial health at this time. The Trustees meet with the 
investment council several times a year to review the portfolio for the Valley. An 
actuarial study was commissioned four years ago to assess the commuted funds and 
they were found to be adequate at that time. 

General 

A major challenge for the Valley is travelling in Toronto. The membership is widely 
distributed over the Great Toronto area and traffic gridlock is becoming more and more 
of an issue for many members trying to attend meetings. 

Special thanks to the Active and Past Active Members of Supreme Council from the 
Valley of Toronto for their continued support.

Valiev of Saskatoon 

Membership 

The Valley of Saskatoon consists of The Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection (151 members), 
Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix (144 members), and Saskatoon Consistory (139 
members). Each body had 6 new members, and the Valley had 1 death (with 
membership in all three bodies) for a net gain of 5. 

Communication 

Regular Lodge notices are sent out to cover a two month span. Most of our notices are 
now sent out by e-mail. Those wishing hard copies receive them. Special notices are 
sent by e-mail, or regular mail for Reunions. We only confer Degrees at Reunions in 
February (Perfection), Easter (Rose Croix), and October (Consistory). E-mail notices 
are sent out as reminders for Executive Meetings, practices, or any special meeting, as 
required. 

Leadership 

In the last few years, Saskatoon has been fortunate to have no overlap of officers in all 
three bodies except for Secretary-Treasurer and Almoner. Most of the Honorary 
Inspectors-General take an active role in the degree work as participants or Directors. 
They are hardworking and provide both leadership and mentoring roles. 

Valley Fellowship 

At the Consistory Reunion in October, Regina members come to Saskatoon to assist 
with the Tents and Standards. Likewise, some Saskatoon members go to Regina and 
assist with the work in their 32 nd degree. In the past few years Regina has requested the 
Saskatoon 24 th degree travelling team to go and portray the 24 th degree. This travelling 
team is now in negotiation with Panama City, Florida, to portray the 24 th Degree towards 
the end of March, 2016. Naturally, we will keep the Sovereign Grand Commander 
informed of our negotiations. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Saskatoon Valley has a high percentage of younger thirty-thirds. As long as I have 
been Deputy, I have tried to elevate a younger member, and then a more mature 
member. The ritual work is very good, but we are lacking in social activities. In January, 
we have an Installation Banquet in the evening (which follows the installation of officers 
in the afternoon). The ladies are invited, as well as the Fraternal Ladies. The Fraternal 
Ladies are picked up by Lodge members, escorted and taken home again. They are ail 
introduced, given all courtesies, and presented with a small gift as a token of our 
appreciation for their attendance. This has proven to be a very successful evening, but 
that is all we do. We need to do more. 

Valley's Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley of Saskatoon has a Second Degree team, which confers the Second Degree 
in full costume. They portray this Degree in and around Saskatoon. Many of the

members of this degree team are younger members who do excellent work. This has a 
lasting impression on the members of those Lodges who are not members of the 
Scottish Rite. It also helps that many of our Scottish Rite members are regular attenders 
of their own Craft Lodges (including five Grand Masters). In 2014-2015 we have 
conferred six Fellow Craft Degrees in Craft Lodges. 

Financial Health 

The Auditors Report indicates that this Valley is in a good financial position, and I know 
that our Secretary-Treasurer is fully competent, and does an excellent job. 

General 

The Valley of Saskatoon is an excellent place to visit. The environment in the room is 
warm and friendly. The more mature brethren are willing to give the younger ones a 
chance, even to make mistakes, and learn by them so they improve. As stated earlier, 
the thirty-thirds are hardworking and co-operative. This positive attitude has done, and 
will continue to serve the Valley of Saskatoon well. I am extremely proud of the financial 
contributions made by the Valley of Saskatoon towards our Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation in helping to attain the Million Dollar goal. 

Valiev of Regina 

Membership 

The Regina Lodge of Perfection consists of 307 members, with 6 initiates and 8 deaths, 
the Regina Chapter of Rose Croix has 294 members, with 6 initiates and 7 deaths, and 
the Saskatchewan Consistory has 270 members with 6 initiates and 66 deaths. This 
was an overall average loss of 6 members. 

Communication 

The major form of communication is through monthly notices, again mostly by e-mail 
with some mail outs for those who don't have computers. The Regina Valley, like 
Saskatoon, portrays degrees at Reunions three times a year (Fall, Easter and Spring). 
Reunion notices are complete with cast members, officers, and of course candidates. 

Leadership 

Although there is very little overlap of officers in the three bodies, there is difficulty at 
times in getting those officers to commit. Of course, there are very experienced Actives 
and Past Actives in this Valley, as well as, hardworking Honorary Inspectors-General. I 
am pleased this year to report that the Lodge of Perfection has a few new officers, 
starting with the Thrice Puissant Grand Master, and they portrayed the Fourteenth 
Degree to the best of their ability. I am also pleased to report the Nominating Committee 
has presented me with a name for Honorary Inspector-General, which will be put 
forward in Windsor. 

Valley Fellowship 

On the Saturday of the Perfection and Consistory Unions, a sumptuous lunch is held for 
the members in the lower hall of the Masonic Temple. In late November, a Christmas 
dinner and Fraternal Ladies Night was held at the Italian Centre, for the first time. This is 
a wonderful occasion, full of goodwill, good food, fellowship and some degree of 
excitement over the approaching Christmas Season. The turnout for this occasion has 
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been excellent. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

As mentioned previously, Saskatoon and Regina visit back and forth and help each 
other in the portrayal of the work. This provides an opportunity for goodwill and 
fellowship which both Valleys enjoy. 

Valley's Connections to and support of Craft Lodges 

A majority of the members of the Regina Valley are active members and officers in the 
Craft Lodges in their area including three Grand Masters. 

Financial Health 

This Valley is in good shape financially, with an excellent Secretary and Treasurer at the 
helm. 

General 

The Valley of Regina is a place where visitors are welcomed with open arms, and their 
hospitality is second to none. As stated previously, I am pleased to see that younger 
men have been advanced to office and this year a recommendation for promotion of a 
deserving brother to the exalted position of Honorary Inspector-General.

It is with deep sadness that we record the passing of III. Bro. 
Glenn M. Martin, Past Sovereign Grand Commander of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Canada. He passed 
away peacefully on April 8, 2015 in Kamloops, B.C. surrounded 
by his family. If there was one word to describe III. Bro. Glenn, it 
would be “care”. Through his medical career, to his involvement 
in Community and most importantly care for his family, Glenn’s 
quiet nature and his soft voice exhibited always a love for his 
fellow human being. 

III. Bro. Glenn was born on December 24, 1925 in Ottawa, 
Ontario to Charles and Myrtle Sternberg. Glenn attended 
elementary and high school in Ottawa and in 1949 graduated 
with the degree of M.D, and C.M. from Queen's University in Kingston, Ontario. 

Bro. Glenn undertook residency training in Kingston where he met Mary Charles, and 
they were married on April 19, 1949. 

Glenn received his specialist qualification in General Pathology from the Royal College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Canada in 1954. Together, Glenn and Mary raised six 
children, living in Kingston, Ottawa, Saskatoon and Edmonton before they settled in 
Kamloops in 1957. Glenn was the chief pathologist at Royal Inland Hospital until his 
retirement. He also founded Inland Laboratories in Kamloops. He provided leadership 
and training in Medical Laboratory Science organizing the first accredited program for 
Medical Laboratory Technologists outside of the lower mainland. He was awarded 
Honorary Affiliate membership in the Canadian Society of Laboratory Technologists.

Glenn especially enjoyed playing the organ and spending time with his family at 
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Shuswap Lake, B.C. He was particularly known for the many contributions he made to 
the community and the many friendships he formed in the course of his service. 

A charter member of Kamloops Daybreak Rotary, he served as President from 1986- 
1987. He was District Governor from 1992-1993, and was always recognized as a 
mentor to all members who joined the club. He instituted "no head table" for club 
meetings. He was a Paul Harris Fellow and an honorary lifetime member of the club. 

Glenn was a strong supporter of groups such as the Royal Inland Hospital Foundation, 
the Kamloops Art Gallery, Western Canada Theatre Company, the Kamloops 
Symphony Orchestra and the Kamloops Foundation. He was a regular at the Kamloops 
Symphony concerts and Kamloops Blazers' hockey games. 

III. Bro. Glenn was a proud member of Masonic order for over 55 years. He was 
Worshipful Master for Mount Saint Paul Lodge #109 and served as Grand Organist for 
the Grand Lodge of B.C. in 1988. As a member of the Scottish Rite, he held many 
offices including Thrice Puissant Grand Master (Valley of Vernon Lodge of Perfection) 
and Sovereign Grand Commander of Morning Star Consistory from 1997 to 2000. He 
was a member of the Order of the Eastern Star (Adah Chapter #16) for 41 years where 
his offices included service as Worthy Grand Patron in 1992 - 1993. Glenn was a 
Member of Honour of Job's Daughters Bethel #47 where he served as Associate Bethel 
Guardian for many years. He was installed as a knight or the Royal Order of Scotland 
in 1983 and was for many years the organist. 

Bro. Glenn is survived by his loving wife Mary and their children, Linda (Alex) 

Boronowski of North Vancouver BC, Nancy Kuchenthal of North Vancouver BC, Alan 
(Sharon) Martin of Calgary AB, Janet Grant of Kamloops BC, Glenn (Lynda) Martin of 
Oyama BC, Anne Mitchell of Kamloops BC and numerous grandchildren.

III Bro. Kenneth Richard Rutherford was born in 1948 in Fergus, 
Ontario and raised in the Arthur area, between Guelph and 
Owen Sound in Southwestern Ontario. After completing his 
education in business at Ryerson Polytechnical Institute he 
worked in the family business prior to being a delivery 
coordinator in the propane industry and Service Coordinator for 
Can-Tex Protective Systems, Inc. 

Bro. Rutherford was initiated into Prince Arthur Lodge No. 334 
in Arthur in 1984 and served as Master in 1994. In 1996 he 
became a member of the Royal City Lodge of Perfection and 
the Guelph Chapter Rose Croix in the Valley of Guelph, receiving his 32° at Moore

IIIBroC. Robert Townshend, 33°, was elected and installed 
to the Office of Sovereign Grand Commander at the Annual 
Session in Halifax, Nova Scotia on September 16, 2006. Bishop 
Townshend had served as Lieutenant Grand Commander since 
September 13, 2003, after serving as Grand Prior since 
September 1994. 

III. Bro. Charles Robert Townshend was born in London, Ontario 
on January 17, 1938. He was raised and educated in London 
and graduated from the University of Western Ontario with an 
Arts degree in History and Philosophy and also with a Bachelor 
of Theology degree from Huron College and held a Doctor of 
Divinity Honorary degree from his Alma Mater. 

On June 1, 1963 he married his wife Pat. They have a married son and two daughters. 
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In 1962 III. Bro. Townshend was ordained a Deacon by his father; Bishop William 
Townshend and the following year, 1963, was priested by his father. Since 1962 he 
had served in Anglican Parishes in Sarnia, London, Florence, Chatham, and Owen 
Sound. While in Owen Sound, he was appointed Archdeacon of Saugeen, a position he 
held for ten years. In 1984 he was elected Bishop Suffragan of the Diocese of Huron 
and from 1984 to 1987 was Bishop of St. Clair. In 1987 he became Bishop of Georgian 
Bay in the Diocese of Huron and retired from office in 2002. III. Bro. Townshend was a 
member of the Synod and Executive committees of the Diocese, the Province, and the 
National Church since 1976. He served as the Chairman of the Pension Committee 
and Board of Trustees for the Pension Fund. III. Bro. Townshend was a member of the 
Provincial House of Bishops as well as the National House of Bishops for the Anglican 
Church of Canada. He also was a member of the Executive Board and Corporation of 
the Liberal Arts and Theological College of Huron in London and was a member of the 
Board of Governors and Executive Committee of Renison College at the University of 
Waterloo. 

III. Bro. Townshend served twelve years as a Trustee on School Boards in Lambton 
County, Sarnia and Grey County, Owen Sound. He is a past Director of the Ontario 
Public School Trustees Association as well as Chairman of the Community and Family 
Services, Chatham and Kent County. 

III. Bro. Townshend enjoyed golfing, gardening, and travelling. 

III. Bro. Townshend’s Masonic career began when he was initiated into Tuscan Lodge 
No. 437 and was raised to Master Mason in the same year in Sarnia, Ontario. He was a 
member of Parthenon Lodge No. 267 in Chatham from 1971 to 1984 and was a life 
member in Centennial Lodge No. 684 in London. In 1973 - 1974 he was District 
Chaplain for the Chatham district of Grand Lodge of Ontario.

In 1941, although underage, both Herb and Harold 
enlisted in the Royal Canadian Artillery and trained as radar 
technicians. 

Bro. Laycraft saw combat action fighting in the South West 
Pacific Theater. When the American brass found that he was a 
radar technician who would certainly be tortured for secrets if 
captured, snatched him out of the jungle and moved him off to 
Australia where he was seconded to the Australian Imperial 
Forces. On the last Japanese air raid over Australia, one of the 
four aircraft decided to use Herb and his jeep for target practice. He ended up in a deep 
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ditch with his leg crushed under the dash of his jeep. The aircraft was shot down and 
destroyed. With typical "Laycraft humor and tenacity” Herb figured that he had won his 
first trial, even if that leg did bother him all his life. 

Upon his return to Canada in 1946 Herb attended the University of Alberta, where he 
obtained a Bachelor of Arts and Law degree. He graduated in 1951 and started an 
outstanding forty year career as a litigator and judge. He was admitted to the bar on 
June 3, 1953, Appointed Queen’s Counsel in 1964, appointed Judge of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench in 1975, appointed Judge of the Court of Appeal of Alberta in 1979 and 
finally to the top position as Chief Justice of Alberta and the Northwest Territories. He 
held that position from 1985 until retiring in 1991. He also received the Order of 
Canada and a Doctorate of Laws from the University of Calgary. It is no surprise that 
he was listed as one of the top five Canadian judges of the 20 th , century.

ILL. BRO. LESLIE R. PETERSON, 33°C.M„ O.B.C., Q.C., LL.B., F.R.S.A. 

RECIPIENT OF THE JOHN MATHESON AWARD 
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October 6, 1923 - April 14, 2015. Few British Columbians can 
claim the breadth of distinguished service to the Province of 
British Columbia and its people as can Leslie R. Peterson. He 
has, during his career, hosted Kings, Queens, world leaders, 
movie stars, and academics with the elegance and modesty that 
he extended to all those fortunate enough to have made his 
acquaintance. 


His story began in 1923 on a farm just outside Viking, Alberta 
with his parents Margaret and Herman Peterson. Dedicated 
and passionate about education, Les worked part-time to fund 
schooling at Camrose Lutheran College then McGill University. 
He served in the Canadian Artillery in England and on the Continent from 1942 to 1946 
and furthered his education at the University of London and UBC. Les was called to the 
bar in 1949, then, in 1950, he founded the law firm of Peterson and Anderson, and 
married the love of his life, Agnes Rose Hine. Their son and daughter; Raymond 
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(Sherry) and Karen; along with their children; Erik (Tania), Severin, Krista (Jesse), Lars, 
Todd; and Les' sister Lorraine (Mai) and her children Shirley (Paul), Alan (Janice), Carol 
(Moe) will forever be heartened and inspired by Les. 

Educated at McGill University, London University, and the University of British 
Columbia, Bro. Peterson was called to the bar in British Columbia in July 1949 and 
commenced the practice of law in Vancouver. 

In 1956, he was first elected to the British Columbia Legislative Assembly and served 
for 16 consecutive years in the Executive Council of British Columbia under the 
leadership of Provincial Premier W.A.C. Bennett, holding the portfolios of Minister of 
Education, 1956 - 1968, Minister of Labour, 1960 - 1971 and as Attorney General, 1968 
- 1972. 

It was during his term as Education Minister that the Province experienced perhaps its 
most dramatic extension of educational opportunities. Public universities increased 
from one to three; the community college system was established and B.C.l.T. was 
founded. As Attorney General the Provincial Court system, as we know it, was 
established, the Judicial Council was established, as was the program to compensate 
the victims of crime. 

After a political career which spanned three decades he returned to private life, 
becoming Chancellor of the University of British Columbia, where he is remembered by 
the faculty and students as an insightful and sensitive leader. 

The range of his service to community organizations and his association with the 
Masonic fraternity is too lengthy to recite but includes such organizations as the Institute 
for Pacific Ocean Sciences & Technology, the Canadian Child Health Association, 
Terminal City Club, BC Historical Association, The John Howard Society, Provincial 
Council of St. John Ambulance, Vancouver Art Gallery, The Order of Jerusalem and the 
Vancouver Aquarium. 

His association with the Masonic fraternity began on April 17, 1950, when he was 
initiated into Maple Leaf (now Heritage) Lodge No. 63 in 1950, serving as the 
Worshipful Master in 1978. He was a member of Royal Arch Masons from 1955, and a 
Knight Templar from 1956. He has served the Grand Lodge of British Columbia and 
Yukon in many capacities, specifically as the chair of the Trial Commission, and the 
Constitutions Committee. He was appointed District Deputy Grand Master for District 
13 in 1994. 

Bro. Peterson joined Scottish Rite in Fraser Valley in 1987, receiving his 32° in 1988. 

He was coroneted a 33rd degree by SGC Harold E. Crosby in Calgary in 1996. In 2000 
he was the recipient of the first presentation of the John H. Matheson Award given to 
Scottish Rite Masons who have provided outstanding service to the Valley and to the 
community at large. 

Bro. Peterson was appointed by the Earl of Elgin to a five year term as Provincial Grand 
Master for the Provincial Grand Lodge of British Columbia and the Yukon of the Royal 
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Order of Scotland. He also served as the Most Puissant Sovereign of the Pacific 
Conclave of the Red Cross of Constantine, Scottish Constitution, in 1995. 

He joined the Shriners of British Columbia and Yukon on 10 March 1956, serving in 
many capacities: on the board of governors of Portland Shriners Hospital for Children, 
assisting in creating the Gizeh Shrine Patient Transportation Fund, serving many local 
clubs and units as well as International Shrine in numerous capacities. He served as 
Potentate of Gizeh in 1988. 

The Province of British Columbia honoured him by naming the home of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board in Richmond, BC, the Leslie R. Peterson Building, and by 
investing him with the Order of British Columbia in 1990. Ten years later, on November 
15, 2000, he was appointed to the Order of Canada. 

While his achievements are legendary and awards numerous, he remained modest, 
tireless and energetic, always willing to go that extra mile in support of worthy causes. 
By his exemplary life and work, he is a role model for his community and the ideal of a 
Freemason. 

ILL BRO. GORDON ROBERT PHILLIPS, 33° 


Gordie Phillips was a life member of Chaudiere Lodge No. 264 
and a past Most Wise Sovereign of the Murray Chapter of 
Rose Croix. He died on September 7, 2014 at the age of 100.
